ell, is this going too far? Who 
W:. now being subjected to mu- 
sical discussion, whose melodic 
structure is being analyzed, whose 
harmony explained in learned fash- 
ion, complete with musical quota- 
tion? Not Hector Berlioz nor 
Gaetano Donizetti, but Richard 
Rodgers. In the final chapter of 
his new book, Some Enchanted Eve- 
nings, Deems Taylor takes the 
Rodgers melody apart and attempts 
to show why we continue to find the 
tunes attractive and keep on hum- 
ming “June Is Bustin’ Out All 
Over” or “Oh, What a Beautiful 
Mornin’!” 

Whether you agree that our 
friend Rodgers deserves such mu- 
sicological scholarship or not, he 
certainly deserves to have a book 
written about him, his career, and 
about the career of his current 
and very important partner, Oscar 
Hammerstein. 

Beginning with Oklahoma!, the 
work of these two collaborators has 
exercised so strong an influence on 
our musical comedies that it needs 
to be dealt with between hard cov- 
ers. The publisher’s blurb describes 


their work as “A revolution in the 
American musical theater.” Surely 
this is a pompous overstatement. 
Not “revolution” but “uplift” or 
the Rodgers and 
achievement. They 
have steered the American musical 
comedy away from the girlie-girlie

show, the strident and strenuous 
entertainment offered to the tired 
businessman (and, more recently, 
the tired business woman), and 
have guided it toward a form of 
entertainment in which the words 
fit the music, the music grows out 
of the dramatic situation, the lyrics 
are both intelligible and intelligent, 
and the plot makes a_ certain 
amount of sense. Noise and blare 
go out the window and in come 
charm and sweetness. 

The old-fashioned musical com- 
edy was inhabited by sleek, cold 
dolls who could emit loud noises; 
the R & H shows are inhabited by 
characters of normal temperature 
who can occasionally sing softly. 
That’s great! It is wonderful! But 
it isn’t “a revolution.” As to the in-

The Theater Guild, having 
just built a new theater, needed 
money to buy two large tapestries. 
To raise the sum, they decided to 
let a group of extras and under- 
studies put on a small, “intimate” 
review, which in theatrical parlance 
means a review that doesn’t cost 
any money. A theatrical lawyer 
who had heard some of Rodgers’ 
and Hart’s songs suggested their 
work to the directors of the Guild. 
The Guild employed them. And in 
the old theater which the Guild had 
been using, the Garrick, the little 
review was staged on the afternoon 
and evening of May 17, 1925. It 
was called The Garrick Gaieties. 
I saw it. I remember it, or think 
I remember it, well. I remember 
the utter freshness and delight of 
the production, the originality of 
the music, and the fun of Hart’s 
lyrics. The Gateties was such a 
success that it had to be put on 
for a regular run, and Rodgers and 
Hart became famous. c 

But with all the subsequent suc- 
there were failures. Yet, 
as Mr. Taylor points out, virtually 
every one of the shows contributed 
at least one song that has long 
outlived its original setting. “Sen- 
timental Me” and “Manhattan” 
from the Gaieties, “Here in My 
Arms” from Dearest Enemy, or

You can have as 

much silence as you need when you sleep or rest (except for the soon-accustomed 


sound of the air conditioner). Or you can enjoy the 


sound of birds. children. wind—if you have them—as you lie awake.

fv) Control the private world of your bedroom. No other room in the house has 
~ greater need for complete separation. Enjoy a view to the outdoors, but be free 
from a view from the outdoors. Otherwise your rest will be disturbed 
by the fear of being observed. It is possible to have a bedroom garden and 


privacy (see pages 52-53). Insulate yourself, too. from the sounds of 


other people’s sleeping or playing, and insulate them from the sounds of your own.

From the standpoint of air conditioning 
and summer comfort, the most important 
problems in this apartment-house  bed- 
room were its unshaded, uninsulated win- 
dows and walls facing east and south. In 
the early morning, and to a lesser extent 
around noon, solar heat entered the room 
by way of the windows. Meanwhile, the 
thick brick walls soaked up sun heat all 
day long, radiating it into the room in the 
late afternoon and early evening when 
their inside surfaces were frequently warm 
to the touch. To combat this big “heat 


load” (see bottom of facing page) air con- 
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ditioning alone was not enough. To enable 
the room cooler (left) to cope with so 
much heat, it was necessary to stop heat 
from coming in by way of the windows 
with opaque white window shades (which 
reflect it out again through the window 
glass). It was also necessary to cut down 
the radiator effect of the hot masonry walls 
with the two climate-control methods de- 
tailed below. These two steps, which would 
make any room much cooler in summer 
even without air conditioning, brought the 
“heat gain” within capacity of the room 


cooler, even in the hottest weather.

ong, long ago people had Murphy beds. (Anyone seen one lately? ) 

Not so long ago people had beds that masqueraded badly as 

sofas during the day.

di bedroom is the most logical place in which to be 
private, so it is more than a mere sleeping compartment. It 
tends to become a sort of private living room. In it are kept 
the things which are peculiarly its occupant’s, not only his 
clothes, but those little things each person has which are 
his alone. 

The bedroom, its arrangement, furnishings, degree of neat- 
ness, etc., gives an insight into its occupant’s character quite 
different from that of the living room. In the latter, he is on 
his mettle; in the former he is apt to be much more himself. 
It is a curious fact that the average person is relatively unaware 
of the possibilities of self-projection in the basic architectural 
design of his bedroom. One “fixes up” one’s bedroom to 
suit oneself. It is a creative act with a minimum of social 
overtones. ... 

There would seem no more appropriate place to get exactly 
the personal peccadilloes, no matter how wild, that one has 
always wanted. A bed with a view, a bath tub one can open 
into a garden, a private place to sun, mirrors to suit, the 
expression of a certain mood conducive to the enjoyment of 
privacy, and similar purely personal desires should somehow 
get into the bedroom plan, because it is the least tied to the

Qe recently have we learned enough about the sleep process to 
see how we can lure it, scientifically. For sleep is not an “on-off” 
affair, but a graduated process ranging from drowsiness through five 
or six ‘stages until deep sleep is finally achieved. 

The smallest imperfections in your sleeping arrangements can arrest 
your progress through the several stages between wakefulness and the 
deep sleep that is the most restorative. Some of these, such as fire 
sirens, are outside your power to control. Others that are correctable 
are: wrinkles in the sheets, reaching for more covers because your 
blood pressure is dropping, the weight of heavy covers on your toes, 
or the light of dawn. Any or all of these may keep you from passing. 
through the many stages of light sleep before you reach complete 
deep sleep. 

The widespread acceptance of electrified bedding is testimony that 
people find it really improves the quality of their sleep. The new 
fitted sheets and blankets, that are spreading like wildfire, keep bottom 
sheets smoother while in use, keep covers tucked in while providing 
foot freedom. 

If these seem little things, too superficial to be taken seriously, 
then you are one of the lucky ones to whom deep sleep comes easily. 
For others less blessed, the little things make the Big Difference. For 
restorative sleep is one of the ingredients necessary if you are to have 
a high adaptability to stress. The medical profession is leaning more 
and more to the theory that a good adaptability to stress is the key 
to controlling disease and maintaining health. The possibilities discussed

Fic generation must make its own discov- 
eries, even though to an older generation they 
are really rediscoveries. For as we search today 
for new ways to enrich our lives, new ways to 
bring our furniture and decorating closer to the 
bright promise of the present, we often rediscover 
the same things that brightened the days—and 
nights—of our parents and older friends. 

It is not nostalgia for the 1900’s that has 
returned the brass bed to our bedrooms. Rather 
is it a recurrence of the same attitudes. From 


about 1894 to 1918, America was in love with 





the forms, materials, and colors of nature. From 
1919 to about 1945, we were more subject to 
period and “modernistic” influences. Now. once 
again, we are in a cycle of naturalism. 
Naturalism means a fondness for natural ma- 
terials naturally used: the dull matte finish of 
unstained wood, the brown and beige colors of | 
the landscape. So today, just as at the turn of | 
the century, brass and copper are being used to 
provide accent for these muted tones.

x around beauty only sounds expensive. Actually, 
it can be a by-product of a good summer garden and not 
cost a cent extra. The same basic plants perform each 
of the twelve months. 

For most of us, gardening all year requires reshaping 
of attitudes. We have to stop thinking of winter as a 
bare, bleak season and act constructively to play up its 
special visual delights. It’s the same scene, but a different 
act. Trees and shrubs which provided evergreen back- 
ground for bright August flowers become important in 
their own right as they stand out in crisp contrast 
against January snow. Winter-bare branches assume a 
pattern of line and shadow which makes you glad to 
see them for a while in a different phase. Even this 
changes as snow collects in crevices of leaf and twig. 
sparkles briefly in the low-angled sun, then melts or 
falls away. 

The manner in which we enjoy gardens changes, too. 
Barring those brisk walks through freshly fallen snow, 
most of us appreciate winter beauty through a window. 
from the warmth and comfort of our homes. This is not 
the time to wander outside and be charmed by specimen 
plants or individual leaves and flowers. Now they become 
collective treasures, to be admired through the trans- 
parency of glass. 

The Donald Pruesses. of White Plains. N. Y., were 
so intent upon living with their garden every day, they 
replaced one whole wall of their house with glass, just 
as you see it. Now they can look out when they can’t 
go out. To make the garden worthy of this special atten- 
tion, they chose a few choice plants and brought the best 
ones right up to the window for the closest daily notice. 
The total cost of the plants and their installation was 
$600 (they installed the cinder block patio and copper- 
lined: reflecting pool themselves for another $138), a 
nominal amount which is as nothing compared to the 
resulting permanent pleasure it yields. 

Satisfaction like this takes planning. The garden must 
be structurally sound. There can be no seasonal decline 
if beauty is to last twelve months. Plants do have off 
moments. of course, but these needn’t be obvious. Ever- 
ereens shed their old leaves and grow new ones so grad- 


ually that the plants look good all year.

You are sure of color all summer, plus armfuls 


of cut flowers for the house. But start early. 





Send away now for seed catalogs. The seeds 
need to get into the soil indoors 


long before spring arrives 
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pack every square foot, but never is 
there room enough to indulge in plants 
that can’t contribute big, bold lines 
of brilliant color. 

There’s no doubt about the con- 
tribution made by marigolds, zinnias, 
and petunias. They bloom and bloom. 
But I’m not limited to these three 
flowers, of course. Neither are you. 
Get out your seed catalogs and you'll 
discover dozens of other flowers worth 
nearly as much. Most of them burst 
with vigor and bloom. But only mari- 
golds, zinnias, and petunias can’t fail, 
a point to remember if you are new 
at gardening. 

“Which marigold? I'd look for the 
varieties “starred” in the seed cata- 
log. These require no pampering. The 
seedsman so marks them because he 
"wants to steer beginners away from 
the toughies that challenge the skill of 
the experts. For every kind of flower, 
even marigolds, does have this range 
of adaptability within itself. 

Secondly, be cheosy. Settle for just 
a few kinds of flowers your first year. 


Your display will be more stylish, and 


life for you will be simpler. You'll have 
time to learn the needs of a few plants. 
This information will stick with you 
and will not have to be re-learned 
each year you try them. 

Thirdly, order varieties of the right 
heights. Most flowering plants occur in 
several variations, from squat dwarfs 
to lanky skyscrapers. Do you need 
height or low mass? Should the plants 
spread, or should the stems hug each 
other for a beanpole silhouette? 

Lastly, allow space for individual 
plants of character. Isolate them and 
display them prominently. Let it be 
strikingly apparent how each differs 
from the others. 

But how to know which plant is 
worthy of such treatment and which 
must be massed with its kin to gain 
stature by appearing as a giant mass 
of color? I’m afraid this is a matter 
of experience — both to know what 
plants to grow (I try something new 
each year) and also to know when one 
seedling is worth special display space. 
I look over all my seedlings and

Here’s what I’ve done to get rid of the repetitiousness 
to make my time spent in cooking more productive, and tu 
have interesting company while I am doing it. 

I join forces with a friend of mine who is a superb cook 
and we do a day of quantity cooking. We divide the result 
between us and store them in our respective freezers. Sh 
comes about 10 a.M. and we are all through by 3 P.M., durin 
which time we’ve produced four or five recipes that will ai 
eight or ten meals. I learn things from her and I hope sh 
learns things from me. While we are enjoying each other’ 
company we get a lot of cooking done.

has produced some new words and given new meanings to old 


words. Are these three words in your vocabulary ? 


“ALL-READYS”—Ready-to-eat-food which has been cooked at 
some previous time and stored in meal-size packages in the 
freezer. “All-readys” can be a by-product of regular meal-getting, 
or they can be cooked especially in a cooking spree or in a 


sociable cooking bee such as the one reported by Mrs. Wiley. 


“PARTLY-READYS”—Foods which have been partially prepared 


or cooked, but which need further preparation before serving. 


“GLAMORIZERS”—Little touches (which make the big differ- 
ence) which take time to prepare, but, because they are pre- 


pared in quantity for many meals, can be easily managed. 


ARhE BETTER THAN ONE 


by telephone. We decide what we'll cook or experiment with. 
who will bring what, and just exactly how we're going to 
go about it. 

The last time we cooked together we made four things: 
a large amount of my friend’s Tagliarini Sauce. which has 
so many uses, several meals of Kidney Sauté, Swedish Meat 
Balls. and lots of thin little pancakes that could be used for 
either breakfasts or desserts. The sauce and the pancakes are 
“olamorizers” for other dishes. The pancakes. particularly, 
you might hesitate to make up every time you could use 
them, but when they are pre-prepared and waiting in the 
freezer. you are eager to work them into gourmet dishes. 
The sautéed kidneys and the Swedish meat balls are “all- 
readys” and become the main course for dinners. 

For the recipes she was going to make she brought all 


the fresh ingredients required and arrived on the appointed 


morning with her arms full of bundles. I had everything in 
the house to make my meat balls and pancakes (which were 
to be my part of the day) so we got right to work—on our 
Operation Tandem. 

One thing to remember is to plan the cooking so that 
you don’t get in each other’s way. For instance. while one 
chops and prepares. the other does the “stove” cooking: 
or one person packages. while the other cleans up, and so on. 
And it’s better to make just three or four things in 
expanded quantity so you can really learn something. in- 
stead of doing a lot of complicated. disorganized cooking 
that might get somewhat confusing and creaie_ traffic 
problems as well. 

As the Tagliarini Sauce took the longest time to cook. 
she started that, while I seasoned the ground roundsteak 


to make the little meat balls. (Please turn to page 103)

Never-Failing Electricity 


An emergency generator, now at a 
price you can afford, will take over 
when normal power fails and operate 


freezer, heating plant, and lights 


By Daniel MacMasters 





1 portable gasoline-driven generator like this can be 


your salvation if power fails. This model by Kohler is 
shown plugged in for operation indoors, with a remov- 


able exhaust hose attached to carry gas fumes outside. 


he day is past when you could 

“make do” without electricity for 
three or four days, or when power 
failure concerned you only in cold 
weather. You’ve now got to keep 
your home freezer running every 
month of the year, no matter where 
you live, or you may lose as much 
as $400 in food. The only way to 
insure its operation, and all the 
other electrical services you de- 
pend on, is with an emergency 
generator. 

The cost of such a generator 
starts at about $350, so the “pre- 
mium” is in line with the dollar 
value of what you insure. At the 
same time, you're protecting such 
intangible values as comfort and 
health if “high lines” should go 
down in a long winter blizzard. 

There are other expedients, but 
vou can’t rely on them. A fireplace 
is a poor source of heat, even if you 
happen to have enough wood for 
several days. Dry ice can keep a 
freezer chilled, if you can get it. 
And you may have to pay a steep 
price for it, as did freezer owners 
in Knoxville when scalpers  cor- 
nered the dry-ice market after last 
year’s freak storm, You may also 
be able to rent an emergency gen- 
erator to operate your freezer. But 
it might cost you $20 an hour, a 
rate charged in Westchester County 
after its ice storm last winter. 

You'll have greatest need for an 
emergency generator if you live in 
a thinly settled suburb or the coun- 
try. There power fails more  fre- 
quently and stays out longer. For- 
tunately, in such an area you'll find 
your generator most useful in other 
roles. such as supplying power for 
chain-sawing firelogs in a woodlot 
and for lawn-mowing and_ hedge- 
trimming which must take place 
beyond the reach of high lines. 


What the generator is 


This emergency power plant is 
gasoline-operated and produces the 
same 115-volt, 60-cycle alternating 
current you use in your home. It 
has been stripped of “fat”—auto- 
matic controls, heavy-duty mate- 
rials, and high wattage output—to 
bring down both weight and cost. 

Thus it is light in weight, so you 
can easily wheel it about on a 
dolly, skid it, or even carry it in + 
some cases. And it is compact so 
you can find room for it in the 
corner of a garage. Some models 
are small enough to fit in the tur- 
tleback of a car for transport to a 
resort cottage. 

It is not a competitor of your 
normal power supply. The cost of 
electricity produced by a gasoline 
motor is several times greater than 
that which you pay for your reg- 
ular power. 


W hat it can doin emergencies 


Your generator will supply all 
the electricity you need for essen- 
tial services such as refrigeration, 
furnace operation, lights, radio, 
most small appliances, and water 
pump. 

But because it has been stripped- 
down, it will take some of your at- 
tention to operate it. First, you'll 
have to start it, using a pull-rope, 
like the one on an outboard motor, 
or a hand crank. You'll then have 
to switch it into the house circuit, 
and later, when normal power is re- 
stored, you'll have to switch it out 
again, 

You may also have to “feed” its 
current when demands on it are 
heavy. For instance, two or more 
large appliances with heavy motors 
may be switched on simultaneously 
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In addition to its emergency usefulness, a portable generator can 
aiso furnish the electricity needed for power tools in places beyond 
high-power lines. Here a generator runs a chain saw in a remote 
wood lot. Generator is easily transported on a dolly. 


or in close succession, overloading 
the generator. When this happens, 
you simply unplug all but one of 
the appliances, then feed current 
one by one until all are satisfied. 

Your generator won't be able to 
operate such “current hogs” as an 
electric range, an iron, electric 
clothes dryer, high-wattage space 
heaters, or an electric roaster. 
However, you may be able to use 
one of the smaller cooking units of 
your range, provided you can draw 
on your generator for 230-volt cur- 
rent. If not, keep a small hotplate 
on hand. Your electric clocks will 
run but don’t depend on them— 
they may not be accurate. 


How to figure its size 


Before you choose a generator, 
you have to know how much elec- 
tricity you need for essential serv- 
ices. This need is measured in 
watts, and below are the ratings in 
watts for equipment: 


Equipment Wattage 
Heating plant 800 
Home freezer 350 
Water pump 700 
Refrigerator 150 
Radio 100 
Dishwasher-waste disposer 600 
Automatic washer 700 
Television 500 
Vacuum cleaner 125 


If you had all of the above. no 
more than three or four, plus a few 
lights, would be in operation at 
once. So figure your peak load— 
say for heating, refrigeration and 
lighting. Then choose a generator 
able to handle that load. Ideally it 
should have a capacity 25 per cent 
greater than that load, as a margin 
of safety and convenience. If you 
have any doubts about your total 


load, get the advice of a dealer in 
generators or an electrician. 

Here is a brief summary of what 
you can expect from the models 
of emergency generators available 
to you: 

750-watt—Strictly a “minimum” 
wont be capable of 
operating furnace and refrigerator 
simultaneously. Would require 
much feeding of current. 

1600-watt—Ample for operating 


generator: 


furnace and refrigerator simultane- 
ously, with margin for lights and 
small appliances. But you'll need 
to feed current to a freezer or 
clothes washer. 

1500-watt—Takes care of fur- 
nace, refrigerator, home freezer, 
and small pump for shallow well. 
Rarely will require feeding. 

2500-watt—Handles_ everything 
listed above. Can also supply 230- 
volt current for limited use of 
range. Should never need feeding. 

There are also some intermediate 
sizes (see list at end of article). 
For larger sizes than these sizes, 
the prices rise steeply. 


How to install it 


An emergency generator is noisy, 
so it will have to go outside the 
house. If there isn’t room for it in 
the garage, build a small weather- 
proof shelter. It can operate under 
extreme conditions but shouldn't be 
left out in them. See that it is well 
ventilated, particularly in hot 
weather. for it is air-cooled and 
could overheat in close quarters. 

The exhaust must be vented out- 
side to get rid of poisonous carbon 
monoxide fumes. Use flexible ex- 
haust cable or pipe and be sure the 
outside end turns down. This pre- 
vents moisture from entering and 


making its way to the motor. 





A simple method for deadening 
exhaust noise is to lead the pipe 
into a 50-gallon drum that has been 


buried, open-end down, in the 
ground. A goose-neck pipe will be 
needed to vent the drum. Line the 
pit in which the drum is buried 
with 6 inches of sand for good 
drainage, and give the drum as- 
phaltic coating to curb corrosion. 

If you choose to install your gen- 
erator permanently, be sure that it 
is mounted on rubber bushings. 
This will extend its life and help 
keep efficiency high. 

Keep the length of wire to the 
house circuit as short as possible. 
A long “run” causes a drop in 
voltage. which affects operation of 
major appliances and equipment. 

Dont connect your generator di- 
rectly to the house circuit. Such a 
connection would make it possible 
for the high-line power, when sery- 
ice was restored, to surge into your 
generator and burn it out. 

A transfer switch and ground 
will protect your generator against 
such a surge. Their installation is 
shown in the wiring diagram and 
will cost $50 or more. A dealer in 
generators can make arrangements 
for their installation and perhaps 
get you a better price on it. 


How to operate it 


Here are the steps in operating 
your generator during an emer- 
gency: 

First, start the generator and let 
it warm up for a few moments.

extra precaution. You can assume 
that your furnace, refrigerator, and 
home freezer will all need current. 
You can’t supply their combined 
starting requirements. 

So you stagger their starts by 
unplugging or switching off every- 
thing but the furnace. After it’s go- 
ing, plug in the refrigerator, then 
the home freezer and any other 
equipment. 

Otherwise, staggered starting or 
feeding of current will seldom be 
needed with a generator that is 
sized right. 

After high-line service is  re- 
stored, flip the transfer switch 
quickly back to its normal posi- 
tion. There’ll be scarcely a flicker 
of interruption. Then shut off the 
cenerator. 

You'll want to know immediately 
when service has been restored. A 
generator is too expensive to run if 
regular current is available. 

The usual ways of checking are 
to watch neighbors’ houses and 
streetlights or to flip the transfer 
switch at regular intervals. Either 
way there'll probably be a delay in 
switching over. So install a buzzer 
to signal you promptly, night or 
day. It should of course be placed 
“above” the transfer switch. 

Your generator must always be 
ready for service. So start it twice 
monthly and let it run 15 minutes 
each time. If you can. use “white 
gas” for fuel. instead of “high test.” 
The latter tends to evaporate faster 
from carburetor and fuel line and 
may leave a gummy residue. If you 
have to use high test. keep the fuel 
tank full. This reduces gum. for- 
mation. 

To avoid refueling in the middle 
of the night, get an auxiliary tank 
that will extend the generator’s

Oyster Bisque Dorn 

This is a recipe adapted from the 
Dorn Cookbook (Henry Regnery 
Co., Chicago, $4.95). A most un- 
usual book written by Brigadier- 
General Frank Dorn, whose career 
has taken him to the exotic spots 
of the world where, between mili- 
tary duties, he savored wondrous 
food and learned how to prepare it. 
On first reading, his oyster bisque 
seemed almost too simple, too gar- 
licky and oniony. It’s none of those 
things, and a dream of ease to 
prepare with a blender. 

General Dorn says, “Forcing an 
pyster through a sieve is a major 
operation. To begin with, you will 
find that an oyster about to be 
forced through anything is the 
most unco-operative creature known 
to man. On one occasion when I 
tried to force oysters through an 
ordinary sieve by pressing them 
with a spoon, I concluded that a 


live cat in similar circumstances 
would be infinitely more co-opera- 
tive. But even that struggle was 
worth the effort.” 

But this blender adaptation is 
utterly effortless. Put a quart of 
oysters (about 2 dozen plus liquid) 
into the blender. Whir 10 to 15 sec- 
onds. Slice very thin half a medium- 
sized onion; put a clove of garlic 
through the press and cook the 
onion and garlic in 2 tablespoons 
butter until transparent but not at 
all brown. Add this to oyster purée 
in the blender and blend 10 sec- 
onds. Pour into a saucepan, add 2 
cups of light cream, Season with 
salt, white pepper, and a pinch of 
Tabasco. Heat over low fire or over 
boiling water, stirring constantly. 
Whatever you do, don’t allow to 
boil. Makes 6 cups. 


Clam Bisque 
If you have neither oysters nor 
blender, simply substitute for the 
puréed oysters 2 cans Snow’s 
minced clams, 1 quart clam broth.

Game Squab with Tarragon 


A man-made bird is the Cornish 


squab, evolved after almost ten years 
of experimentation at Idle Wild 
Farms, Pomfret Center, Conn. This 
small, meaty, delicately boned and 
full-breasted bird combines some of 
the qualities of chicken, guinea hen, 
pigeon, and perhaps a suggestion of 
pheasant. Perfectly cleaned, pack- 
aged, and frozen, they are available 
in many city markets all over the 
country. Of course, you could use 
any small broilers or squab. The 
preparation couldn't be simpler or 
the results more exquisite. 

Split the birds, rub with salt, pep- 
per, and butter, place flesh-side up 
in a buttered pan under the broiler 
at least 5 inches from the source of 
heat. Put a large lump of butter (at 
least 2 tablespoonfuls) in each hol- 
low (a lot of butter, but they need 
it). Broil slowly 25 to 30 minutes. 

Now for the wine and tarragon 
treatment. This is a dish for which 
its best to have fresh tarragon. 
Quick-frozen is next best, but even 
a good dried tarragon will do if you 
soak it for at least half an hour in 
white wine. 

Sprinkle each squab with a table- 
spoon of tarragon leaves stripped 
from the stems, or about half that 
amount of wine-soaked leaves. Now 
pour on about 2 tablespoons dry 
white table wine for each squab. 


Turn and cook about 10 minutes on 
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the other side, basting 2 or 3 times. 

Serve sizzling in its own buttery, 
fragrant, winy juices, using only the 
simplest garnish—a big bouquet of 


fresh watercress. 


Potatoes Anna 

This dish had great renown at 
end-of-the-century banquets. It 
looks like a pie made of concen- 
tric circles of thinly sliced pota- 
toes. Like a pie, it is properly 
served in wedges. 

Potatoes should be sliced very 
evenly, but a little thicker than for 
potato chips. Provide one mediuni- 
sized potato for each person. Ar- 
range in concentric circles in a 
well-buttered, shallow dish which 
can come to the table. There should 
not be more than 5 or at most 6 
layers. Season each layer with salt 
and pepper and brush with melted 
butter. Bake in a hot oven, 400° F., 
about 40 minutes or until crisp and 
brown, top and bottom.

Oscar had already produced the 
lyrics for many successful shows, 
the two most important being Show 
Boat to Jerome Kern’s music and 
the famous adaptation (some say 
spoilage but I don’t agree) of 


Bizet’s Carmen, called Carmen 
Jones. * 
Oklahoma!, the first fruit of 


their co-operation, was originally 
called Away We Go. The title was 
changed between the try-out in New 
Haven and the arrival in New York. 
Oklahoma! was an adaptation of a 
play by Lynn Riggs, Green Grow 
the Lilacs, which the Theater Guild 
had produced. The Theater Guild, 
in a precarious financial state be- 
cause of a season of failures, needed 
a hit badly, and its directors 
thought of the play as a possibility 
for a musical comedy. They ap- 
proached Rodgers and Hart. Hart, 
a tired and ill man, turned it 
down, and Rodgers then suggested 
Hammerstein. So low had the pres- 
tige of the Guild sunk that there 
were difficulties in raising sufficient 
money for the production, though 
Mr. Taylor says that it is not true 
that Oklahoma! almost closed be- 
fore reaching New York. Audiences 
in the out-of-town tryouts liked it 
from the very start. It opened in 
November 1943. Oklahoma! is now 


more than ten years old. Is it pos- 
sible? 


HE record of success since Okla- 

homa! is fabulous. Indeed, the 
partners have experienced but one 
failure, Allegro. What is one fail- 
ure against South Pacific, Carousel, 
The King and I, and Me and 
Juliet? 

lt-c1s to find that 
Deems Taylor considers Hammer- 
stein the less important contribu- 


interesting 


tor, not because he considers Ham- 
merstein the lesser artist but be- 
cause he believes that the words 
are not as important as the music. 


He says: “Let’s put it in equation 
form: 


Brilliant Score + Brilliant Lyrics Success 
Brilliant Seore + Dull Lyrics = Success 
Dull Score + Brilliant Lyrics = Failure 


“In other words, the lyric has 
less to do with the making of a 
song hit than does the music. Given 
a first-rate lyric and a first-rate 
tune, each enhances the other (Pal 
Joey and South Pacific, for in- 
stance). But a brilliant tune can 
become a hit in spite of the 
lyric. Take, for example, Arthur 
Schwartz’s ‘Dancing in the Dark,’ 
which has been a favorite for years. 
Yet I defy even Howard Dietz, who 
wrote the lyrics, to tell me precisely 
what it means. On the other hand, 
the most brilliant lyrics ever writ- 
ten, accompanied by a dull tune, 
cannot make it a hit. People find 
music easier to remember than 
words.” 


AYLOR refrains from prognosti- 

cating the partnership’s future. I 
shall rush in, however, to say that 
I believe the very excess of their 
fame to be one of the dangers 
against which they will have to 
guard. There is a danger that 
Rodgers and Hammerstein will take 
themselves too seriously. They may 
grow too heavy for a light art. 
“Self-conscious” is a better word. 
Both The King and I and Juliet 
lack humor. On the other hand, it 
is true, as Taylor observes, that the 
partners have attempted something 
new in every subsequent play, and 
no one could ever accuse either of 
smugness, 

Deems Taylor has told of two 
talents who are so much a part of 
our scene that we want to know 
more about them. You will find 
Some Enchanted Evenings light 
reading (apart from that final mu- 
sical analysis), but very entertain- 
ing and pleasant.

It is 
simply plugged into an outlet in 
place of the cable of the condi- 
tioner, and the conditioner cable 
plugged into it. So if you have a 
room air conditioner already. you 
can add the feature of automatic 
control yourself, in a few minutes.

(makes about 8 to 10 servings) 
3 dozen lamb kidneys 
12 strips bacon, diced fine 
1 onion, chopped 
Salt and pepper 
6 tablespoons brandy 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
75 cup cold water 

Remove all fat from the kidneys. 
also skin and tough membranes. 
Wash in very cold water and cut in 
quarters. Sauté the diced bacon in 
a large skillet until it is light 
brown, and then add the onion, 
cooking it until it is soft and 
golden. Push the bacon and onion 
to the sides and sear the kidneys 
quickly and reduce the heat to low. 
Season with some salt and pepper 
(though you will probably want to 
add more in reheating) and sim- 
mer with a cover on the pan for 15 
minutes. Add the brandy and sim- 
mer 15 minutes more. Thicken the 
pan sauce with the cornstarch dis- 
solved in the cold water. Cool kid- 
neys and package in glass or plastic 
containers. In reheating thaw the 
kidneys completely and heat until 
just barely heated through thor- 
oughly so that they don’t become 
tough. This amount makes about 
four pint containers. 

As I had finished making the 
meat balls by then. we stopped for 
luneh (which was cheese. salad. 
and fruit). ’d been able to watch 
everything that was going on from 
my seat at the kitchen table where 
I was working, so I hadn't really 
minded what otherwise might have 
been a tedious chore. Now all the 
little meat balls were rolled and 
arranged in layers on waxed paper 
in a big shallow pan, waiting to 
be browned. 

As soon as we finished our lunch 
I got started on the pancake batter. 
While Olive cleaned up the things 
we'd used so far, the griddle was 

I used both the griddle

the burners. This way I could bake

a dozen pancakes at a time. When 
I started to bake them, Olive got 
out all the cake racks and spread 
them on the table and counters so 
that the cakes cooled quickly when 
they were finished.

Four Dozen Thin Pancakes 

(6-inch size) 

6 eggs 

344 cups buttermilk 

2 teaspoons baking soda 

3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

(standard) 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

6 tablespoons melted butter 

Separate the eggs and beat the 
yolks well. then add the butter- 
milk. Sift all dry ingredients and 
combine with the buttermilk mix- 
ture, blending quickly. Add ihe 
melted butter and last fold in the 
stifly beaten egg whites. Bake on 
a very lightly greased griddle or a 
ereaseless griddle till golden brown, 
turning once. 

We had to wait for the Taglia- 
rini Sauce and the meat balls to 
cool, so we packaged everything 
else we'd made so far and cleaned 
up the kitchen. Then Olive left and 
I finished the rest of the packaging 
just before dinner. 

The next day she came back so 
we could divide the spoils and add 
up all our individual 
which were then divided too. We 
both agreed that it had been a

worth-while day’s work—it had not 
even taken a day because we were 
practically through by three. al- 
though we had started about ten. 
And we each had some of the main 
makings of nine meals. Here’s ihe 
meat ball recipe: 


Swedish Meat Balls 
in Sour Cream 

4 pounds lean round steak, ground 
3 cups rye bread crumbs 
1 cups light cream 
Salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons Beau Monde Seasoning 

Salt (Spice Islands) 
Flour 
1 bar butter (14 pound) 
14 cup olive oil 
1 cups sour cream 
2 cups dry white wine 

In a large deep pan combine the 
round steak. crumbs, cream. salt 
and pepper to taste. and Beau 
Monde seasoning. Work this mix- 
ture thoroughly but lightly with 
your fingers and when it is all 
blended roll it into one-inch balls. 
When ready to brown. melt half 
the butter and /a/f the olive oil in 
a large skillet, roll the balls in 
flour and brown evenly in the skil- 
let over a medium When 
half the balls are browned, add the 


flame. 


remaining butter and oil and fin- 
ish browning the other half. As 
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they become brown, transfer them 
to freezer containers. Then add the 
sour cream and wine to the skillet, 
stirring until everything is well 
blended. Pour the sauce over the 
meat balls and cool 
oughly before putting the tops on 
the containers and freezing. Thaw 
completely when ready to serve 
and reheat in a double boiler. If 
the sauce separates, strain it off 
and beat it or put it into an elec- 
tric blender for a minute.

These could be used to serve 
different-sized groups ranging from 
two or four to eight and twelve.

For instance, I like a recipe for 
Tongue Casserole that’s in Merle 
Armitage’s Fit for a King, but | 
find that it requires quite a lot of 
work because it involves cooking 
the tongue and reducing the stock, 
blanching almonds, skinning and 
slicing the tongue, making a sauce, 
etc. Quite formidable for one per- 
son. But it is a dish that stays fresh 
a long time in a freezer, if it is well 
wrapped. And if two people get 
together and make say six or eight 
casseroles, it becomes much _ less 
work. 

I’ve got together with various 
friends and have

other things where we began with 
a basic idea but really tried to 
make up something quite original. 
With the combined experience and 
ideas of two people the results are— 
usually good and it’s lots of fun. 
I’ve been surprised at how easy it 
is for one person to make a bad 
mistake, but if someone else is 
there too, it’s almost always caught 
in time. Or if something really is 
a flat failure there are two people 
to try and figure out how and why 
it happened. Sometimes this re-

To give you an idea of the quality 
you may expect, I’m listing below 
some of the full-length J. Arthur 
Rank productions—mysteries and 
comedies generally —_ considered 
classics of their kind—which can 
now be seen from a_ living-room 
easy chair. Two of these star that 
delightful English comedian, Alec 
Guinness. If you already know his 
work, I needn’t say more. If you 
don’t, you should. However, in case 
he is not your dish of tea—or in 
case you have seen everything he 
has done, as I have—the list in- 
cludes a number of other British 
movies which you are guaranteed 
to enjoy. 

If you haven’t yet become an 
old hand at ordering and showing 
16mm movies, here are a_ few 
pointers to keep in mind. Write for 
the films as early as possible; most 
of them are extremely popular and 
the longer you delay the less chance 
you have of getting them. It is al- 
so a good idea to list an alternate 
film which you would find accepta- 
ble as a substitute, should some- 
thing prevent your receiving the 


first choice. Remember to add an 
additional ten minutes or so to 
the running times given below to 
take care of the short subjects 
that are attached to the first reel 
of each feature. You might also 
want to be reminded that a film 
running 70 to 90 minutes is most 
likely to be shippéd to you on two 
separate reels, which means re- 
threading the projector in the 
middle of the film. This is a fine 
time for serving desserts, second 
cups of coffee, or refills on long 
drinks. Films running longer than 
90 minutes will generally have

Program notes to read at home 


This new book on the operas is destined to delight the most 
passionate fans. But for the indifferent or the uninitiated 


it may also be the key to enthusiastic enjoyment of a great art

rom one extreme to another! Last month 
we discussed a new book devoted to the 
musical comedies of Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein, and this month we will report on a 
book devoted to a host of musical tragedies. 

From Oklahoma we go to Orpheus, from 
operetta we go to opera. And opera is a 
very fascinating but a very specialized 
subject. about which many explanatory 
books have been written, books meant to 
change a yawn into an ecstatic smile. With 
what result is doubtful. 

Does anybody ever read a book about an 
art before he has become interested in the 
art itself? Could we read such a book and 
find it really useful? Don’t we need direct 
experience before explanations, introduc- 
tions, or commentaries begin to mean some- 
thing? Is it not more enjoyable to hear a 
piece of music in a blissfuliy ignorant 





state and then to seek enlightenment about 
it (provided that the first hearing has

That is particularly true of opera, e 
world in itself. Books about the opera de 
not appeal to the general reader. no matter 
what the publisher may claim. Books about 
the opera appeal to opera lovers. But they 
—ah!—they read those books with fervor, 
with devotion; in fact. they cannot seem 
to get enough to read about their favorite 
subject. 

There are a sufficient number of opera 
lovers in this world to cause a steady flow 
of books about the opera to be published. 
This statement may astonish the opera non- 
lovers, but it is a fact. Some of these books 
reach a sale of only just enough copies to 
get by as “prestige” publishing ventures 
but a few, such as Milton Cross’s telling 
of the plots (which is, of course, a ver 
serviceable book) or Ernest Newman’s 
books, reach the class of best sellers. 

The latest in the series is an origina 
and tasty risotto of some 600 pages, en 
titled The Opera Reader. It has been con 
cocted by Louis Biancolli. one of our young

is what Verdi said about him: 


If I were an actor and had 
to act Iago, I should like to 
portray rather a spare, tall 
man with thin lips, small eyes 
set close together like a mon- 
key’s, a high, receding fore- 
head, and head well developed 
at the back. His manner 
should be vague, nonchalant, 
indifferent to everything, skep- 
tical, pungent. He should 
throw off good and evil senti- 
ments lightly, as if he were 
thinking of something quite 
different from his actual utter- 
ances. Thus, if somebody re- 
proached him, saying: “What 
you propose is infamous,” he 
would reply, “Really? ... I 
did not think it was... don’t 
let us talk about it any more!” 
A man like this might deceive 
anybody, even his own wife to 
a certain extent. A small ma- 
levolent-looking man arouses 
suspicion in everybody and 
deceives no one.

So this kitchen symbolizes how America is producing 
a new national cookery. We are cooking with all the 
knowledge of the past, with all the classic developments 
of other nations, out of the fantastic variety of the super- 
market. and with a battery of equipment that eliminates 
almost all the drudgery. 

For the first time in history we have complete free- 
dom—in both time and space—to cook and eat in the 
most versatile ways, with the foodstuffs of nearly every 
part of the world, and to do it with very little work. 
Lots of Americans have grasped this and are cooking with 
full understanding of the great possibilities open to them. 

All this could not help but produce a New Cuisine! 

The day is passing when cooking may be thought of 
as menial or a bore. The 70 years of educational work, 
which hammered home the precept that the good cook 
must follow the recipe exactly, has run to the end of its 
course. Our cooks have learned the rudiments of cooking, 
and no longer need to lean timidly on the recipe. Such 
mindlessness produces nothing but boredom and drudgery, 
no matter how many mechanical aids the cook may have. 
Women are outgrowing their old slavish devotion to the 
printed recipe. They have an insatiable appetite for more 
and more recipes, but they don’t use them as they once 
did. They are just as likely to read recipes in bed as in

Like true artists, they know how to fully exploit their 
materials—fresh, canned, frozen, powdered, or concen- 
trated.

When you regard cooking as an art. you want the frequently used seasonings to be at 


hand instantly—not behind doors. The Modern Epicure keeps a full complement of 


spices on a revolving lazy susan, moves it along the counter to the scene of action. 
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his kitchen dramatizes the new and _ long-overdue 
trend away from “kitchenette tendency” which has shrunk 
the kitchen in the last two decades and practically ruined 
it as a decent place to work or as an adequate place to 
store foods, equipment, or table appointments. Apparently, 
in our attempt to modernize our kitchens we mistook 
smallness for efficiency. So all kitchens have tended to 
aspire toward the apartment house kitchenette, which is 
anything but efficient. 

For the small kitchen, with its one oven, small refrig- 
erator, and sad shortage of storage space enslaves you to 
the daily marketing trip. and limits you to a few basic 
pots. pans and the barest necessities in table appointments. 
It hampers your cooking. keeps you from trying new 
methods and improved appliances. It does not give you 
the freedom to change your mind or your menu when an 


emergency arises or inspiration seizes you. And it keeps

you from that final pleasure: bringing food to the table 
with a triumph of presentation. 

The small kitchen only lends itsel{—in the last analysis 
—to a way of life where people are on a hand-to-mouth 
food-buying basis (whether by choice or necessity). Since 
we have been enjoying unparalleled prosperity for nearly 
a decade, the small kitchen is finally being seen for what 
it is: a major road-block to an expanding. more luxurious 
daily life. 

The two refrigerators. the twin ovens. the two warming 
drawers below are therefore no ostentatious display. 
They are there to permit the cook to do quantity shop- 
ping. quantity storing. quantity cooking. which taken 
all together House Brautirut calls “chain cooking.”

Quantity food buying is a growing trend

Bese it is air conditioned, the Pace 
Setter kitchen is an irresistible center of life 
in the house—the hub of all creative work 
and natural family gathering place. 

Knowing that especially in the hottest weeks 
of the year its ideal climate would make it a 
focal point for the family activities, Architect 
Parker made it a room that is even more 
than a studio for fine cooking. It is designed 
to receive guests as graciously as the living 
room and provide for a full family life— 
informal meals, family get-togethers—every- 
thing from sewing to cocktails. 

It was pioneering work to tackle kitchen 
cooling—pioneering which affected the basic 
planning of the room. Kitchen equipment by 
its nature fights to defeat air conditioning. 
The refrigerators, range, oven, dishwasher 
and laundry equipment all combined would 
give off too much heat and moisture for even 
the largest room cooler to cope with. This heat 
and humidity must be absorbed before air 
conditioning can even begin. 

With this problem in mind, Parker first 


banned from the room the hot water heating 











Air conditioner was installed in storage wall con- 
taining built-in oven and refrigerators. Flush door 
of conditioner compartment, shown open in left-hand 
picture above is closed in right-hand view as louvered 
outlet for conditioned air at top, “return air” inlet 
at bottom. By grouping all of the heat-producing 
appliances on an outside wall, it is easy to carry off 
their heat through a continuous opening in the upper 
part of the wall where it exhausts outdoors, as shown 


in the diagram at right. 


equipment and the clothes washer-dryer— 
machinery requiring so little attention that it 
can be conveniently housed outside. Thus he 
eliminated three heat and humidity sources. 

Next, he grouped the minor heat-producing 
appliances—refrigerators, built-in ovens, warm- 
ing drawers—all together along an outside 
wall. All these units are vented through the 
wall to the outdoors, so all the heat they give 
off is kept out of the room. 

Third, he selected a ventilating hood which 
assured carrying off all excess heat. steam, 
and odors from cooking. This unit has another 
important reason: without this control of 
vapors and greasy smoke, air-borne grease 
would clog the filters of the average air 
conditioner in a few weeks. 

Fourth, the building itself was designed 
for climate control—in other words, it was 
designed to make air conditioning as simple 
and economical as possible. In Florida this 
means protecting the interior in every way 
from solar heat, by shading the windows and 
walls. The roof, already insulated with acous- 


tic tile for sound deadening, was given addi- 









































tional cooling character by being painted white 
to reflect away heat rays of a summer sun. 

By solving these four major planning 
problems the Pace Setter kitchen becomes 
as simple and economical to air condition as 
any other room. 

A good cooler unit such as the one used is 
only a little more expensive than an automatic 
laundry machine or a dishwasher. It is a stand- 
ard one-horse-power room unit, a type usually 
mounted in a window. 

The machine is set in a recess in the cabinet 
alongside the refrigerator. From this position 
it blows cool air into the upper part of the 
room, drawing air for recirculation back 
across the floor. It can be adjusted to intro- 
duce a constant percentage of fresh filtered 
outdoor air. or, in extreme hot spells, the 
intake of outside air can be shut down to 
achieve additional cooling. 

This comfort control makes the Pace Setter 
kitchen a new kind of room—a family gather- 
ing place where everybody enjoys marvelous 
food, beautifully presented in surroundings 


as handsome as every other part of the house.

PASTAS 


A whole wide, wonderful world of beautiful eating 


By POPPY CANNON 


Wh is a pasta? To some people it’s just 
spaghetti, noodles, or macaroni, made of flour and 
water, maybe an egeg—‘something the Italians 
eat a lot of”—“a good dish to serve to a crowd 
in a hurry’—“much food for little money’”—and 
“now they’re saying it’s no more fattening than 
anything else!” 

To the artist in the kitchen the pasta means a 
great deal more—a thing of beauty, a joy to cook, 

-a delight to eat. And like a loaf of bread, a fritter, 
or a shishkabab, it is also food for the hungry mind 
and a spur to the active imagination. 

Poets have said that the taste of the sun is in a 
fine dish of pasta, and the fragrance of the winds 
that blow across fig trees and olive groves. Deft- 
ness goes into the making of it, an eye for design, 
imagination, fantasy, gaiety. Even more. it is the 
delicious embodiment of history, tradition, art, 
science, geography, sociology. So much so that we 
might well alter the quotation and say that the 
proper study of mankind is food. 

With such an attitude. cookery is culture. The 
four walls. of your kitchen never become a cage. 
Never need you fear the occupational disease of 
the housewife—kitchen-mindedness. Far more than 
an exchange of recipes. your “table-talk” will be 
as vivid and exciting as conversation about music, 
literature, art, travel. or economics. 


To you. the pasta is a link leading far back 


across the years, back into the Fifth (?) Century 
where, in the works of Hesychius, there is talk of 
macaria—‘blessed things” or “food of the blest’— 
a dish made of dough and served with a sauce! 

To you pastas are cables across the seas, linking 
many lands and peoples, New Worlds to Old. 
You will remember that the hearty, exuberant, 
irrepressible Marco ‘Polo is said to have returned 
to his native Venice with coal. gunpowder, and 
noodles from the Court of the Great Khan of 
Tartary. and that he harried all the Italian cooks 
from kitchen to kitchen with his talk of these 
Chinese delicacies until, in self-defense, chefs made 
them for him. Or maybe you prefer the legend of 
the Chinese maiden who taught her Italian sailor 
sweetheart the art of noodle-making, which he, 
brought back to his homeland. 

Perhaps you will leaf through the Decameron 
once again to find the description of that imaginary 
country of Ben Godi (the land of “Enjoy-Yourself- 
Well”) where cooks standing on mounds of parme- 
san cheese ladle raviolis into cauldrons of rich, 
steaming broth made from fat capons. (Try cooking 
a package of quick-frozen ravioli in condensed, 
undiluted, canned chicken broth and you will taste 
what Boccaccio meant.) 

When you pick up the phone to order a dozen 
tins of Heinz macaroni in cream sauce with cheese

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A modern kitchen is not really modern un- 
less it contains ample storage space. To be 
modern a kitchen must free you—free you in 
numerous ways. Ample supplies, in wide vari- 
ety. free you from the repetitiousness that is 
inevitable when you order a little every day, 
or every few days.

A Fresh Breeze from the_ Northeast. 


L suddenly struck me one day in a studio, as I was 
arranging objects in the Scandinavian show for pho- 
tographer Sune Sundahl (see opposite), that each 
object seemed to express the character of its national 
origin. Each was like one of four Scandinavian sisters 
with her own separate story to tell. And their stories, 
1 think, might best explain to you the significance of 
the great exhibition about to travel to the museums of 
your own country. 

First of all, there was the teapot—round and full- 
volumed, a noble, high-fired stoneware with a soft 
and textured surface. This was the Danish sister, 
materially and spiritually secure and fertile, to a degree 
which the other sisters must acknowledge is the highest 
in Scandinavia. 

There was the enameled bow] from Norway, with a 
blue arabesque on a white surface, as clear and bold 
as a reckless Norwegian mountain stream or the 
equally reckless Norwegian teen-age girl. 

There was the taut yet lithe shape and shimmering 
surface of the lamp with its flood of light setting the 
red glass afire. This constituted for me a synthesis of 
the tautness and artistic fire of Finland.

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(Rees now plants 35,000,000 rose 
bushes every year. Few of these were yel- 
low—until this year. We have had yellow 
roses, of course, but few good kinds. Three 
reasons stand out. First, rose breeders 
were plagued by extra thorniness that often 
went along with a yellow color, and people 
just won't buy roses that are heavily armed 
with thorns. Second, the yellow color itself 
seldom was rich and often bleached even 
before summer sun reached the petals and 
completed its unwanted bleaching. Third, 
the leaves usually were undersize and lack- 
ing the rich, healthy green that rose lovers 
demand for the varieties they take to their 
hearts. All three faults now are gone. 

Ten years ago I’d have been hard 
pressed to name three fine yellow roses. 
Today it is easy to rattle off a dozen names, 
and every year sees new yellows that look 
good enough to remain popular for a 
long time. 

‘The modern golden parade started with 
Lowell Thomas and Madame Chiang Kai- 
Shek in 1944. But it wasn’t until Robert 
Pyle brought Peace from France in 1946 
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that yellow became a best seller. Peace

became an annual best seller and a top 





winner in every rose poll since. Well it 
might! For my money, Peace is still the 
finest of all roses, regardless of color. 

Just buying Peace, or any yellow rose, 
wont make your garden a success, Golden 
Age or no Golden Age. No rose is better 
than the plant you buy. It must be strong 
and vigorous. Accept nothing smaller than 
the official Number One grade (three 
strong main canes). 

Choose your yellow roses from the 15 
varieties named at the left. Later you may 
want to try the 3 fine old yellows, Soeur 
Therese, Eclipse, and Mrs. Pierre S. du 
Pont, and two of the oldest of all good 
roses, the June-blooming bush roses. Father 
Hugo's and Harrison’s Yellow. 

If you want climbing yellow roses. order 
Doubloons, King Midas, Elegance, or the 
old but still wonderful Mrs. Arthur Curtis 
James (once known as Golden Climber). 
the rose that first excited me about growing 
roses in my own garden. 

Give a thought, too, for these other 
hybrid tea rose candidates to complete 
your Golden Age garden: Mrs. E. P. Thom, 
Debonair, McGredy’s Yellow, McGredy’s 
Sunset, and Yellow Pinocchio.

2. Play area for grandchildren—swings, slides, and bad- 
minton court. 

3. Parking space for five automobiles. 

4. Swimming pool—small, fenced in, away from house. 
5. Green for practising golf. 

6. Orchard and vegetable garden. 

7. Generous terracing in both sun and shade. 

“The basic problem,” says Lawrence Halprin, the land- 
scape architect, “was to treat 31% acres so it did all they 
needed, looked like part of the whole scheme, and yet could 
be managed easily.”” He solved the problem of over-all 
integration and ease of maintenance by weaving the native 
meadow of lupine, poppy, and native grasses through most 
of the garden as the unifying element. 

The house was located under two great live oaks whose 
combined spread is approximately 100 feet. In the summer 
these give shade to the terraces, as well as to the major 
living rooms and the play area. 

The house faces south, thus most rooms get winter sun 
and have the best view of the property. 

The pool was placed some distance from the house. This 
enabled it to be fenced unobtrusively and maintained 
separately. Dressing space for the pool is behind a baffle 
fence and without a roof. 

Planting was ki pl concentrated around the house and 
at the pool. At the entrance very little maintenance is 
required, due to the extensive use of ivy eround cover. 


The meadow itself has a natural beauty. Thus the owner 


now has what he wants: the fun part of gardening. In 


other words. a modern garden. 


A modern garden is no more—and no less—

It makes 
difficult dishes easy, delectable, digestible, and less 
fattening. The first in a series of articles on how to

Aw you frightened of frying? Do you quick-turn the page 
when the recipe says, “Fry in deep fat,” because you hate 
the thought of getting all that paraphernalia together? Smoke 
gets in your thoughts, and the horrid remembrance of that 
fatty smell. “Fried foods are fattening,” you've heard, and 
“Aren’t they quite indigestible, too?” 

Suddenly all such reactions have become dated. No more 
tossing a bread-cube into the kettle, counting the seconds 
until it browns. No more pulling the fat back and forth to 
the fire. No more heating “till fat smokes.” No more mingling 
of flavors. Apple fritters and shrimp may be fried together, 
or one after the other. With constant, controlled temperature, 
fine, pure, inexpensive oils and shortenings, new batter 
mixes, canned and frozen foods, you can confidently attempt 
hundreds of outstanding delicacies. Now you get, every time, 
results that in other days were possible only to the most 
experienced, precise, and dedicated cooks. 

Quickest as well as one of the most ancient and honored 
of culinary techniques. deep-fat frying has heretofore de- 
manded_ skill, constant attention. and precision. Not to 
mention a kind of sixth sense. A Grand Maestro of Culinary 
Arts in China can judge by an almost imperceptible 
whisper within the kettle the spit moment when his squabs 
are properly cooked. The doughnut makers of another gen- 
eration developed the same kind of feeling, but even they 
often found it necessary to pass their doughnuts swiftly 
through a bowl of hot water to remove the fat. 

If you look up directions for deep-fat frying in some of 
the older cookbooks. there’s a warning in every line: “Make 
certain your fat is not too hot. or food will brown and burn 
before it’s cooked through.” “Don’t let the fat get too cool. 


or your food will become fat-soaked. heavy. indigestible.” 


Or “Never try to judge the temperature because a blue haze 
hangs over the kettle.” Some recipes say fat should be 
smoking het; others, rather more modern, “Never let fat 
smoke.” 

Disregard all of this. You have a thermostat to guide 
you. With temperatures not only accurate but constantly 
maintained, whole new worlds of gastronomic adventuring 
are yours to explore. You can range from the harbors of 
Hong Kong and spice-scented Zanzibar to the hills of Spain, 
the sun-drenched lanes of Martinique. from Stockholm to 
Tokyo. from Istanbul to New Orleans. For wherever great 
cuisines have flowered, you will find the enticing crackle 
of foods cooked for a few breathless moments. 

Here is a collection of recipes that range the far horizons 
—now. for the first time, feasible even for the novice. Easy 
and certain they are: these sneeuwballen of Holland and 
their kissing-kin, the beignets soufflés of France, the churros 
of Spain, the zeppoli of Italy, and the Queen fritters of 
London. Here are the rice calas and the fried oyster loaf 
known as La Mediatrice (Peacemaker) of old New Orleans, 
the fritto misto of the Romans. Japanese tempura. Vienna’s 
schnitzel. Michigan crullers. Swedish rosettes, Georgia’s 
half-moon pies. India’s pappadums. English fish ’n’ chips, 
batter-dipped chicken incredibly glamorized to become the 
Marinade of Martinique. 3-decker French-toast sandwiches 
from California that. when cut into miniatures, are named 
Monte Benitos. 

And, since many fryers also work as cookers (chafing 
dishes and corn poppers). we have included a greatly 
modernized recipe for Tripe a la mode de Caen, and anchovy- 
buttered popcorn to serve with cocktails. both as easy to 


make as they are to eat. (Please turn the page)

Marinade de Poulet Martinique (pictured with “Broil-Quik” 
fryer-cooker, Broil-Quik, Inc.). There are many ways with 
batter-fried chicken. This is one of the most delightfully 
flavored, an exceptionally fine way to prepare quick-frozen 
frying chickens or chicken breasts. 

To serve 6 you will need about 5 pounds of chicken. Thaw 
and rub well with a mixture of 2 teaspoons salt, 1 teaspoon 
pepper, 1 tablespoon each finely chopped chives and parsley, 
1 teaspoon thyme, 4g teaspoon cayenne pepper, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice. Let stand at least 1 hour to absorb seasonings. 

Make a batter of 2 cups Bisquick, 2 eggs, 1% cups milk, 
1 teaspoon powdered thyme, 1 tablespoon finely chopped 
parsley. The batter must be thick enough to stick to the pieces 
of chicken. Turn pieces around in batter until they are com- 
pletely covered; let excess batter drip off. Fry, a few pieces 
at a time, at 350° F., about 12 minutes, until delicately 


browned. Drain on paper towels. 


Wiener Schnitzel Garniert (shown with Sunbeam Corp.’s 
cooker and deep fryer). Never to be altered by those who value 
classical cookery are the classic trimmings of a Wiener 
Schnitzel. But every other aspect of this schnitzel recipe is 
as new as this morning’s sunlight. For the veal cutlets come 
already shaped and pounded to delightful thinness, quick- 
frozen and packaged. Excelsior is the brand. The breading 
no longer mere eggs and crumbs, but Bread-it—or any one 
of a number of other brands, all mixtures containing not 
only crumbs but also egg, milk, and seasonings. 

Thaw cutlets. Dampen and dip into Bread-it, making sure 
they are well covered on both sides. Cook, 1 or 2 at a time, 
in deep hot fat. 350° F., about 10 minutes. Place on a pre- 
heated serving dish. Garnish with a pattern of sliced gherkins, 
sliced or julienne beets. and a slice of lemon crossed with 
2 anchovy fillets and sprinkled with capers. Serve with boiled 


or mashed potatoes and cucumber salad. 


Crullers from Ready-to-Bake Biscuits (photographed with 
“Fry-O-Mat” deep fryer-cooker, made by Rival Mfg. Co.). 
If you'd rather. you can make doughnuts, round doughboys, 
mite-size wonders—any shape, any size. Start with a package 
of Ballard or Borden’s oven-ready biscuits. Separate biscuits; 
roll long and twist (or cut out the center with the top of a 


ketchup bottle). Let stand at room temperature 10 minutes. 


Fry at 380° F. 2 or 3 minutes, till brown on both sides. turn- 
ing once, Shake in a bag with granulated sugar or Domino 
cinnamon-sugar. One package makes 10 crullers. 














French-Fried Sweet Potatoes (photograph shows “Universal” 
deep fryer, Landers, Frary & Clark). Cook medium-sized 
sweet potatoes in boiling, salted water 5 minutes. Drain, peel, 
and cut lengthwise into 14-inch rectangles about 24% inches 
long, or put through “Mrs. Damar’s” potato cutter, which does 
the whole job in a split second. Fry 2 or 3 minutes at 385° F. 
Drain on paper towels. sprinkle liberally with salt—prefer- 
ably coarse Malden salt crystals. Do not fill the fry-basket 


over half full. Delicious with chicken, ham, or pork. 


Georgia Half-Moon Pies (shown with “Golden Deep-Fry,” 
Eastern Metal Products Co.). All through the South during 
plantation days, half-moon pies glowed on party tables, 
especially in the wintertime. Filled with cooked dried peaches, 
apples, apricots or raisins, preserves or mincemeat, they were 
sometimes baked by iconoclasts. but the results never equaled 
the gold-blistered melt-in-your-mouth delicacy of fried pies. 

Make up a package of pie-crust mix according to direc- 
tions. Roll out and cut into 4-inch circles with a bowl or glass. 
Place a heaping tablespoon “S & W” mincemeat on one side 
(this mincemeat is so well flavored it doesn’t need additions) : 
fold over, press down edges with fork to seal. Fry at 360° F. 
2 or 3 minutes, until flaky blisters appear. Drain on paper 
towels. To make 8 pies, use 1 package pie-crust mix, 1 cup 


mincemeat. 


Indian Pappadums (photographed with Dominion Electric’s 
“Fryer Chef”). Sometimes you'll see it spelled Popads. 
These are wafers thin as gauze, made from lentil meal and 
other grains. a perfect accompaniment to cocktail spreads 
and dunks. They are traditional with curries, rijstafel, and 
all such Oriental dishes. Javin is an excellent brand; you 
can get it at any number of specialty shops and department 
stores in New York and other cities. 

Drop 3 or 4 at a time into hot fat, 380° F., and fry for 
only about 1 minute, until puffed and ever so slightly 
browned. Drain on paper towels. Be careful not to overcrowd 
the fryer, or they will push each other out of shape. One 


6-ounce package contains about 4 dozen pappadums. 


Anchovy Buttered Popcorn (shown in Knapp-Monarch’s 
“Chefster”). Imaginative and delicious tidbit! Place 2 table- 
spoons “Mazola,” “Wesson,” or “Hi-hat” Peanut oil into the 
“Chefster” pan or any automatic fryer. Heat to 375° F. Pour 
in 4% cup “Jolly Time” canned popcorn—enough to cover the 
bottom of the cooker 1 kernel deep. Cover; within a minute 
or so the popping will start. Let it continue until all the 
kernels have popped. Meanwhile, melt 3 tablespoons butter; 
add 1 teaspoon anchovy paste—stir until well blended. Pour 
over popcorn and sprinkle with chopped parsley or chives.

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What’s so wonderful 


about the deep fryer ? 


By JULIE POLSHEK 


\ hat’s so wonderful aside from new-found convenience? For 
one thing, there’s the precision and sure accuracy of thermostatic 
control throughout the frying operation. For another, there’s the 
control factor all-important to frying success—rapid heat recovery ; 
the heat is thermostatically forthcoming the moment a drop in 
{frying temperature occurs, and it’s evenly dispersed without fits- 
and-starts. Also, the accurate control of heat recovery safeguards 
the frying agent against overheating, an oxidizing factor that 
seriously impairs frying effectiveness and often “burns out” the fat 
beyond reclaim. Given this protection and proper clarification care, 
a frying agent aflords you an extensive service that makes frying 
more economical than ever before. It is necessary, of course, to 
choose a fryer that is basically equipped to do an efficient job. You 
must also use it properly. Keep these things in mind and your 
fryer will banish the pitfalls and failures that stem from erratic 
and inaccurate temperature control. The neophyte and experienced 
alike can proceed with assurance and success. 

The importance of holding frying batchs to limits designated 
in manufacturers’ instruction books cannot be overemphasized. 
Unfortunately, it’s not always explained to the user that an overload 
impairs heat recovery, creating a delay that causes food to become 
soggy and grease-laden. 

Wattage power is the crux of the ability of the fryer to recover 
heat rapidly and important also to its intrinsic worth. It’s generally 
agreed that fryers of the average size prevalent require a heating 
element with a minimum rating of 1.320 watts. Some fryers range 
as high as 1.650 watts, which is all to the good. Wattage is marked 
on all fryers so it’s a matter on which you can easily check. 

An accurate thermostat is also important to fryer efficiency. 
Still another relevant factor is that a fryer provide insulation 
that’s adequate to prevent dissipation of frying heat and prevent 
the exterior walls from becoming too hot to handle safely. 

You can’t check on these matters before buying; and even in

Sneeuwballen from the Netherlands. (Shown with 
“Saladmaster” fryer, Saladmaster Sales, Inc.) Like a 
dozen other delicacies of the same family, this one 
derives from the dough that pops into a cream puff 
when baked. Made the old-fashioned way, the recipe 
held many terrors. Even experienced cooks approached 
it prayerfully. Now, you achieve cream puffs and all 
their relatives, baked or fried, plain or fancy, from 
ple-crust mix. 

For Sneeuwballen, empty a package of Flako pie- 
crust mix into a pan containing 11% cups boiling water. 
Stir over heat 30 seconds, until mixture leaves the 
sides of the pan. Take from stove; allow to cool 5 min- 
utes. Beat in, ] at a time. 4 medium-size eggs. Add. 2 
tablespoons Sunmaid raisins, 2 tablespoons finely 
minced citron, ] teaspoon rose flavoring or rum. Drop 
batter by tablespoonfuls into hot fat, 375° F.. and fry 
about 5 minutes, until golden brown. Drain on paper 
towels and shake in a bag containing confectioner’s 
sugar. They will look like tulip bulbs covered with 
snow. 

Beignets Soufflés. Omit raisins and citron; use va- 
nilla or lemon flavoring. Drop by teaspoonfuls into 
the fat and serve hot, sprinkled with sugar, or with 
any fruit sauce. 

Italian Zeppoli. The same as Beignets Soufflés but 
even smaller. Use a demi-tasse spoon and serve with 
zabaglione or foamy eggnog sauce. 

Churros. In Spain, thick hot chocolate accompanies 
these light-as-air crullers, usually for breakfast. Same 
recipe as for Beignets Soufflés, but add to the batter 
1144 tablespoons sugar, 14*teaspoon mace or nutmeg. 
Flavor with rum or orange-flower water. Generally the 
paste is allowed to chill in the refrigerator until quite 


firm, then pressed through a pastry bag or tube onto 


a piece of waxed paper. Usually the crullers are about . 


6 inches long and °4 inch wide, but you can make them 
daintier. Turn the paper upside down, dropping 3 or 4 
at a time into the hot fat; fry at 360° F. until golden 
brown. Place on paper towels on a baking sheet in a 
warm oven. Serve hot, sprinkled with confectioner’s 
sugar. 

London Queen Fritters. Exactly the same as Beig- 
nets Soufflés. except that you use a large spoon, making 
Junoesque puffs which are then split at the side and 
filled with preserves or marmalade, sprinkled with 
powdered sugar, and served with or without a lemon

Many say of the 1954 Pace Setter House that it is a 
work of art. How natural for the objects in it that serve 
usefully or esthetically to reflect this same splendor. 
How unnatural to find here, even in the humblest 
capacity, anything shoddy or unbeautiful. The taste of 
its owners, the Alfred Parkers, ranges round the world. 
Here are close-ups of some of their treasures that speak 
of happy student months spent in Scandinavia, of a 
winter in Mexico, as well as a wide appreciation of 


our own native American art. 


WwooD 
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It is to be expected that wood lovingly handled should have 
a special significance for the architect. Typical of the wood 
objects in the Pace Setter* house are a teak salad bowl and 
servers designed by Finn Juhl of Denmark, made by Kay 
Bojesen; the laminated plywood leaf plate by Tapio Wirkkala 
of Finland, and the burl grained tray by our American Ted 
Walker. These contemporary artists possess alike a skill that 
illuminates the beauty and texture of wood. Other wood art 
pieces include: 

From the U.S. A.—A modern bowl by James Prestini, a 
“Rijstafel” bowl carved from a solid piece of Cuban lysiloma 
sabicu (commonly called horse flesh), used at the Parkers 
for large curry parties; an Early American knife box. 
From Mexico—The 1I7th-century triptych of museum caliber, 
of Adam and Eve and the Tree. This hangs in master bedroom. 
From Sweden—A century-old bowl in the shape of a duck, 
the outside intricately carved. This is put to constant, casual 


use as it holds giant pine cones at fireplace.

In all their travels, the Parkers kept their home in mind, and 
they literally shopped the world in time and space for the many 
pieces of sculpture that make the beginnings of a notable collec- 
tion. These sculptures are in wood, stone, pottery, marble, and 
metal. Pictured above is the “Laughing Head,” a Totomacan 
pottery piece from Vera Cruz, Mexico. Approximately 1,000 years 
old, it represents a little-known ancient culture. Beside it is a 
modern piece by Cleo Hartwig, a white marble rabbit, young and 
truly tender, timelessly lovely in form. 





The natural markings of this mass of green steatite inspired the 
creation of Grete Schuller’s “Fairyland Duck.” This appears in 
the daughter’s bedroom (January 1954 issue of House Beautiful) 
along with a small cockatoo, while in Derek’s room a Schuller 


steatite fish is used as a paper-weight.

or parents. We used loads of junk 
jewelry, too. 

On the day of the party the dec- 
orating committee worked all after- 
noon fixing the tables, flowers, and 
the fruit and cooky trays. Once the 
menu was worked out, it was given 
to Nancy who printed it in Latin. 
I was told that the Romans prayed 
to their ancestors and/or to the 
household gods, Lares and Penates, 
so I had to borrow some Roman 
busts. We also had to have a 
shaker for the salt and meal, and 
a small pitcher for the “wine” to 
be poured at the altar with the 
household gods, as a_ sacrificial 
gesture. 

FTER getting all the “props,” 

ordering the food and consult- 
ing with the various committees, the 
party was all set. Everyone wanted 
to help (it meant that they could 
get out of some classes), but we 
limited the decorating committee 
to ten girls (too many cooks spoil 
the broth). They loved the dec- 
orating job and did it beautifully. I 
fortunately found some red and 
white striped wrapping paper which 
we put on low tables with a stapler 
and cellophane tape. 

There was much giggling and 
fuzz-buzz over the place cards. For 
the guests of honor—who else but 
Caesar and Calpurnia—there was 
a small table, which had to be 
on a raised platform.

The break-down also 
heightens molecular affinity of the 
fat and food, increasing the food’s 
grease-absorption. 

Although fryer instruction books 
specify that fat should be clarified 
after each use, fryer users tend to 
give the recommendation too little 
heed because they’re not made 
aware that it’s an important short- 
ening-conservation measure. 

Little consumer information ex- 
ists on the fact that food particles 
hasten the oxidization and molecu- 
lar break-down of fat; that during 
the used-up fat 
molecules present in the shortening 
or oil hasten the disintegration of 
the active molecules. Instruction 
books say not to salt food prior to 
frying, but few explain that salt 
is another oxidizing factor. 


frying process 


aa a few months ago, the fong- 
standing method of clarifying 
fat with a sliced potato and filtering 
it with cheesecloth or “Miracloth” 
was the best to be had. But there’s 
now available an innovative device,

My wife and I went through the 
drawings, each of us on an inde- 
pendent quest to find one that we 
could happily buy. Luckily, we 
both chose the same red chalk 
sketch of a fawn. It had a fairly 
substantial price tag on it. but it 
delighted us and we bought it. 
Then—to encourage the others— 
we had it put up by the door and 
marked “sold.” Not another picture 
or drawing was purchased or even 
bid for. And we wondered why. 

The best guess is that the men 
and women in that academic and 
professional crowd, although well 
able to pay for reproductions of 
well-known pictures, at higher 
prices than the Chinese artist was 
asking, were timid about choosing 
something for themselves out of 
that pile of charming but un- 
heralded originals. No one could 
carp at them for what they have at 
home, for their reproductions of 
Renaissance masters, or their re- 
produced Cézannes and Renoirs. 
But very little of the excitement of 
real choice went into those unad- 
venturous purchases. To select and 
risk buying something new was an 
adventure which they had _ not 
learned to enjoy. 


HE fable is plain enough, I 

think, but it loses point unless we 
see it applied to the choice of any- 
thing from a silk scarf to a kitchen 
chair, a wallpaper, a lampshade, or 
a house. Good, substantial. beau- 
tiful things do often cost money 
and we have to be willing, within 
our means, to pay for them.

And since the spread betwd 
cost of the bulb and the result 
color is tremendous, it’s really 
shame to forfeit this advantage.

One of the great traditional dishes 
of Italy is lasagne, a casserole made 
of the widest ribbon pasta with many 
layers of sauce, several kinds of 
cheese, chopped meats or meat balls. 
Recipes in the old cookbooks take 
up a page or two. All the more rea- 
son for enthusiasm over a_ really 
good quick-frozen lasagne put up by 
Buitoni. And, to make it less starchy, 
less “calorific,” try this: 

Rub a shallow baking dish with a 
cut clove of garlic and brush with 
olive oil. Cover the bottom with 1 
jar marinara or other well-flavored 
tomato sauce; spread a layer of cot- 
tage cheese about 1” thick. Top with 
3 or 4 packages quick-frozen lasagne. 
Sprinkle generously with grated par- 
mesan cheese and heat according to 
package directions. Cut into squares. 
Pass bowls of grated cheese and

The chicken canelloni served at 
famous Stonehenge (Route 7 in 
Ridgefield, Connecticut) is a perfect 
example of this historic liaison be- 
tween Italy and France—a delight- 
fully different entrée for lunch or 
light supper. The speed and ease 
of its preparation are belied by its 
luxurious look and taste. 

Make a French pancake mixture 
by combining 144 cups flour, 3 
eggs, 1 cup milk or water, 12 teas- 
poon salt; or instead of the flour 
and salt, use 1 package of “Topova” 
popover mix. Your electric blender 
does the best and quickest job on 
such a batter, which should be as 
thin as coffee cream. Pour a few 
drops of salad oil into a 6” or 7” 
frying pan; pour in a little bit of 
batter, tipping the pan so it will 
cover the bottom. Allow to cook 
until dry-looking and dappled with 
tiny pinpoints. Turn and cook on 
the other side. Lay one by one on 
waxed paper (do not stack). 

For the filling, drain one 6-ounce 
can “B-in-B” mushrooms. chopped. 
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Brown in 2 tablespoons butter; 
combine with four 4-ounce cans 
Sells minced chicken paté. Add 1] 
tablespoon sherry, a few grains 
freshly grated nutmeg, 14 teaspoon 
powdered basil if desired. Place on 
a buttered baking dish. Ten or 15 
minutes before serving, spread each 
pancake with Bechamel sauce 
(Heinz or Campbell’s condensed 
cream of chicken soup, undiluted) , 
Hollandaise sauce (your own or 
Hayden’s)—or use sour cream. 
Sprinkle generously with grated 
cheese and set 6” from the broiler 
or in a moderate oven, 350° F., 10- 
15 minutes, until pancakes are 
thoroughly heated. the topping deli- 
cately browned. Makes 12 canel- 
loni: usually 2 are served to each 
person. 

Canelloni, filled and rolled but 
untopped. may be kept several 
weeks in the freezer. Wrap them in 
buttered heavy-duty aluminum foil. 
Set solid-frozen in wrappings in 
the oven for about 10 minutes. Re- 
move top layer of foil. spread with 
Hollandaise or Bechamel or sour 
cream, sprinkle with cheese and 
put back for another 8-10 minutes.

Bee you start, look at the six walls around you! Yes, 
that includes the floors and the ceilings. For when you 
decorate, everything counts. Not only the walls, but the light 
coming in from the windows, the view looking out, the 
furniture, the fabrics, the rugs, the paint, the rooms adjoin- 
ing. Everything you use affects everything else you use. 

There is neither a good nor a bad color, for instance, but 
combination makes it so. And so with wallpaper. There is 
such a wide world to choose from, you can hardly go 
wrong, unless you use your choice wrongly. That’s why you 
must look at the six walls around you, and integrate every- 
thing on and within those walls so that your rooms sing in 
harmony—softly or loudly, gaily or quietly, but always in 
harmony: floor coverings, paint color, and wallpaper. 

The great need in contemporary homes is for a new rich- 
ness, a softening warmth. Too much of modern furniture is 
still stark. The revolt against past ornateness has stripped 
too many houses of all color and pattern. Where this has 
occurred people are turning more and more to new, high- 
styled sources for the beauty they have been sorely missing. 

One of the finest of these sources is wallpaper. You name 
it, and you can have it: texture, real or simulated, flocked 
or embossed; endless colors and patterns and freely drawn 
figures; designs and themes from all countries and all times. 
Where once the walls of palaces boasted painted murals and 
rich tapestries, the walls of today’s homes can be enriched 
by the countless wiles of wallpaper. 

But it is richness that must be spent wisely and used 
well, or the effect will be devastating. Too much pattern 
can be as overpowering as too little pattern is deadening. 
Combine a textured, low-keyed wallpaper with period fur- 
niture and your old room becomes contemporary. Use a 
traditional paper as background for your severely modern 
pieces and an unexpected warmth enters your home. If your 
rugs have a dominating design, chances are you'll want 
less dominating walls to counter them, although there 
can be no fixed rule. 

The only rule is harmony, integration, co-ordination in 
the six walls around you.

Make small rooms seem larger 





“Scenics” can push back the walls and give the illusion of spaciousness, filling 
rooms with the placid loveliness of near or distant views. In endless choices, 


they can create a sense of serenity in our crowded lives By ELLEN SHERIDAN 


EH ONGSRARHAS YaGE ONCE Bras 2080 biz literally two centuries, scenic wall- 
papers have been proving that distance lends 
enchantment. But they have never been more 
popular than in this day of high-priced cubic 
footage, for scenics can create a magic sense of 
spaciousness in the smallest of modern reoms. 

You may be looking at a wallpapered wall. 
Yet your eye will see, as if miles away, a 
shining white village by an aquamarine sea. 
Or you may seem to behold, over a balustrade 
or through a jalousie, the clear sunny light of 
a country garden—or an airy vista of distant 
hills or towering city roof tops. 

Your eye is being fooled, of course, by 
the trick of false perspective—a matter of 
light, receding color juxtaposed with dark; 
of large scale superimposed on small. But this 
is beneficent trickery, indeed, because you 
actually experience the serene sense of living 
in the space and light which your eye 


thinks it sees.

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beauty have never been better. The market 
teems with scenic patterns in a wealth of 
designs from the far-off panorama to the 
cozy near vista.

Prices vary, rising with 
the number of colors, the quality of design, 
the perfection of artistry. A three-panel set 
may cost as little as $16—a tiny price for

themes. A wallpaper designer is a color expert, 
so follow his lead in balancing paint and fabric 
colors. If he uses shrill color sparingly, take 
the hint, save it for accents. And use quieter 
colors for ceilings, for carpets, and for large 
upholstered pieces. 

Pick papers that have a personal meaning for 
you: florals and leaf prints, if you are starved 


for the outdoors; textures, if prints seem jittery; 





stripes or papers with perspective, if your rooms 
are badly proportioned. 

Try a thematic paper with focus amusingly 
on some common object, like the stunning can- 
nister labels shown on the next page. Pick bold 
motifs for the cut-outs and borders for your plain 
walls; and use clean, unfuzzy designs as inspira- 
tion for your own embroidery. 

Wallpaper isn’t a forever thing. If you make 
a mistake, you can start fresh, a lot wiser. But 
with wallpaper as a reliable guide, have the 
thrill of creating exactly the room you want, 


and take pride. in its professional excellence.

Erase jogs and openings; cancel obsolescence 


An entrance hall may be a visual clutter 
if several doors open into it. But you can 
obliterate the openings and unify the whole 
area by covering doors, walls. and ceiling 
in the same pattern. Most effective pat- 
terns for this are uniform all-over designs 
in small-to-medium scale, like the trellis 
paper decorator Florence Lewis used above, 
the print of facades at left, and the grille- 


work pattern on coated fabric, right. 
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Right. When an old mantel mirror 




















and bookshelves were removed from 
this fireplace wall, plaster had to 
be patched. Irregularities would 
show through a plain paper or a 
widely spaced pattern. So decorator 
John Garner covered walls with a 
small-scale, swirling mosaic design, 
busy enough to distract the eye 
from defects of the patched plaster. 


Looking at the wallpapered hallway at the left, you would hardly 
suspect that its wall surface is almost completely broken up by 
closet doors, as the picture at top left proves.

, can make it a part of your home that contributes to its sense of 
wholeness and harmony, rather than a vacuum between floors. Here are 
just two of countless ways you can make the space seem larger, the walk shorter,

How to use Sr RONG, EOD PATTERN 


« 

Au consists in knowing how far to go too far,” 
French writer Jean Cocteau has remarked. And it is 
a remark that applies aptly to the art of using strong, 
bold pattern at home. 

Some of the most original decorators are known for 
their boldness—a boldness that may startle you at 
first, but, if successful, quickly reveals itself as just 
the right, bright touch of life and personality for 
the place in which it is used. 

But they always know “how far to go too far”— 
where to stop. Too much pattern can be as fatiguing 
as too little pattern is stale, flat, and lifeless. Use 
it only on one wall, and separate it with areas of 
plainness. If,. however, you use it on more than one 
wall, balance the strong pattern with plain ceilings 
and floors and unfigured fabrics. Greater and bolder 
use of pattern may be made in rooms of passage. 
such as in the entrance hall to the right, where little 
time is spent. These principles will let you be bold— 


successfully.

a. feeling for texture is not a fad. A fad lasts a 
year, maybe several years. But an idea that meets a real 
need lasts as long as the need itself. 

There is a need for a middle ground between the too- 
heavily figured walls of the past and the bleak undecorated 
walls of over-zealous moderns. A textured wall adequately 
fills this decorating gap. It takes the chill out of modern 
rooms, bringing warmth to their austere and severe furnish- 
ings. It quiets the busy atmosphere of traditional rooms 
which would be over-ornamented by adding more pattern 
to its figured upholstery, draperies, and rugs. Thus it meets 
the needs of both the modernists who seek enrichment and 
traditionalists who would replace the ornate with the subtle 
and bring their decorating up to date. 

To serve both these ends requires a variety of wall 
coverings as great as a nation’s varying tastes. After a 
decade of design development this breadth of choice is ours. 
We can choose real, naturally textured materials—the woven 
woods, grasses, and fabrics that custom decorators first 
recognized as enrichment for modern rooms. 

But we also have a broad choice of simulated textures, as 
in the papers that are treated to have the feel as well as the 
look of stone, fabric, and wood. Added to these are the 
unlimited choices in texture by illusion—flat wallpapers 
patterned with little geometrics, striations, and small, evenly 
spaced designs. With these simulated textures there is an 
appeal to the eye’s sense of touch, as effective and almost 
as physical as the real thing. 

The need for texture has been imaginatively met. not 


as a fashion for the season, but as a fact for a decade. 













Woven wood, geometric print, rough- 
surface printed bricks, and tweed-like 
fabric are a sampling of today’s va- 
riety of textured wall coverings.

For instance, that challenging matter of trimming the 
edge, which calls for lots of self-confidence and a steady 
hand with a razor blade, has been disposed of by many 
manufacturers who market their papers already pre-trimmed. 

Fewer and fewer commercial wallpapers are now likely 
to go all limp and weak when wet—a condition that can 
drive even an expert to hysteria, because a wet, weak paper 
tears, crinkles maddeningly when it should be cutting 
smoothly, and invites all manner of finger marks. Wallpaper 
manufacturers have been licking such problems by using 
heavier papers, sometimes giving them chemical or resin 
treatments which keep them amenably tough and workable 


when wet. 


(ae. the most heartening encouragement to be your 
own paper hanger comes from those wallpapers that are 
not only pre-trimmed and of high wet strength, but are 
already pre-pasted when you buy them. They wear their 
adhesive dry on their backs. You just dip the paper in water 
to soften the adhesive. No mixing of paste, no sloshing with 
brushes, none of the traditional muss and fuss. 

The two newest pre-pasted wallpapers make your paper- 
hanging life simpler than ever. All they require by way of 
equipment is scissors, an acetate sponge. a razor blade, and 


a little rectangular waterproof box into which you dip the 


paper. This box, which can be bought with the paper, 
eliminates the mess of water dripping all over the room, 
You move it along, close to the baseboard, as you work. The 
procedure is to cut the length of paper you need for one strip, 
submerge this rolled strip in the water box for a few seconds, 
then apply the paper to the wall. smoothing it out firmly from 
the center with a damp acetate sponge. The surface of the 
paper is scrubbable, so if any adhesive oozes out at the edges, 


wipe it off with the sponge. 


his adhesive is no mere coating of paste but an im- 
pregnation of the paper. It won’t wash away in the 
water-dipping process. The paste when wet has good, 
slithery “slip and slide,” a quality beloved of paper hangers 
because it lets you push the paper around to exactly the 
position you want. It takes about 20 minutes to dry—plenty 
of time to correct false starts and begin again. Because these 
resin-impregnated papers are exceptionally tough, they take 
lots of handling without tearing. And when you fit them 
around doorways, windows, and other such tricky areas. your 
razor blade cuts them clean as an apple. 
These new pre-pasted papers come in literally hundreds 
of patterns. including a good range of plain colors. And a 
roll of paper, enough to cover 30 square feet of wall space.

Choose the correct machine for the job. 
Buy a reel-type mower if you have a smooth lawn 
and are fussy about the looks of your lawn. A 
reel mower cuts every blade of grass at the same 
height. You get a velvety-smooth look to your 
lawn. But if your lawn is naturally a little bumpy 
and you are really most interested in getting a 
mower that will keep the lawn looking respec- 
table, buy a rotary mower. It will operate over 
eround so bumpy that you just couldn’t run a 
reel-type mower without risking permanent dam- 
age to its precision cutting parts. It will cut any 
kind of grass, and do a rather good job of it. 
Even tall weeds that would just wrap into a 
tangled mess around the cutters on a ree! mower 


are no match for the modern rotary power mower. 


Pamper the engine or motor. Electric mow- 
ers must be kept dry, supplied with adequate-size 
wires, properly protected by fuses. Gasoline en- 
gines need clean oil and fresh gasoline. Buy in 
small amounts, keep tightly sealed in a strong 
container. Keep crankcase full of oil and the 
gasoline tank full (refill it completely before 
storing machine from one mowing to the next). 
Adjust carburetor and tune the engine regularly 
for smooth running (see your instruction book 
for details: it’s a simple jeb!). Use only the 
sparkplug specified for your engine. This has 
much to do with quick starting and cool running. 
Brush away dust, dirt and old grass clippings 
after each use. Such obstructions also lead to 
overheating. Check and tighten all loose nuts 
regularly. These small, one-cylinder engines can 
shake themselves to pieces if you fail to keep 
nuts tight. Replace old, tired drive belts. Slip- 
page wastes power and further stretches the belt. 
And don’t tilt the engine unnecessarily! Many 
engines use only a simple splash oiling system 
instead of the forced pressure oil pump as in 
your automobile, so major tilting upsets this 
completely, also causes oil in the air filter on 
the carburetor to spill out. Incidentally, don’t 
buy any mower where the engine isn’t kept ap- 
proximately level when macnine is set to cut at 
1%-inch height, unless you get a guarantee that 


oil system has been built to take care of this. 


Keep the cutters “in gear.” You'll save wear 
on the clutch and secure a much better cutting 
job, whether you operate a reel or rotary mower. 
If you own a reel mower where the cutters and 
the drive for the wheels are controlled through 
a single clutch, leave the clutch engaged and 
tilt the mower back on its roller when you want 
to stop forward motion of the machine. Use a 
rocking motion when trimming around a tree. 


Tilt mower back on its roller; pull back manually. 


Slip the wheels in tough going. Mowers are 
powered for normal load only. When the going 
gets tough. as through extra-long or wet grass, 
the overload stows the engine or electric motor 
and results in serious overheating and a poor 
cutting job. Both problems are avoided if you 
tilt the mower back slightly so that the drive 
wheels haven’t quite as firm a grip on the ground. 
Then they will slip just a bit, taking enough load 
off the engine so that full engine speed is main- 
tained. Ideally, of course, you mow regularly— 
when the grass gets no more than an inch higher 
than the desired cutting height—and you wait 


until the grass is dry before trying to mow. 


Mow in circles. Lawn mowing is one job where 
going in circles is wisdom. Mow round and 
round the lawn instead of taking time for the 
walking 


unproductive needed if you turn 











around after each straight cut across the lawn. 
Right-handed people usually find it easier to 
mow in clockwise circles; left-handed people, 
counter-clockwise. Try both systems and choose 
the one that seems more natural to you. Excep- 
tion: Electric mowers must be used back and 
forth, always working away from the place to 


i which the cord is plugged. 


Adjust the cutting blades properly. Reel 
mowers should slice a piece of newspaper when 
set properly. The blades on the reel should 
barely touch the bedknife blade below. If there 
is any clicking noise, that means blades are set 


too close; complete silence is perfection, but few 
























machines achieve this. Correct adjustment is 
much more important than blade sharpening— 
| and it’s something yeu can do yourself. Rotary 
| mower blades, though, do need to be sharp, so 
use a broad file regularly to insure a smooth 


cutting edge that won't tear the leaves. 


Install mowing edges along all sides of 
lawn. Then your outside cut can be made with 
one wheel riding along a hard, clean surface. 
Running one wheel in the flower bed is a quick 
way to serious trouble for your mower. Dirt in 
its precision gears and bearings is its worst 
enemy. Mowing edge can be a 4-inch wide strip 


of concrete or a single row of bricks. 


Keep the grass clean. Rotary mowers are 
sturdy enough to toss hidden sticks and stones 
away without serious damage to the 
machine, but when reel mowers 

bang into these blade- 
stoppers, you can be in 
for a fat repair bill. 
Buy a good lawn 
sweeper and use it reg- 


ularly (tip: it’s easy 





to sweep a lawn when 
it’s quite clean, but 
tough to do if you’ve 
neglected it, so clean 
it regularly).

Few power mowers wear out—most end 
their lives as victims of mistreatment, by acci- 
dentally crushing under the family car during 
storage or by accelerated rusting because of 
improper winterizing (November, page 310).

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Spring care for the engine 


Change the gasoline and crankcase oil. Both 

change chemically during prolonged storage, 

resulting in accelerated corrosion of the 
cylinder wall, sticking valves, and hard starting 
when you try to turn over the long-idle engine. 
Replace fuel and oil with fresh, spring-grade prod- 
ucts. If you winterized your mower, this simple 
replacement should insure quick starting and smooth 
running. But if you forgot to winterize the engine, 
remove the fuel cap and check for the smell. If you 
detect the odor of something like old varnish, your 
engine probably is gummed badly and likely won’t 
start until you flush the carburetor and all fuel lines 


with fresh gasoline, or alcohol if gumming is serious. 


( Check sparkplug and ignition wire. Be sure the 

ignition wire wasn’t broken or the insulation 
-@e scraped off during storage: Loss of voltage 
here results in hard starting. Set the sparkplug 
gap as directed in your instruction book. It’s a 
simple job and it pays big dividends. Change back 
to “hotter” sparkplug if you changed to a “cold” 
one last fall when you used your rotary mower for 


leaf-grinding. 


‘ Eliminate unnecessary friction, such as dirt 
and caked grass clippings around gears and 
bearings, adjust the cutters (reel should 

barely touch bottom cutting knife), and oil or grease 

all moving parts of both the engine and the mower, 
as directed by the instruction book. But never wash 
your mower; water getting into the bearings can 
result in quick, destructive rusting. Vigorous brush- 
ing with a stiff broom is the safe way to clean a 


mower. 


Check belt-drive for correct tension. Slippage 
wastes power and quickly burns out the belt, 
as well as results in a poor cutting job. Easily 
manipulated adjustments are provided on all quality 
machines. See your instruction book for details. 


Never try to use belt dressing as a “tightener.”

How to use daylilies— with style 


Let’s study the sophisticated beauty of the 
scene to our right, because it points to an 
important principle in our series on “How to 
use plants with style.” Here is orange against 
orange—the intensification of a color by add- 
ing the same color. It has the identical, dra- 
matic effect as when you mass a single type 
of flower, rather than scatter your plants in 
patches of many varieties. 

The full-throated, orange daylily Mikado 


GOLIATH 


is full-sister to the orange-hued natural ledge 
of native stone found in the Bertram Linder 
home near Scranton, Pa. Each lends added 
color to the other. And even the green leaves 
have a reflected orange. Think of red day- 
lilies against the red rock of Colorado, or 
against the red soil of Georgia!

the important links in Chain Cooking. the modern way to feed your family 





Why it Pays to Have a Revolving Inventory of Groceries. 


L. the running of a delivery service the best use of a 
woman’s time? 

If you feel she has more important contributions to 
make to family life, read how quantity shopping can 
save four to eight hours a week, which women can use 
more profitably for themselves, their families, and their 
communities. 

The unsolved, almost unrecognized, problem in a 
woman's home life is that her working day is so broken 
up into little bits of time, due to factors beyond her 
control, that she can undertake no big projects calling 
for sustained application and interest. Father goes to 
work, the children return from school, the laundryman 
comes—all these tie her to a schedule not of her mak- 
ing. She has to “baby sit” the whole housekeeping 
operation, while only controlling parts of it. 

Another discouraging aspect of this same problem 
is that so much of housekeeping is repetitious and 
boring, calling for only a low-level use of the mind. 
Except for cooking and child care, there are few oppor- 
tunities in housekeeping to do creative things—to 
exercise the mind creatively. And the mind is like a 
muscle; if it is not exercised it atrophies. 

As House BEAUTIFUL sees it. the core of running a 
home at the mid-point of the 20th Century is this: 
It is not the hardness of a woman’s labors but the 
repetitiousness, the mindlessness that is boring her to 
death. The host of labor-saving devices we can all own 
have taken most of the drudgery out of housework. 
But we have not organized the routines of housekeeping 
to keep pace with our appliances. Our equipment saves 


us labor, but we have still to learn how to use it to 





save us time—more usable time for self-realization, 
for our children and for the contribution we can make 
to civic management. 

The cure for the boring mindlessness of housework 
lies not in any one big thing, of course, but in changing 
lots of little things. We can make the biggest gains, 
if we get organized so we don’t have to repeat the same 
tasks any oftener than possible, if we try to make the 
benefits of every job last as long as possible, thereby 
putting off the necessity of repeating that job. 

The most obvious place to cut down on the repeti- 
tiousness is in getting the groceries and cooking three 
meals a day. This means doing long-term thinking, 
instead of one-meal-at-a-time or one-day-at-a-time 
thinking. It means quantity buying, quantity cooking, 
and quantity storing, instead of hand-to-mouth buying 
and cooking. The over-all term for all these practices is 
“Chain Cooking,” a system whose goal it is to make 
one day’s work of cooking and shopping result in many 
meals—as many as possible. Chain Cooking is a whole 
new way of operating the kitchen—a system based on 
the freezer, the refrigerator. and ample shelf space for 
canned> and packaged foods. 

This article is the sixth in HousE BEAUTIFUL’s series 
on Chain Cooking. It deals specifically with the benefits 
of shopping for more, less often. It tells you how to 
carry a big and varied inventory in the pantry, refriger- 
ator, and freezer; it explains the advantages. A previous

L you plan to air condition your house or even a single 
room, you must keep out sun heat to avoid overloading air 
conditioning equipment. For when you have air conditioning, 
it is even more crucial for you to keep your roof from soaking 
up sun heat than when you haven’t it. 

If for any reason you cannot let the heat absorbed by your 
roof escape by proper attic ventilation, light-colored roofing 
will keep most of it out by reflecting solar energy back where 
it comes from—to the sky. This is one reason behind the new 
popularity of roofs surfaced with white marble chips or light- 
colored shingles. 

You can do an equally good—if not better—job by painting 
your present roof with special white roof paint, paint which 
can be sprayed, brushed or mopped onto almost any roof- 
ing. It is, however, important to use paints especially pre- 


pared for this purpose. Not only (Continued on page 176)

ere knows that keeping out the direct rays of the 
sun is necessary if you are to beat the heat. But not so many 
people realize that there are indirect forms of sun heat which 
can “kill” you, too. For sunshine is heat, and it comes to you 
in the form of light. Some of this light-heat is reflected at you 
from light-colored pavings, from white clouds, even from blue 
sky. It bounces off any light-colored or shiny surface and can 
come into your room from any direction. Reflected heat is an 
important part of what causes summer discomfort. 

The obvious first step in keeping sun heat out of a room to 
be air conditioned is to use wide overhangs to stop direct 
sunshine from coming in the windows. But a second step is 
almost as important. If you have large windows which face 
on a paved terrace, an expanse of white sand, water or a 
light-colored building, you must prevent reflected solar 


energy from reaching the window. White (Please turn the page)

In this picture, House Breavtt- 
FUL measures the heat radiation 
from objects and surfaces at 
a distance with a_ telescopic 
“thermopile.” Here the white 
tile was radiating 120° of heat 
into the room, due to the sun 
rays being reflected by the white 
surface. In the same way, white 
clouds are reflecting 116°, the 
blue sky 110°, the distant foli- 
age only 100°. You-can deduce 
that the lighter the object the 
more heat it reflects. Heat from 
light-reflecting objects and sur- 
faces should be blocked before 


it enters a room. 


Three globe thermometers (below) show the effect of radiation 
through the window and from the as-yet uninsulated ceiling, 
which was shining 110° into the room. Globes show that a 
person in white clothing would “feel” a temperature of 94°.

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When you air condition continued 


surfaces reflect sun heat almost as well as a mirror, and 
heat reflected in this way into an air conditioned room is 
“trapped” and may overload air conditioning equipment 
that is otherwise adequate. 

The rooftop room of the 1954 Pace Setter provides a 
perfect example of this problem and how to solve it. The 
white tile roof of the main house (which does a good job 
of keeping sun heat out of the main rooms), bounced an 
enormous amount of heat into the penthouse room. Until 
this was stopped the conditioner could not do its job, and

If they are 
fragrant, make sure their scent is 
compatible with food  flavors— 
the prim carnation, redolent of 
clove, is an excellent choice. 

Provide enough plates for the 
meal to be eaten in courses. Do not 
force your guests to mix herring 
fillets with stew, or chilled vegeta- 
bles vinaigrette with hot rice. Al- 
ways provide a separate plate for 
the dessert. 

If your table or sideboard is 
enormous, the entire meal can go 
on together. Otherwise, group ap- 
petizers in one place, main course 
in another, and dessert and bever- 
ages on tea carts or bridge tables. 

Cover as many dishes as possi- 
ble. They will look more attractive. 
stay more appetizing. 

Use serving pieces with wooden 
handles—they never become un- 
comfortably hot and provide a plate 
near by on which to set them when 
not in use. 

Provide a buffet cart for used 
dishes, to avoid their being re- 
turned to the serving table. 

Dishes that require long cook- 
ing are the best “waiters”; stews 
and casseroles are ideal. (For spe- 
cific recipes for foods that “hold” 
and the most effective means of 
keeping them, see page 146). 

Wine and brandy used in cook- 


‘ 


ing are the “great secret” of Air 
France chefs, who must prepare 
meals hours before they are eaten 
in flight. We have also discovered 
that beer helps—and bourbon, rye, 
and even Scotch may be used in- 
stead of brandy for foods that seem 
to mellow as the hours pass. 

Sauces and gravies are wonder- 
ful insulators for flavor. 

Stifly arranged foods and elabo- 
rate garnishes go quickly awry; the 
whole table soon looks messy. 

Pickles are fine; olives tend to 
look dry and dusty unless they are 
placed in bowls and covered with 
a little oil. 

Don’t attempt hot breads unless 
you have a really good bun warmer. 
Small dinner rolls are ideal. It’s

HAITI — one of the many handprinted murals, 


have been so long considered the 
perfect accessory to the buffet ta- 
ble. Unless so heavily reinforced 
with gelatin as to be inedible, an 
aspic or any molded dish becomes 
a shapeless mass. The only jellies 
that hold well are those made with 
pectin. So you may very well use 
sliced canned tomato aspic, and, of 
course, all varieties of fruit or 
wine jellies. 

Rice, if it is cooked properly 
without excess water, dry and sepa- 
rate, will keep perfectly for a long 
time over a candle-warmer. Some- 
times a few grains may cling to the 
bottom of the pan, but this does 
no harm and the texture of the 
rice is better than when held over 
hot water. Minute Rice and Uncle 
Ben’s Converted Rice seem particu- 
larly immune to gumminess. 

A pilaf holds well, and so does 
an Italian risotto. In the latter, by 
the way, the grains are supposed to 
be softer than in Oriental rice 
dishes. 

Fruits, pickles, tomatoes or any 
other food with a high acid content 
are not so fussy about covering, but 
should be presented with some 
juices. 

Select fruits which do not darken 
or soften on standing. Oranges and 
pineapple are more suitable than 
sliced apples or pears. Fruit seems 


to hold up better if covered with 
wine, juices and/or a touch (but 
only a touch) of an appropriate 
liqueur like Kirsch, Maraschino, 
Cointreau or Triple Sec. If you 
want to serve apples or pears, pre- 
sent them whole and fresh or baked 
or poached. 

A basket of fresh fruit is the 
classic Continental finale to a good 
meal. But here again, be careful 
not to be too careful. A set arrange- 
ment frightens your guests and, 
once attacked, looks like a sham- 
bles. 

Cheese has always been a revered 
adjunct to the Swedish smorgas- 
bord, equally at home with appe- 
tizers or dessert. Whole cheeses or 
large chunks look most dramatic, 
do not dry out, and can be cut as 
needed into large or small por- 
tions. It’s amazing how much extra 
goodness, zest and flavor cheese de- 
velops when it stands uncovered 
at room temperature for several 
hours. Cooked cheese dishes, on 
the other hand, develop all manner 
of strange strings, skins, and lumps 
after standing. 

Cup cakes, cookies, French pas- 
tries and petit fours are a much 
better choice than a large cake, 
which looks devastated after the 
first few servings. 

Coffee deserves special atten-

Tea should be strained off the 
leaves into a heated pot; a kettle of 
hot water should be on hand to 
adjust the strength to individual 
tastes. 

Lump sugar need not be covered

Red wines, which should be 
served at room temperature, are 
particularly suitable. They taste 
best if opened ahead of time, un- 
corked and allowed to “breathe.” 

Still white wines should be 
opened and set in ice to keep 
well chilled. 

Sparkling wines and beer should 
be kept chilled in ice and opened 
only as needed.

Normandy Trout in Champagne. As prepared in 
Paris. this is an intricate work of art, the trout skinned, 
boned (but with head and tail remaining) and stuffed 
with chopped trout, the sauce rich with butter and 
cream (for Normandy is a great dairy province), the 
whole ineffably blessed with champagne. 

Heated and served from the Tricolator “Regency” 
brass chafing dish (Tricolator Company, Newark, 
N. J.) with a most convenient thermostatic control 
which enables you to regulate the heat anywhere from 
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200° to 500° F., is Maxim’s version. (Quick-frozen fish 
is taken from containers, heated over hot water at 
“high,” kept warm at “low.”) And here is a simplified 
recipe. Butter a shallow baking dish plentifully; place 
on it 8 small trout which have been cleaned but not 
beheaded or be-tailed. Around the fish arrange 2 
4-ounce cans drained whole mushroom caps, 2 thinly 
sliced carrots, 4 shallots put through the garlic press, 
a clove of garlic (also pressed), 1 medium finely 
chopped onion, 1 bay leaf and the merest pinch of 
thyme. Sprinkle with salt and pepper; moisten with 
1143 cups champagne. Cover dish with buttered alumi- 
num foil and set in a moderate oven, 350° F., 20 to 30 
minutes. 

Beat 4 egg yolks with 24 cup champagne and the 
juices drained from the casserole. Add 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice, a pinch of cayenne pepper and 4 table- 
spoons (14 of a 14-pound bar) butter. Heat gradually, 
beating continuously until foamy and smooth, being 
careful not to let sauce boil. Pour over the fish, set 
mushrooms around the edge. 

To freeze, wrap fish individually in aluminum foil 
and freeze in sauce.

Kentucky Burgoo. Traditionally Burgoo is an outdoor 
dish of heroic proportions, prepared in great iron 
cauldrons, calling for “a dozen squirrels for each 100 
gallons.” We’ve reduced it in size to fit the 6-quart 
“Kauldron” shown (Meynell Mfg. Co., Erie, Pa.) ; you 
can both cook and serve from this electric kettle. 

Gently brown in 4 tablespoons bacon or sausage 
drippings 3 pounds of cubed stew meat (beef, lamb, 
pork and/or veal) and 2 small quick-frozen fryers cut 
in pieces for fricassee. When browned, add 1 cup bour- 
bon, set aflame and let blaze 1 minute. Cover meat with 
boiling water and simmer, covered. Meanwhile brown 
2 chopped green peppers, and 2 crushed cloves of 
garlic in 44 cup drippings. Add to meat along with 1 
package Lipton’s dehydrated onion soup, 2 bay leaves, 
1 large can tomatoes. Cook slowly about 11% hours, 
adding water as needed, until meat is almost tender. 
Add 6 quartered potatoes, 6 carrots cut into inch-long 
chunks and 1 cup rice, and cook % hour, until these 
vegetables are tender; add 2 packages each quick- 
frozen succotash and okra, 1 tablespoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon black pepper and enough Tabasco to impart an 
authentic tingle. Cook about 15 minutes longer—or 
until serving time. Burgoo is all the better for being 
made ahead of time and reheated. This amount will 
serve 12 ravenous diners.

Simply butter a casserole very well. Arrange 1 
package of potatoes in two layers with 8 coarsely 
chopped anchovy fillets in between.

Appropriate accompaniments in the Swedish tradi- 
tion are tiny Norwegian sardines, herring fillets. strips 
of smoked salmon with capers. cooked vegetables which 
have been marinated in French dressing overnight. 
drained and covered with mayonnaise or sour cream. 
(The combination sardine can opener and server comes 
from England by way of Caviarteria. N. Y.) Shown 
uncovered are Eggs Joinville—sliced hard-cooked 
eggs arranged within a circle of cooked shrimp, served 
with Joinville dressing. (Add 14 cup heavy cream, 
whipped, to 4% cup Hellman’s mayonnaise. Sprinkle 
with 2 tablespoons chopped chives or dill sprigs.)

hot water. Season with a teaspoon poultry seasoning 
(or 12 teaspoon sage), 2 teaspoons onion salt, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 44 teaspoon black pepper and a few grains 
cayenne pepper. 

Make up 2 packages “Flako” pie crust according to 
directions, roll and line two 9” pie pans (or 8 individual 
pie pans or casseroles). Fill with meat mixture, pressing 
it down firmly. Cover with top crust slashed in several 
places (Scottish housewives often made the slashes to 
form a “P” for pork). Bake in a moderately hot oven, 
400° F., for 10 minutes, reduce to 350° and bake 115 
hours for the large pie, about an hour in all. 

If you want pies richly glazed. brush them with the 
beaten yolk of an egg when they are nearly done. These 
pies may be frozen before or after baking. 


Your Own Carbonade de Boeuf. As distinguished as 
Maxim’s Carbonade de Boeuf is the 3-compartment 
electric food-warmer (Maxwell-Phillip Co., N. Y., 
courtesy Hammacher-Schlemmer, N. Y.). “Miller High 
Life” beer in a Libbey glass beaker (Owens-Illinois Glass 
Co., Toledo, O.) echoes the beer in the Carbonade. 

Wonderfully similar to Maxim’s beef mulled in beer 
is this recipe which uses inexpensive rump steak— 
the kind generally used for making Swiss steak. And 
instead of slicing and browning onions, use a couple 
of cans of Hormel’s onion soup. 

Start with 24% pounds rump beef sliced 1%-inch thin 
and pounded thinner. Cut slices into serving pieces. 
Shake beef with about 14 cup flour in a bag, then 
brown in 14 cup bacon fat or butter. Push meat to one 
side in the skillet and add to the brown glaze in the 
pan 2 tablespoons vinegar, 1 cup beer, 2 cans Hormel’s 
onion soup, 2 thinly sliced carrots, 1 teaspoon sugar. 
14 cup Del Monte tomato sauce and a bouquet garni 
consisting of 1 teaspoon Wyler’s dehydrated celery 
flakes, 1 teaspoon parsley flakes, 4% bay leaf and 14 
teaspoon dried thyme. Bring to a boil and simmer 2 
minutes. 

Place meat and sauce in layers in a casserole. Sauce 
should come to the top of the meat; if it doesn’t, add 
consommeé. Cover tightly and bake in a moderate oven, 
350° F., about 2 hours or until meat is very tender. 
Serve with buttered carrots and boiled potatoes (or 
rice, hominy grits or polenta). Makes 6 servings.

Some will shriek “sacrilege”’—bui we insist that a 
very fine version of the sticky bun is achieved with 
Stonier’s brown-and-serve “Pecan Honeys”.

Charleston Chicken Fricassee. A fricassee inspired by — 
old-time Charleston is most appropriately served from 
a tureen of “Green Basket” Spode (Copeland & Thomp- 
son, Inc., N. Y.). Happy mingling of old and new, 
this revered dish is made from canned chicken fricassee 
—or your favorite basic fricassee with Charleston 
touches—kept miraculously hot and savory on a rolling 
‘“HoTable” (Salton Mfg. Co., Inc., N. Y.), electrically 
heated to maintain a safe temperature of 200° F., no 
more. no less. Even the most delicate china, the most 
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finicky sauce, is unharmed by this gentle heat. The 
lower glass shelf is unheated, makes a perfect resting 
place for the silver ladle from Reed & Barton, Taunton, 
Mass., (courtesy Plummer, Ltd., New York), and for 
cream, sugar, salad plates, cups and saucers. 

To 4 cans Swanson’s chicken fricassee add 1% tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 14% teaspoons anchovy paste, 1 cup 
sherry. Cover and heat, but do not boil. In a small bow! 
beat 2 egg yolks lightly; add a bit of the sauce from 
the chicken to the egg yolks, stirring until smooth. Add 
a little more of the hot sauce, then turn the egg mix- 
ture into the casserole. Combine with 2 dozen oysters 
(which have been heated in their own juice until ihe 
edges have curled), 2 6-ounce cans sliced broiled-in- 
butter mushrooms well drained, 6 tablespoons lemon 
juice (juice of 2 average lemons), 2 tablespoons cap- 
ers. Heat together but do not boil. Serve with rice. 
Makes 8 to 10 servings. 





Hunter Stew. Hunter's Stews range the world. Some 
are made with game, rabbit or birds—whatever the 
woods afford. Even more often the hunter’s stew is the 
dish that used to wait on the back of the stove for a 
weary man’s homecoming. Here it keeps hot many 
hours in an insulated 1-gallon “Skotch Party Kaddy” 
(Hamilton Metal Products Co., N. Y.). Be sure to rinse 
“Kaddy” in hot water before filling it, and keep the 
cover on tight. Shown with “Dirilyte” ladle (Dirilyte 
Co. of America, Inc.. Kokomo. Ind.) 

Drain a can of sauerkraut and rinse with cold wate: 
to remove some of the salt. Add 1 6-ounce can of sliced 
mushrooms with the liquid; cover and simmer gently 
about 20 minutes. Meanwhile, in a heavy frying pan. 
cook 4 strips of bacon which have been cut into bits. 
Brown in the bacon fat 1 large chopped onion, 2 table- 
spoons minced parsley.

then mix with sauerkraut. In the same skillet brown 
lightly in bacon fat 2 pounds round steak cut into 14” 
cubes.

Sprinkle 
with salt. pepper, 1 tablespoon sugar and °4 cup hot 
water. Place in a casserole, cover and bake in a slow 
oven, 325° F.. about 1 hour or until meat is tender.

The 
hearty meat pies of our ancestors are wonderfully well 
suited to our newest American meal. You will find 
recipes for sturdy old English beefsteak and kidney pie 
in every standard cookbook. But should you desire to 
cut hours into minutes you can make a steak and kid- 
ney pie for 6 or 8 with miraculous speed. Simply open 
4 cans Sell’s beef and kidney stew, drain off about half 
the gravy (which you will heat and serve separately).’ 
Turn into a shallow baking dish. Set ready-to-bake 
biscuits, Borden’s or Ballard’s (these come 10 to the 
package) upon the chunks of meat.

Swedish Meatballs. Perhaps the most traditional of all 
hot smorgasbord are Swedish meatballs. Recipes vary 
with every section and almost every family. Here is one 
with a brand new twist and a most interesting new, 
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yet classic flavor, achieved amazingly enough with 
instant coffee added to canned white sauce. 

Combine 1 pound finely ground beef with 1% pound 
lean ground pork. Add 1 beaten egg, 1 tablespoon 
chopped parsley, 1 teaspoon chopped chives, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 14 teaspoon pepper. Form with wet hands into 
balls about 14” in diameter. Brown lightly in 2 table- 
spoons butter. Place in casserole.

HOW TO 


“STOR” a patterned paper 


Good papering demands good tailoring. 
Patterned wallpaper should fit the wall, 


leaving few if any unfinished parts of pattern 


The way a properly placed, patterned wallpaper “stops,” 
the way it comes to full completion at the ceiling. around 
doorways and windows is one of the marks of truly good 
decorating. Partial patterns—half a bird or blossom—can 
become so distracting that the total effect is lost. 

The eye is naturally disturbed, for instance, when half of 
a woodland scene meets a closet or a doorway. The un 


conscious impression is that the door was cut into the wall 





as an ill-placed afterthought. But when the opening is sur 
rounded only by complete designs the effect is a pleasing one 
of order and plan, and the door seems to stand just where it 
should, decorated by the perfect paper for it. 

Of course we do not start with the wallpaper design and 
then plan the room. We take the room as it is and manipulate 
the paper to fit it. Here are three well-tailored walls. three 
common situations where expert wallpaper handling has 
made patterns delightful where they could have been dis 


tracting, if the paper had not been properly applied.

Here a scenic pattern of generous proportions seems custom- 
made for this stairway window. Actually the paper was first 
fitted to the sides of the window, then continued around the 
wall. Thus patterns are complete around this focal-point for 


the stairway where badly fitted paper would be most noticed. 


aie a design may be worse than none. When a wallpape1 
shows only complete units of pattern, it is serving its intended 
purpose. When partial designs occur, the beauty of repetition 
in pattern is broken, and the break produces an unfinished 
feeling. as of a ragged edge. Planning and careful hanging 
can avoid this. See, for instance, proper placing of wallpaper 


is as important as proper selection. 


Only complete nosegays sur- 
round this well-papered 
door. Broken motifs were 
cut out of the wallpaper in 
a stylishly curved line, sim- 
ulating the design of a 
molding. Wall immediately 
around door is painted a 
contrasting color and_ so 
looks like a door frame.

Had almost forgotten about lamps 
made from old wallpaper rollers un- 
til I was passing Newel-Hayes one 
day last week and was prompted to 
drop in and see what they had on 
hand.

The prime lesson to be learned 
from this Climate Control research 
is that, in general, you should try 
to avoid having bright, light-re- 
flecting surfaces around your house 
unless they can be shaded from the 
direct rays of the sun. This means 
all terrace paving should be of 
middle values in color—neither too 
light nor too dark. Then it will 
neither reflect heat nor absorb it 
(to re-radiate it).

TIMELY TIPS 


Sunny days in spring are often 
followed by severe freezes, so 
don’t be too anxious to remove 
winter “wraps” from your plants. 
Leave them covered until the 
weather is consistently warm. 





If winter storms have 
broken or split tree limbs, 
remove damage near first 
healthy branch. Make 
small cut on under side of 
limb; make second com- 
plete cut close by. Smooth 
cuts seldom need protec- 
tion of a wound dressing. 





Tree roots are often damaged 
in winter wind storms. Help 
tree repair damage by putting 
food in soil where roots can get 
it readily. Make holes with 
'crowbar, fill with plant food.

His fist did not beat on the door of 
fate: he merely knocked politely 
on the door of a summer house. If, 
in your musical enjoyment, you 
are susceptible to charm, to good 
humor, to elegance, to exquisite de- 
sign, and to genuine good-hearted- 
ness. you will be interested in 
Mendelssohn.

done, especially the last movement, 
presto agitato.” This last move- 
ment is a brilliant composition in 
an unusual rhythm called a salta- 
rello, so named after a jumpy and 
breathless Italian dance. This bois- 
terous movement may have been 
inspired by the carnival in Rome 
that year, a particularly gay affair. 

Felix, who was handsome, well 
dressed, well mannered, and socia- 
ble, must certainly have pleased 
the Roman girls as well as the 
English young ladies who were 
visiting Rome for the season and 
whose acquaintance Mendelssohn 
had made at various balls. He de- 
scribes in his letters a carnival 
scene at which he was pelted with 
confetti by swarms of his acquaint- 
ances, so that “my blue coat was 
soon as white as that of a miller.” 

This gaiety, this sunshine all day 
long, is to be heard in the music. 
Most of the symphony is fast and 
joyous. Only its slow movement 
sounds a different mood and_pos- 
sesses a kind of sweet sadness. its 
main theme being a simple song. 
The movement has been called. for 
no discernible reason, “The Pil- 
grim’s March.” Perhaps it was 
suggested by a religious procession. 


T IS curious that this symphony, 

praised by more than one critic 
as “a perfect work,” did not fully 
satisfy its composer. For a time he 
wanted to revise the last movement 
—the most original of the four 
movements—but he never got 
around to doing it. Mendelssohn 
performed the “Jtalian” for the 
first time in London in May 1833. 
The fact that it was then a success 
and became enormously popular 
during Mendelssohn’s lifetime still 
did not convince him sufficiently to 
change his opinion. By his own 
wish the “Italian” Symphony was 
not published while he was. still 
alive. All of which is one more 
evidence of a fact we often meet in 
the world of art: that the creator 
is a poor critic, the artist an un- 
reliable judge of his own work. 

Pay no attention to Mendels- 
sohn’s judgment! Pay attention 
only to the music itself, a sym- 
phony which is always as wel- 


come as spring itself.

FEL ow many good movies have you made recently? Not seen, 
made yourself? You don’t have to be a professional, you 
know. You don’t even have to go to school to learn to make 
first-class home movies. 

In discussing this with a full-time movie director, an ex- 
pert with a camera, too, I was happy to learn that he regards 
home movie-making as a completely fascinating and fully 
satisfying hobby. 

The thing to remember, he said, is that amateur movies 
need not try to imitate the good dramas or comedies of Holly- 
wood. Nor, he warned, need they copy documentary and ex- 
perimental films. Home movies are a class unto themselves, 
and they can be good, bad or indifferent. 

Good home movies are more than just a series of pretty-to- 
look-at pictures of family and home and friends, vacation 
trips and birthday parties. Good equipment, a good subject, 
and a good amount of planning and editing are the ingre- 
dients that will add distinction to your home movies. 

The technical side of home!movie-making is no longer a 
major problem. Today’s 16mm-and 8mm cameras do most 
of the work for you in providing a reasonably well-exposed 
image in good focus. You need only an exposure meter and 
a little experience. 

“Anyone,” my director-friend says emphatically, “anyone 
can learn in a short while to take really good movie shots.” 

The composition of each shot is a more personal matter, 
and reflects individual tastes—just as clothes or living rooms 
do. Selecting just the right image to photograph in motion 
is only one step more advanced than taking a good still 
picture. The job is to look with your own eye at as many 
angles as possible, and select the one that has the most 
dynamic qualities in terms of the moving subject you are 
“shooting.” 

What kind of equipment should you have, and how much 
is really essential? Cameras and attachments, editing equip- 
ment, projectors and screens come in all sizes and _ styles, 
suited to every purse and to every skill and ambition. My 
feeling is that movie equipment, like everything else you 
purchase to brighten your living, should be the best.

On the ambitious matter of extra lenses, filters, reflectors, 
and indoor lighting there are any number of helpful guides 
and manuals. But a really good amateur is more concerned 
with continuity in his movies than with effects. It is more 
rewarding to tackle extra gadgets one by one, acquire the 
skill needed for each, and then use them only when they 
are appropriate. 

One basic question to be answered is whether 8mm or 
l6mm camera and film should be used. Over a period of 
time the cost of using an 8mm camera will prove less expen- 
sive. But the difference is not enormous, and 16mm film has 
several advantages of its own. It does give a superior image. 
and, according to professionals, it is easier to handle for

editing. Another consideration in deciding on film gauge for 
your home movies is the projector which will show them. 
In the 8mm width there is little in the way of top entertain- 
ment film that can be rented or purchased for home use. 
But, as regular readers of this column already know, there 
is a real wealth of worth-while professional motion pictures 
that can be obtained for showing on a 16mm sound-or-silent 
machine. There is always sensible economy in spending a 
little more for a piece of equipment that does a great deal 
more for you. 

Is sound an important adjunct to the movies you make? 
Sound will never compensate for uninteresting pictoral mate- 
rial, but it does have much to add. For synchronized dialogue. 
you can get a “single-system” camera which records sound 
on the edge of the film as the photographic image is being 
made. The more ambitious method, commonly used by pro- 
fessional film-makers, is to record the sound on a synchronous 
magnetic recorder, then by a series of laboratory and editing 
steps combine it with the pictures on one strip of film. While 
offering more creative flexibility, this latter is a complicated 
process and attempted only by the advanced amateur. 

For those who want sounds other than dialogue, there are 
many possibilities in magnetic recording. Music, sound effects 
and commentary can be “mixed” to provide a rich back- 
ground for any home movie. The most exciting, as well as 
the simplest and most practical, equipment for this sort of 
sound recording is the newly devised 16mm sound projector 
with its own built-in magnetic recorder. With this truly won- 
derful machine you can show your finished movies and at 
the same time record all the sound you want. The sound track 
can be played over and over again, every time you show the 
film. Or, whenever you like, you can erase it and record 
another, as you would on any tape recorder. 

For this system of recording your finished film requires 
a special processing which adds a magnetic stripe down one 
side, upon which the sound is ultimately recorded. An at- 
tachment to your 16mm projector is required for the record- 
ing process, or you can buy a special projector which plays 
both magnetic and regular sound. 

There are many choices for you to make, and if you are 
just starting out, you ll do well to stay within the bounds of 
simplicity at first. Visit several of your local camera supply 
stores and pick out your equipment. But most of all, make 
up your mind that you are going to make really good movies, 
because the truth is—you can.

Le you want to know how to buy furnishings that will work equally 
well in your next apartment or rented house? It can be done, though 
many renters don’t know it and resign themselves to rooms sadly equipped 
for the daily amenities. Three or four thousand dollars can be spent so 
well, and so effectively, that nearly every cent of it will be usable in the 
next home, whether apartment or house. 

There are six principles in choosing furnishings that will regroup satis- 
factorily in later circumstances. This typical apartment living room uses 
all of them. Everything you see on these six pages adapts easily to other 
uses when the owner moves. Even what appears to be built-in window 
seat and sofa, cabinets and high fidelity system are all free-standing and 
not attached to the structure. Here are the six principles: 

1. Choose chests or commodes that don’t say “dresser” or “buffet” or 
“credenza.”” They hold small possessions equally well, perform in any 
room of the house. 

2. Avoid room-size rugs. Buy smaller sizes and use two or three to a 
room, so they can be rotated and changed about to equalize wear. Then 
they will look better when you move. Use the same carpeting in more than 
one room, so you will have more choices in arrangement at the next place. 

Or buy carpeting with a backing to permit pasting together so the 
joint doesn’t show. Then it can be recut and fitted to the new situation. 

3. Select chairs that will be useful in more than one type of room. 

4. Use sectional seats for your main lounging and seating. Have 
generous groups of them along the long interior walls which are so

VES fine old houses are still fine. except for one 
perverse characteristic. They don’t face the right 
way. Their front doors face the street, to be approached 
on foot. There is no off-street parking. And_ the 
driveway ends at the delivery entrance. So in many a 
fine old mansion, the back door becomes the front door, 
and the dignity and graciousness of the house are 
degraded a little. 

How to provide a place for the little clot of 
modern cars to cluster within a few steps of the 
doorbell? The site layout for horse and buggy 
days can be banished very easily. In fact, of all 
the remodeling possibilities, that of creating a modern 
arrival court for an old house is the easiest. Here is a 
case of switching the back door into a front door that 
will show you what we mean. 

The E. M. Rickers had a fine old Spanish house, 
built in the days when nice people didn’t drive them- 
selves, when a long drive wound up to a very formal 


front door. There you alighted. The chauffeur took

the automobile way around to the back of the house, to 
remain out of sight there until it was called for. 
What to do? The Rickers know that they—and their 
guests—do their own driving and want to park their 
cars as close to the front door as possible. They 
called in Landscape Architect Thomas Church for 
advice. He suggested “turning the house around.” 
Not literally. of course. But why not forget the 
“state” front door and use instead the old back door? 
This is only steps away from the natural parking 
spot. Tie the new entrance to the parking area by 
means of an important architectural structure (may- 
be a handsome. oriental pergola) and you'd achieve 
the importance lacking in the new front door because 
it is actually hidden from the parking area. Guests 
must know at once where to find the front door, especi- 
ally if it is raining! This brings up another point. 
Why not a covered entrance way? Fine idea, but not 
possible for the Rickers because it would have

Why 
not add just an overhead trellis that would provide a sense 
of protection because of the existing natural shade (by- 
product is the exciting shadow display on the paving below) ? 

But this required tearing out the little wall that once 
pushed its way across the patio area, hiding the view of 
the three majestic redwood trunks as they rear out of the 
good earth, a view that Church now uses as something to 
remember when you leave the Ricker house and start back to 
your parked car. Again a by-product: this time a big paved 
patio, with innumerable choices for where to sit, and all 
for little cost above what a wide front path would have cost 
anyhow. But more than this, there’s now a luxurious spacious- 
ness that rivals that of old world castle approaches. This 
new elegance is built in. [t requires no fussy upkeep, no 
further thought at all, in fact. It depends only upon sunshine 
and shadows, the feeling of spring in the air, or the smell of 
good smoke in the crispness of a fall day, the rhythm of music 
for the observant eye as it catches the pattern made by those 
trellis arms shaped so lovingly by a designer who knows wood 
(no mere criss-cross here of 2x4’s just as they come). 

It was the sound, esthetic approach that brought the 
obvious elegance to the new-old house. But designer Church 
didn’t overlook the practical. He bulldozed out a bit of 
the old bank (not enough to affect the roots of those price- 
less redwoods, of course) to make possible more parking 
length—vital for ease of getting today’s big cars in and out 
with fenders unseratched. It also produced a need for steps 
between parking and entrance patio, a “negative” that might 
have baffled a lesser man but which suggested to Church an 
important set of widening steps, the “visual invitation” that 
unmistakably would say “Enter here.” 

Drainage was thought out too. You don’t just pave a big 
area and then hope the rains won’t come so hard that sheets 
of water wash away your good garden soil near by. Snow 
happens to be no problem for the Rickers, but if it had 
been, Church would have provided open space on the sides 
to receive it from a snow plow working on the parking area. 

The Rickers are fortunate in the orientation of the big 
redwoods south and west of the big sheet of asphalt for car 
parking. Except at noon when the sun is directly overhead, 
there isn’t too much heat poured into the asphalt blacktop. 
People are inclined to forget this: Trapped heat, especially 
from afternoon west sun. radiates back up at you from dark 
colored pavings just when you want to sleep. It makes you wish 
you had never heard of paved driveways. 

Maybe a new court of arrival could be useful at your house.

The best and the worst weather 


Bie a house to fit the climate is a matter of obvious 
necessity in areas that are exceptionally hot or exceptionally 
cold. But most of us live where we get some of both kinds 
of weather, plus a great deal of the “in between” type, which 
does not make its demands so clearly felt. This Climate Con- 
trol house is for just such an area: the Ohio River Valley 
region around Louisville, Kentucky. And, in fitting this de- 
sign to the specifics of the Louisville climate, Architect Allen 
Siple has developed a number of ideas which are valuable 
wherever you may live. 

The house is small and compact, containing 1.353 square 
feet of enclosed, heatable space. But by applying Climate 
Control principles—which means designing inside and out 
together as one—it has been made to seem much larger than 
it actually is. The secret of this magic is that climate plan- 
ning uses all the surrounding environment as part of the 
solution to the house. In short, Climate Control begins at 
the lot line—and the result means added living space usable 
for a surprisingly large part of the year. Even when your 
climate, like that of Louisville, contains a little of the best 


and worst, and much fairly pleasant weather. this is true.

|) ee your main dining area into the living 
room is a good way to save money and, at the same 
time, achieve spaciousness at minimum cost. But this 
makes it especially important to plan your house for a 
variely of eating arrangements. The kitchen must be 
placed. as it is in this house, convenient to outdoor 
eating areas and should be planned for family snacks. 
Outdoor areas must be turned into genuinely attractive 
places in which to serve food and entertain guests and 
be assured of privacy. 

Climate control pays off in the planning of outdoor 
dining facilities by making them useful for a much 
larger part of the year, and by stimulating your latent 
desire to spend as much time out of doors as comfort 
conditions make possible. The rules are simple and are 
well illustrated here. Outdoor eating areas should be 
assured of a hot-weather breeze, protected against mid- 
summer sun while capturing its warmth in the spring 
and fall. and screened against insects. During heat 


waves you eat indoors in air-cooled comfort.

extremes of North Dakota and Maine, Florida and Texas. 

As a result, the things which can be said of building 
for the Louisville climate can also be said, with minor 
variations, of building in Des Moines or Cleveland, St. 
Louis or Pittsburgh. And, as our climate map shows, they 
apply with pinpoint precision to Cincinnati, Bloomington 
and Evansville, and to almost the same extent to Indian- 
apolis and Terre Haute, Bowling Green, Kentucky and 
Clarksville, Tennessee. 

There are, of course, special factors which must be 
taken into account in designing a house for the Louisville 
area which do not necessarily apply elsewhere. While the 
Louisville climate is in other respects remarkably like that 
of New York, Philadelphia and Washington, D. C., it gets 
a good deal less winter sunshine than these coastal cities. 
For this reason big, south-oriented solar windows make 
less sense in Louisville than in parts of the country more 
favored in this respect. But even this peculiarity applies 
with almost equal force to the triangle marked off on the 
map by connecting Louisville with Wheeling, West Virginia, 
and Detroit, Michigan. 

Because it is not subject to extremes—or, more 
accurately, is subject to them only infrequently—building 
in Louisville is largely a matter of planning for the very 
large part of the time when it is neither very hot nor very 
cold. The outstanding thing about this goodly percentage 
portion of the year is that, while it is not overbearingly 
hot except during relatively brief heat waves, it is warmer 
and more humid than is desirable for fairly long stretches— 
putting a premium on outdoor living areas, properly shaded 
from the sun, and above all on planning for good ventila- 
tion within the house to make the most of prevailing 
summer breezes. 

How this can be done has been shown in the pre- 
sentation of House BEAUTIFUL’s Climate Controlled Louis- 
ville house on the preceding pages, and is documented 
further by the photographs at the right. Vital to the con- 
struction of this kind of house in the Louisville region is 
site selection. Louisville, as well as many of the surround- 
ing towns and cities in the same climatic zone, is subject 
to the nuisance of soft-coal smoke. Thus, for outdoor 
living to be practicable, it is generally necessary to 
choose.a lot to the north or west of smoke-producing 
areas, with regard for special factors such as_topog- 
raphy which may afford additional protection. Unless you 
want to open your house on the street side. or it is to 
be set far enough back from the street so that this is 
not objectionable, you will also want a lot on the north 
or east side of the street, if possible, so as to be able 
to open the back of your house to prevailing south and 


southwest summer breezes. (Please turn to page 182) 
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Outdoor living areas should be located on the south or 
southwest side of the house to get the prevailing summer breezes. 
If your lot must be small. pick one on the north or east side 


of the street to achieve privacy for the outdoor living area.

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Be bedroom, in House Beautiful’s Pace Setter house for 1954, holds a 
deep meaning for those who want their homes to be very specially their 
own. For it possesses that intangible thing called style. 

Style is quite different from a fashion, a mode or a style which can 
be labeled because it is a stereotyped, often-repeated and soon-monotonous 
formula. House Beautiful uses the word style to mean the form that comes as 
a result of expressing the innate character of the thing. Since the character of 
each person is different, his home will be different if it truly expresses his 
character, his needs and situation. 

This room is ideal for us to discover how and why it has this innate 
character we call style. And the principles which operate here would be useful 
in creating any room or any house. 

There is a harmony and unity of colors, textures and shapes. Nothing 
matches, but everything relates—in varying degrees. Flecks of russet brown 
in the stone are echoed by flecks of gold in the wallpaper on the ceiling. The 
vibrant nasturtium yellows and oranges in the embroidered wall hanging, by 
Mariska Karasz, are recalled in the hooked rug. The geometrics of these two 
soft woolen furnishings reflect the geometry of the stone wall, unifying them 
with the structure by pattern rather than color. Thus they achieve a higher 
kind of union than if they matched identically. They escaped the obvious and, 


instead, created a kind of subtle harmonics. 


is a fine musical composition, there are several themes woven together 
here. Each color and texture sets off the color and texture of other things, 
thus heightening your sensitivity to them all. The complex harmony of the 
colors can be seen at a glance. What is not so apparent is that nearly every 
material shows what it is, because it has a natural finish and so speaks in a 


plain, honest voice. All the materials of the structure show themselves for what

they are — stone, wood, terrazzo. The wood of the furniture is left natural and 
oiled — not bleached, stained or altered. This makes for a continuity which is 
more sensed than thought about. Surfaces with high polish and shininess 
would, I believe, spoil this unity. For here is true harmony: the furnishings, 
each with the other, the structural room with its contents. And there are infinite 
ways to arrive at harmony — other than the examples here. 

To get unity one thing needs to be visually stronger than the rest. For 
without the dominance of one of the elements you risk monotony. This is true 
whether it be music, painting, architecture, cooking or decorating. The domi- 
nant element in this room is the wall hanging and its counterpart, the rug. 
Strong in color and strong in pattern, the rug and embroidery dominate the 
other elements. But because they relate to the other elements they reinforce 


and heighten the other furnishings. 


A are still other unifiers—the stone wall behind the desk which repeats 
again at the property line and continues far down the lot, screening the 
street. Then there is a unity with the rest of the house (shown fully in Novem- 

ber 1953) brought about by the stone masonry and cypress walls, which occur 

everywhere throughout. 

Another important factor in this room’s style is the absence of dogma. 

No “school,” no “party line,” no obeisance to any of the currently touted clichés 

operate here. This bedroom is a portrait of one personality, choosing freely 

among all the fantastically wide possibilities of The Present and The Past. 
You cannot achieve true style by imitation, for true style is ever fresh 
and alive, as individual as your personality, as variable as the situations in 
which it is found, as consistent as your own character. 

Emerson knew this truth when he said: “Insist on yourself; never imitate. 

Your own gift you can present every moment with the cumulative force of a 

whole life’s cultivation; but of the adopted talent of another, you have only an 

extraneous half-possession.” 
Only your individual taste, in the end, can truly create style. If style is 
your goal, assiduously cultivate yourself and the fullest potentials of your 


individuality. It is not easy, but it is richly worth the effort.

effort. It’s called BONUS COOKING

\ That is BONUS COOKING? 

It is cooking more of a recipe than you need for 
one meal. It is deliberately producing, without additional 
effort, the ingredients for more than one meal or dish: a 
dividend to be stored in your freezer for later use. It’s the 
opposite of the “left-over” point-of-view. 

To me, Bonus Cooking is the most satisfactory, the most 
fruitful method of keeping: my freezer well-stocked with 
easy-to-assemble meals. Sometimes my dividend is a com- 
plete dish ready to warm or cook: a casserole, a pie, cro- 
quettes browned and ready to be heated. Sometimes my 
dividend is the basis for a dish which I will finish later: 
cooked chicken or meat—sliced, cubed, ground—to be 
made into curries, Chinese dishes, rijstafel casseroles; or 
puff paste for desserts, cheese sticks, meat pies. Most days I 
have time to prepare at least one dish that requires a little 
extra effort, and this I try to double or triple or quadruple 
for storage in the freezer. The point is this: It’s no extra 
eflort to make more, so long as you’re doing it anyway. 


\t first. [ admit, Bonus Cooking did require extra 


thought, a change of viewpoint, conscientious foresight in 
planning. In other words, I had to shift gears—in my head, 
mainly. By now, though, I’ve got the habit. And I am con- 
tinually being astonished by the results. There are five: 
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e I serve more exciting, more varied meals. 

e I spend less time shopping than I used to. 

e I never have a serious emergency. 

e I entertain with an ease and freedom I never thought 


possible. 


And I actually spend less time in my kitchen than I ever 
have before. 

It’s a miracle! 

To show you how it works, here is a cooking diary I kept 
for a week, beginning with breakfast on Friday. Look at 
all the ways I was able to amplify my regular cooking, how 
I killed two or three birds with one stone. A lot of what | 
describe you may be doing, but are you doing it as a reg- 
ular policy or sort of by chance? It is more effective when 


it’s a policy. 


Friday 

This morning I cooked six extra eggs with the soft- 
cooked breakfast eggs and let them continue cooking for 
ten minutes after the others had been taken out. Two of 
these would be used, chopped and seasoned, for the chil- 
dren’s sandwiches at noon, and the others would go into 
the crab casserole for dinner. 

After breakfast I started a pot of barley soup with the 
remains of a leg of lamb. I put it in the deepwell cooker 
of the stove and it cooked very slowly all morning and 
part of the afternoon, while I did other things. This 
would be fine for Saturday’s lunch and would give me at 
least two extra quarts to freeze besides. For dinner I had 
planned a deviled crab casserole and had got enough 
crab at the wharf the day before to make two, so I’d have 


one to freeze. Crab done this (Please turn the page)

(By the time the frozen waffles are re-heated, either two 
minutes under the broiler or in the pop-up toaster, they are 
medium brown.) 

When I got dinner I cooked an extra bunch of broccoli 
to freeze and use later in a casserole. I took the extra 
broccoli out when it was still firm so it wouldn’t get too

ae is a fairy tale popular with gardeners that all flower colors 
eo together, “because nature can’t make a bad color.” This is nonsense 
wherever man disturbs a natural harmony. 

First of all, by bringing in exotic plants or exotic varieties of 
native plants, he may upset nature’s local color palette and introduce 
“foreign” colors. Second, the actual flower colors may change, more 
or less drastically, when a plant is brought into a new climate and a 
new kind of soil. The transplanted flower, if its color has changed, 
may look terrible in combination with a flower color it enhanced in 
its original home. Third, many flower colors today are man-made. 
These may clash violently with older colors of even the same plant. 

Avoiding flower color fights can best be done in four ways: 

1. Buy only name varieties and avoid “mixed colors,” whether they 
are flowers from seed, rose bushes, tulips and daffodils, or flowering 
shrubs. Then you know the exact flower color to expect. You can’t plan 
a color effect, obviously, unless you know the color of your plant 
before you put it in. 

2. Choose varieties that bloom at different times. This is fine if you 
can hold yourself to just a few varieties of your favorite plant. Of 
course there’s no reason why you can’t have big masses of each of 
the few varieties you grow. Expert designers do just this to get their 
spectacular show effects, and they rely upon a succession of bloom, 
variety after variety, to maintain the pace through the whole season. 
3. Separate varieties that bloom simultaneously by big masses of 
green foliage. These needn't be indiscriminate masses of “just 
greenery.” They can be a carefully co-ordinated series of leaf-textures, 
beautiful in their own right, with the foliage of today’s flowering 
plant tomorrow’s foil for the next flowering show-off. 

4. Plan color schemes so that each variety supplements or blends 
with its immediate neighbors and the whole garden makes a co- 
ordinated color picture. This is an ambitious program and requires 
a thorough working knowledge of the subtle differences in color 
between varieties. To acquire this, study the catalogs of the specialists 
in the plant of your choice and visit test-gardens and nurseries at 
blossoming time.

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Mic garage, if it is attached to your house, can be- 
come any room you need—an addition to your kitchen, 
a sewing room. workshop, extra bedroom, television 
room or a children’s playroom opening on the garden. 
On the three pages following we show five examples 
of how you might give yourself such a new room and 
add a less expensive carport for automobiles. 

The first example is on the page opposite. This 
family found their kitchen too small to do its job, 
so they incorporated the garage as an additional utility 
room, and lined the walls with storage cabinets. Con- 
struction costs were nominal: removing the garage 
door and replacing it with a window and an entrance 
door cost $450. The new doorway from the kitchen 
cost $75. Refinishing the ceiling cost 50 cents per 
square foot. The car is now sheltered outside the house 
under a simple roof extension built over the driveway 
at a cost of about 55 per square foot. 

This points up the fact that for your car, a carport 
can be a very simple structure: a flat roof attached at 
one end to the house wall and supported at the other 
end by wood posts, an extension of the porch out over 
the drive. or part of an arbor. The floor can be paved 
or graveled. The very simplest construction of an open 
double carport will cost you about $1.500, not includ- 
ing flooring. When you take care of your cars with 
this inexpensive type of protection, you are free to 
convert your garage into a new room. 

Whatever the new room is to be, the first thing to 
consider is the floor. If you live in a cold climate. 
the original paving should be coated with a couple of 
layers of tar and felt, then covered with a moisture- 
resistant insulating material—foamglass or vermic- 
ulite concrete—and over this a 3-inch concrete slab. 
Regardless of your climate, be sure the tile or com- 


josition flooring you select (Please turn to page 168)

Water is a means to an end. There’s little point in planning a garden if you don’t 
intend to protect your investment by keeping it adequately watered 
all season. If you want a green lawn, vigorous plants. healthy trees, 
youll have to make up nature’s deficiencies whenever the going gets 
tough. That is, if you want a really rich, luxuriant garden. 

But don’t water unless you intend to do a thorough job regularly. 
Occasional light sprinkling is worse than nothing because it wets 
only the top of the ground, encouraging a too-shallow root system. 
Moisture should saturate the soil to the plant’s root depth. This takes 
time and water. To wet the average soil to a depth of four inches you 
must apply what would be a blanket of water one inch deep spread out 
on the surface. A tin can set within range of the sprinkler will help you 
gauge water penetration—one inch in the can indicates that the soil is 
now wet four inches deep. 

Once you've saturated the soil, don’t water again until the soil is 
almost dry. Plants benefit from these alternate wet-dry periods. New 
lawns, however. need closer attention. Young grass roots get all their 
moisture from a shallow surface layer; if it becomes parched just once 
you're in for trouble. 

Early morning is the best time to water, but applications in early 
evening will get you by if fungus diseases aren’t a problem and you 
don’t wet plant foliage unnecessarily. Watering during the day does 
not harm plants, but it does waste quite a bit of water to the sun’s drying 
rays. It’s important to start watering your garden in early spring, 
particularly if winter rains and snow have been meager in your area. 
Continue watering. well into fall. giving evergreens special attention 


before they enter the winter period. 


New devices simplify the job: You'll be more inciined to keep the soil in your 
garden adequately moist if you have efficient. easy-to-use equipment to 
do the work for you. Good equipment properly used conserves water, 
too—an increasingly important consideration in many communities. 

Gardeners who tried the “leaky hose” type of plastic sprinklers

Summer air conditioning is 
needed for comfort during- about 
600 hours of the year, or the 
equivalent of 25 days. Since this is 
not a large proportion of the tota 
time, even in summer, an “emer- 
gency approach” to air condition- 
ing seems indicated, at least for 
those whose houses have been 
properly designed from a Climate 
Control standpoint, rather than 
year-round living in a closed-up 
house. 

When building a new house, you 
will find it almost as economical 
to install cooling equipment on a 
central basis as in the form of 
room coolers. and since the equip- 
ment will not have to operate a 
large proportion of the time, it is 
not too expensive to cool the entire 
house during such periods.

Removing 


Domestic Stains 


from Marble 


. 


By RICHARD GRAY 


Marble, for many good reasons, is enjoying a great 
revival of popularity as a handsomely obdurate and 
practical surfacing on tables and chests, kitchen and 
bathroom counters and fireplaces. In the ordinary course 
of household events, it is an easy material to keep clean, 
thriving on the damp-cloth treatment. But it suffers from 
a legendary reputation for being extremely tricky stuff 
to refinish, once it has been stained. 

It turns out, as I have proved for myself, that stain 
removal isn't so difficult at all. You can forestall much 
of the problem by selecting the proper kind of marble 
to begin with. But, once a stain appears, it can be 
removed with the simplest of materials and equipment, 
some of which you may already have in the house. 

The job is divided into two general parts: removal 
of the stain and restoring the finish. Lots of things affect 
marble in one way or another. Some merely stain: some 
etch the surface but do not stain; some do_ both. 
Restoring the finish is a matter of bleaching out the 
stain and then polishing the surface. 

This may sound like a lot of work, but actually it 


isn’t. The amount of work depends on where the marble

First-aid kit for the household stains that may beset marble 
includes simple materials usually kept on hand, plus a few 
that are easily available at the druggist’s or hardware store. 
Sandpaper, in both 400- and 600-grit textures, is the chief 


tool in removing marks of “etching” left by some stains. 
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t 


is used. A marble counter in the kitchen is hardly any 
problem because kitchen marble is usually dull, so won't 
show etchings. All you need worry about are the stains 
and oils, but on a working surface these stains will 
probably not be objectionable. 

In the living room the marble may be in a fireplace 
or the top of a table. Fire stains are troublesome, but 
you need cope with them only once or twice a year. 
A table top can be bothersome if you insist on a shiny 
surface because both stains and etchings will show. In 
the bathroom you will have to be careful about iodine 
and creams with oil in them, but little else. 

The intensity of a stain is somewhat proportionate 
to the length of time it has been on and the hardness 
of the marble. On white marble, stains will begin to 
show within a couple of hours and can usually be elimi- 


nated if you attend to them within 24 hours.

Stains that do not etch 


Foods (except oils) that stain 
but do not etch are tea, coffee and 
soft drinks that do 
not contain citric acid—root beer, 
for instance. Tea and coffee leave 
a light brown stain; soft drinks 


leave a dull tan stain.

All stains respond to this bleach- 
ing procedure: First, wash off the 
residue with clean water or a cloth 
dampened with ammonia. Then 
place a couple of folds of cleansing 
tissue or a white paper napkin over 
the stain. With a medicine dropper, 
saturate the tissue with hydrogen 
peroxide hair bleach (17 to 20 vol- 
ume, available at the drug store). 
On top of the peroxide, put a few 
drops of household ammonia. If the 
stain is only a few hours old, the 
bleaching should be complete with- 
in an hour or so. If the stain is a 
few days old, it may take 24 hours 
or more. A good way to keep the 
tissue moist is to put a piece of 
plastic sheeting over it. | borrow a 
vegetable bag from the kitchen, lay 
it over the poultice and anchor the 
edges with a couple of ash trays. 
When the stain has gone, rinse in 
clear water. 

If the color doesn’t respond with- 
in a day or two, take the marble to 
a polisher and let him work on it. 
He will probably use acids to eat 
away part of the surface to get un- 
der the stain. Then he will hone it 
smooth and repolish it. But if you 
try the same thing, you are likely 
to etch an uneven spot that will 
give you some trouble when you 
try to polish it.

This is a dish of quartered lamb

4 to 5 lamb kidneys per person 

Large onions 

Sweet paprika 

Flour 

Light cream 

Dry vermouth 

Butter 

Parsley 

Bayleaf 

Thyme 

Clove 

Salt and pepper 

Lemon juice 

Slice a big onion per person and 
stew it slowly in butter in an open 
pan until quite soft and pale gold- 
en, but not at all brown. Then add 
lamb kidneys, cut into quarters. 
Roll and stir them about in the hot 
butter and onion for a few min- 
utes; then dust them with a good 
pinch or two of sweet paprika. Stir, 
then dust them again with a pinch 
of flour, and stir again. Cover and 
allow to cook over the same low 
fire for a few minutes. 

Pour light cream over the kid- 
neys, almost enough to cover them. 


Season the cream with a large 
dash of dry vermouth, an herb 


bouquet composed of a few sprigs 
of fresh parsley, a fraction of a 
bayleaf, a small pinch of thyme 
and one clove, salt and pepper. 
Cover, and simmer gently until the 
kidneys are quite done (about 25 
minutes). It may be necessary to 
add a litthke more cream during 
the cooking. 

At the end, correct the season- 
ing, and pick it up with lemon

It is easy to hear the echoes of 
Negro melodies, including “Swing 
Low Sweet Chariot,” (first move- 
ment, second theme) in these mel- 
odies. On the other hand, we know 
that it was not Dvorak’s intention 
to use the actual folk songs for his 
themes. Dvorak himself stated, “I 
tried to write only in the spirit of 
these national American melodies.”

This is not only a free treat, but a fine opportunity 
to compare and purchase. Otherwise, start at the house, admis- 
sion all of 25¢. Here is Taos past: Indian arts and artifacts;

ie es, modern is dead. It was assassinated by the 
modernist cult. They disposed of it in a formula. 
They embalmed it as a style and a fashion. But 
before traditionalists celebrate, let them bury their 
own dead—their own dead styles and fashions of the 
past. For they too have killed the thing they love. 

Mistaking revivalism for tradition, the letter of the law 
for the spirit, they emptied tradition of meaning. The 
sacred ghosts they summon of Chippendale and Duncan 
Phyfe have made poor ghostly companions. 

If modern is dead then. and if traditional too is dead, 
where are we? What is left? 

Everything we like! All we have done is to throw away 
two useless labels: modern and traditional. We needn't 
throw away the good ideas or houses or furniture along 
with the labels. Let’s not confuse the tag with the thing. 

We want to rid ourselves of the ghost of Chippendale, 
not of the best Chippendale pieces or of the living tradi- 
tion of fine 18th-century cabinetry. We want to rid our- 
elves of rigid modernism, but not of such new, beautiful 


furniture I Robsjohn-Gibbings spread in all its splen- 


dor over the next five pages, symbolized by the tulip- 
shaped silver-tipped ferrule directly above, pointing the 
way to warmth and enrichment. 

Has there ever been a word more uneasily used than 
the word modern? Manufacturers have exhausted Roget's 
Thesaurus looking for substitutes: contemporary. casual. 
informal, modern provincial, modern traditional. country 
classical, ultra-modern and ultra-ultra-modern. Let's offer 
them some help: there’s also newborn, new-fangled, new- 
fashioned, newfledged, egg-new, brand new, brand spic- 
and-span new, brand splinter new, spanking new, untried, 
untouched, unhandled, untrodden, unbeaten, up-to-date. 
up-to-datish, up-to-the-minute, dernier cri and neoteric. 

But behind this semantic confusion lies real confusion. 
It is truly confusion thrice compounded. It might be 
uncompounded by separating the jumbled idea of modern 
into its three separate and distinct notions as: (1) every- 
thing made today, (2) the early 20th-century style called 
“modern” by museums called “modern,” and (3) the 
distinctive yet often-changing, label-defying work of crea- 
tive individuals like Frank Lloyd Wright, Robsjohn- 
Gibbings. Wormley, Nakashima and others. 

Let's examine the three notions one by one: 

(1) “Modern is everything made today.” In a manufac- 
turing sense this is certainly as true as either of the two 
other notions. But is the label modern of any use when 
it is attached to a reproduction made today of a Hepple- 
white chest of drawers? And suppose the Hepplewhite 
chest has its legs straightened and is otherwise “modern- 
ized”? Is it modern, traditional or modern-traditional ? 

(2) “Modern is the early 20th-century style called 
‘modern’ by museums called ‘modern.’” If this is the 
final meaning of modern, then the museums can have it— 
label, furniture and all. [If modern is the tag for boxy, 
cubistic designs or houses on uncertain legs, for interiors 
with a clinical look, then we know the time and place 
modern was murdered. Time: 1930's. Place: between the 
walls of museums called “modern,” better called “Mu-

(3) “Modern is the distinctive yet often-changing, label- 
defying work of some of the gifted designers of today.” 
Whenever we have written about modern, and so far, alas, 
-there has been no generally agreeable substitute, we have 
been using it in this third sense. Now, since we're on these

Is Modern Dead? continued 


We like them very much. We call them modern or rather 
good modern, And we call clinical, museum modern in the 
second sense, bad modern, although we recognize the faintly 
or even strongly moralistic tone that the use of good and 
bad carries with it these days, when morals are considered 
bad (excuse the word) taste. 

But the word modern is becoming so identified in archi- 
tecture, for instance, with the few publicized buildings of 
Le Corbusier, Mies van der Rohe and Gropius, and in furni- 
ture with the molded plywood, wire mesh, basket seat, non- 
support, hosed-down effect that we’re sorely tempted to give 
the word modern to museums as part of their permanent col- 
lections. Perhaps we should let it join Louis XVI, Empire, 
Directoire, Victorian and all the other historical styles with 
a card saying, “Early 20th Century,” miscalled “Modern.” 

Modern is dead! Long live post-modern! The first half of 
the 20th Century is over. Let’s get on with the second half. 
The first half spent so much time in negative revolt that it 
never did get around to much in the way of a positive con- 
tribution. It was like children who run so hard from their 
parents they never escape their presence. 

Modern tried so hard to be non-Victorian, to be non-deco- 
rative. non-flamboyant. that it became afraid of beauty, 


warmth. softness, emotion. If it had a slogan, and perhaps 
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that’s all it had, it was “Less is more.” So modern was 
refined and refined to a state of nothingness. Simplicity 
was the goal, and the goal was over-reached. 

Simplicity is not enough. It is, at the most, a temporary 
diet for the overweight. It can become a starvation diet 
if followed too long—and we think it has been followed 
much too long. That’s why you must forgive us if we seem 
somewhat ecstatic about the furniture you see before you. 

To us, and we hope to you, it’s like the first crocuses 
of spring, or should we say, the first tulips? For the 
inspiration here is no longer sharply angled machine forms, 
but the flowing lines of flowers, particularly the petals of 
a tulip. Not, mind you, in direct imitation, but rather in the 
spirit of their organic beauty. 

Here are soft. gentle curves, and curves too that are gay 
and even flamboyant with a controlled flamboyance. Note 
the touches of appropriate enrichment: the tapering walnut 
handles on the double chest of drawers in the bedroom (op- 
posite) mounted with silver tips like tulip petals. They are 
appropriate because they are in harmony with the slow out- 
ward curving front of the double chest and with the more 
sweeping curves of the coffee table in the foreground. 

If we can’t call this modern without being misunder- 


stood, how about post-modern? (Please turn to page 210)

lo the Modern Epicure garnishes mean flavor, texture and color, enrichments. complements 


and contrasts. They are the cues and exclamation points of a gourmet meal 



















hat is a garnish? It’s the cream in your coffee, the 

butter on your bread. It’s the ice in your highball, 

the cake’s frosting. the bonbon’s topping. It’s the 
flame on your crepes suzette, a mousse-filled swan of ice borne 
by two waiters into a banquet hall. It’s also the mustard on your 
hot dog, the relish on your hamburger, applesauce to go with 
pork chops, dressing for your salad or your turkey. It’s the nuts 
on your sundae, not to mention the mint spray on your julep, 
the truffle crowning your paté de foie gras, corn fritters and 
sweet potatoes to go with ham, perfect whole strawberries 
crowning a strawberry shortcake. Again, it’s a lobster tail or 
crab claws to tell you what's in the sea food salad. It could be 
an onion ring to tempt or warn you away. 


All this is pretty fair evidence that a garnish is no mere frill 





Whole shrimp, pepper rings and 


the cabbage shell reveal the ingredients 


of a truly wondrous cole slaw. 


Dx emphatic garnish and the cue-type are closely related. 
Often they’re used in the same dish. as on our May Wine table 
(page 195), a platter of Lobster Gloucester is garnished with 
cubes of lobster meat for emphasis: lobster tails, on the other 
hand, are simply informative. 

A strawberry mousse is generously bordered with sugared 
berries, plenty of them to glorify each portion, and also with 
strawberry leaves, to say in effect, “We grew these ourselves.” 
Or at least, that they're truly local. 

At buffet meals the signal is particularly helpful. You don’t 
have to fly pennants from your sandwich tray (I’ve seen it 
done!). Far better to label cucumber sandwiches with a few 
thin slices of cucumber and delicate sprays of watercress. 
Walnut halves, strips of shiny red pimiento, bright blades 
of chives—any of these will tell a story, speaking an epicurean 


Esperanto that everybody will understand.

or kickshaw—even though Webster does toss it off as an orna- 
ment, unimaginatively citing as an example, “fish decorated 
with a sprig of parsley.” 

Now we use—really use—a garnish to provide essential com- 
plements and contrasts, transforming a lamb chop, for instance, 
into a meal. (These are the hardest-working, most practical 
garnishes, adding nutrition, flavor, color and texture.) Some- 
times the garnish is used for emphasis, underlining with whole 
mushroom caps the mushroom flavor of a soup or sauce. Again, 
its a signal saying, “Look what’s here!” 

Always the garnish lends enrichment. But like grace notes 
used by masters—in food as in music—they do not merely 
embellish but become a delicate statement of the theme, an 


integral part of the composition. 





Here your imagination can hold full sway. If you make or 
buy a loaf of date-nut bread, use nuts and dates and maybe 
glazed orange peel. A lemon pie garnished with lemon slices 
won one of the big money prizes in the Pillsbury Bake-Off. In 
Trinidad they mark a platter of cold roast pork with a flower- 
wreathed pig’s head, or set china turkeys or chicken statuettes 
beside you-know-what. 

You'd be surprised how many allergic guests will call you 
blessed if you let them know, by using garnish, what the dish 
contains. Onions. for instance! Or even tomatoes, to which some 
people are sensitive. 

Often containers give more than a hint of what the dish in- 
cludes. It’s stylish, dramatic and very inexpensive to serve your 
slaw in a cabbage shell, fruit salad or compote in a melon. 
Corner-store sherbet takes on an air in the orange cups you 
“juiced” for breakfast. 

At the Caribe Hilton in Puerto Rico, coconut swizzles are 
sipped through straws from a coconut shell. Sour-creamed 
cucumbers take on a special elegance presented in their own 
boats. Celery leaves, carrot tops, asparagus fronds—all may be 
part of this decorative code. For the “signal,” as contrasted with 
the “emphasis,” need not be eatable. 

Fish, lobster and various fruit molds are most appropriately 
used with the foods they represent. Our grandmothers served 
eggs or chicken hash from setting hens of white china. In 
France, patés and civets of rabbit or duck are served from ter- 
rines suitably lidded to signal their contents. 

In many cases the dish is part of the recipe. What’s a deviled 
crab without its pink shell? (If you’re using either canned 
or quick-frozen crabmeat, you can buy sets of shells or 


replicas in aluminum foil or of Pyrex.) (Please turn the page) 
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Or 


The signal can be as simple as an apple filled with Waldorf 
salad, or as breathtaking as full plumage on a pheasant. But it 
is far more than decorative; it is the same as an exclama- 


tion point at the end of a sentence, signaling your attention. 
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A fanfaronade of blazing liqueurs 
on Parisian crépes is not just for show, 


but adds ineffable flavor. 


ae. are the merriest kinds of garnish. They are flames and 
ice, flowers and leaves—all the sugar fantasies, frostings and 
confections—branches of herbs and cinnamon sticks, fronds of 
dill and bouquets of cress—the twist of lemon peel in a 
Martini, a corkscrew of orange skin draped over the glass 
when you make a Horse’s Neck. Lemon wedges to squecze over 
shad roe or shaslik, lemon slices in black bean soup, whipped 
cream on gingerbread, bar-le-duc preserves bordering coeurs 
a la creme. a slice of Cheddar on apple pie. marrons glacés 
and sparkles of jelly—all the sambals that go with curry. 
xcept at Christmas pudding time, most of us too seldom use 
the glory of flame. Yet there are few garnishes that lend so much 


in the way of flavor and drama with so little effort. All sorts of 





food may be flambé, not just puddings and pancakes—the 
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crottes for onion soup, for instance, blazed with brandy; 
broiled kippers basted with white rum, Brazilian-fashion. In 
Haiti langouste as well as sweet potatoes and bananas are 
served au Barbancourt. The Dutch dip sugar lumps into lemon 


extract, press them into a mound of ice cream, set them afire 


and serve the whole thing inside a ring of ice. | 

An intriguing paradox is ice and flame, ice cream and blazing | 
fruits. And it needn’t always be Cherries Jubilee. Try fresh or | 
frozen drained raspberries some time on fresh poached peaches 
or péche Melba. The iciest dishes may be flamed if you remem- 


ber to warm the liquor slightly in a pipkin, set a match to it and © 


pour it blazing over or around your food. Thus you get flame 
without drowning your food in alcoholic fumes. 

When the weather is warm, ice is the most welcome of gar- 
nishes. Make your own ice sculpture (see page 195). Set your 
fruit cups and chilled soups, sea food cocktails and chilled 
desserts in bowls of crushed ice. Let ice cubes clink merrily in — 


Gaspacho. Make cubes of strong tea and coffee to use in iced 


drinks; as they melt they will strengthen rather than dilute. 


Garnish with flowers—it’s an old gourmet custom! In the 
earliest cookbooks, English as well as French and _ Italian, 
flowers are used not only for decoration but to make fritters 


and syrups, jellies, puddings, wines, confits and preserves.

Nasturtium leaves and flowers are no longer surprising in a_ 
tossed green salad. In France they use them on hors d’oeuvres 
trays too. In Venice, on May Day, violets go in with the let- 
tuces. To impart a taste and color somewhat like saffron, the 
Scotch use marigolds. Roses are perhaps the most popular of 
eating-flowers, but there are almost as many mentions of gilly- 
flowers (we call them carnations). The blossoms of apples, 
peaches, plums, quince, almond, elderberry and squash or 
pumpkin, the blue borage flower, white star-like bloom of wood- 
ruff are charming embellishments. In Hollywood they set 


camellias around breast of chicken. House BeauTiruL’s Party 





Editor, Virginia Stanton, serves a zombie in a gargantuan 
champagne saucer with a gardenia where the nose can nestle. 

Old as Noah, they say, is the use of vine leaves to wrap or 
decorate a savory morsel. All manner of greenery may be used, 


but it’s best to confine yourself to edible plants. When you use 
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fruit leaves make sure they have not been poisonously sprayed. 
Huckleberry, laurel, lemon and galyx leaves can be found at 
florists all year round. Most effective is to decorate a meat plat- 
ter, a cheese tray or a cooky plate—or an edible centerpiece of 
fruits, nuts and berries. 

So—pension the tired little parsley sprig. Chopped fine, it’s 
fine. Better still, try it French-fried. Dry large stalks thoroughly 
on paper towels, toss into deep hot fat for 1 or 2 seconds (no 


longer) and it will be crisp, bright green.

Wren a recipe tells you to save some of the most perfect fruit 
or mushrooms, sea food or whole nuts to use as a garnish for 
the finished dish—that’s for emphasis. 

This functional garnish has special interest in our era of 
standardized canned and frozen prepared foods, many of which 
are basically fine but not too distinguished. 

Sally Larkin, talented editor of the most recent edition of 
Cooking for Two, has a secret. She says, “I pick out the most 
expensive item in the list of ingredients and then add some 
more.” More lobster to canned lobster bisque, a goodly dollop 
of salted whipped cream to top any canned cream soup. A tiara 
of bacon strips on a crock of pork and beans. A whole canned 
tomato in each bowl of Campbell’s tomato soup, transforming 


it into Potage Portugaise.

As poets court le mot juste, the perfect word, so artists in the 
gastronomic field have through the centuries sought the perfect 
combinations, the proper potato to go with roast, steak or chops. 
with fish or a platter of cold meats. So they discovered the 
penchant of lamb for tomatoes and eggplant, the ancient liaison 
of sauced fish and crisp julienne potatoes, the century-old love 
affair between roast beef and cauliflower a la hollandaise. The 
French classicists have a word for these hallowed affinities; they 
call them garnitures, which (as André Simon puts it) must not 
only decorate a dish when it is served but “add to its enjoy- 
ment: their colour and flavouring being devised to combine and 
assist the colour and flavour of whatever is the chief part of 
the dish.”

In this heyday of the one-dish meal, the classic garnitures 
take on new interest. Some of them, like the hominy cakes and 
currant jelly served with game, have persisted; only their classic 
names have been forgotten. Others are esoteric, wildly expen- 
sive and elaborate—fun to read about! Like Le Banquier, which 
makes use of boned, stuffed larks and quenelles of game. An- 
other. godfathered by Briilat-Savarin, calls for “small tartlets 
of puff paste filled with a mousse of snipe or woodcock and a

he use of music in therapy, mental or physical, is by no 

means untried; much has already been written on the 

subject and several large-scale experiments have been 
undertaken by hospitals. What makes this particular case his- 
tory remarkable is the benison of music in a family which is 
far from musically educated or sophisticated. 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick is of Welsh extraction, Mr. Kirkpatrick of 
Scottish. Mrs. Kirkpatrick says she is Welsh and claims cer- 
tain prerogatives due to her nationality. She thinks she was 
born musical. “All the Welsh sing,” she assures one. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick, on the other hand, traces no characteristic, 
musical or otherwise, back to Scotland. He is an American. 
An average American, as he tells you with emphasis. He is 
also (as you might guess) “a plain business man.” 

As average Americans, the Kirkpatrick family live in an 
average house in one of the good suburban sections of Pitts- 
burgh. They enjoy, one would guess, a more than average 
income and they have experienced, or rather had experienced 
until two and a half years ago, less than average sorrow. 

The Kirkpatricks have two sons, Joseph who is married and 
who now has two little lusty and snoopy boys of his own 
(David, aged two, and Joseph Jr., aged five) and Bill, who 
is nineteen. This family is bound together not only by abstract 
family affection but by one concrete interest in which all share, 
though in varying degree. That interest is music. Even Mr. 


Kirkpatrick’s mother, a great-grandma with considerable

his way back to health 


This is the story of a family who sought help, in simple music, for the ordeal of polio 


energy. is very fond of music. though what she likes 
best is making needlepoint covers for dining room chairs. 

Only in Mrs. Kirkpatrick’s life did music play a professional 
role. She studied at the Boston Conservatory, and when she 
was a girl she appeared in one of the operetta companies 
which in those days toured the small towns of the East. She 
was the first woman to sing with an orchestra over station 
KDKA, Pittsburgh, in radio’s tentative and experimenting 
days. She long ago gave up any ambition for professionalism, 
though she still likes to direct the choir of her church. Her early 
experience suffices. however, for the boys and her husband 
to refer to her as “the musician in the family.” They over- 
praise her musicality as they under-praise their own. 

It is probable that Mr. Kirkpatrick is not as unmusical as 
he pretends to be. It is certain that Bill has developed his 
maternal musical inheritance to a degree of considerable skill: 
He is one of the leading players in the school band: he can 
play the saxophone and the clarinet. in addition to the piano 
and the organ. He started with piano lessons when he was five 
years old, but soon afterward he saw in a Pittsburgh depart- 
ment store one of the small. electric home organs. Bill was 
fascinated by all its gadgets. the stops. the pedals. the double 
keyboard. It was not until a dozen years later that such an 
organ entered the Kirkpatrick home and was set up next to the 
small spinet piano in what they proudly call their music room. 


The organ was a present from Mr. Kirkpatrick to his wife

They all took to music for peace of mind. 
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who is fond of church music and who thought it would be nice 
to have an organ on which to play hymns, hymns such as the 
old Welsh tune. “God That Madest Earth and Heaven,” which 
of course all the Welsh sing. Mrs. Kirkpatrick liked the organ 
very much, but the others took it in their stride, and after 
the first newness had worn off, it took its place in the measured 
lives of the family. 

Measured lives are torn apart by unmeasurable occurrences. 
When Bill was seventeen years old, in September 1951. he was 
stricken with polio. It was a severe case. He had to be put 
in an iron lung. At one moment. the doctors almost gave him 
up: he was almost completely paralyzed. Then he rallied a 
little. He stayed in the hospital and afterward in a nursing 
home {rom September to November. On Thanksgiving Day he 
was allowed to go home, though he was still very ill. During 
this time his mother nursed him completely. She never stopped. 
She never shed a tear. For a time his desire to live seeped 
away from the young boy. He knew very well what he had 
and how sick he was. It was his mother’s task to instill in 
him the fight for life. to push him onto the road away from 
horror, to make him flex his hands, to force him to move, to 
exercise, however painfully, to make him eat when swallowing 
a mouthful was a project. 

To the polio ward in the hospital there came from time to 
time some entertainers to cheer up the patients. A boy came,

cuessed to be traditional, was designed by John Lord King, 
owner-architect, in 1936 (the living room furniture he de- 
signed in 1951.) Call it modern furniture in an 18th-century 
tradition or call it traditional furniture brought up to date. 
It doesn’t matter. And it’s not truly important. The Kings 
like it and find it appropriate. 

The house itself was built in the last few years. It is the 
second house Mr. King has built for his family; the first was 
built in the mid-thirties. Here, then, is the product of mature 
thinking by a mature architect, designing and building for 
the personal requirements and desires of his own family, and 
for the second time. There is a lesson for all of us in the way 
he achieved the grace and charm of tradition without at all 
renouncing the practicality and common sense of today’s 
planning, building and equipment. 

“For the last four years or so, perhaps since the war,” Mr. 
King says, “there have been a lot of building ideas thrown 
into the pot, a lot of fresh thinking. And now the average 
client and architect are putting them all together freely for 
the best solution to their own particular region and needs. 
They are not declaring their ‘modernness’. They are trying 
to solve their particular problems. They simply apply all 
that has proved good and useful in traditional or modern

building to their own job in order to get a good house. 


Storage wall of gallery discloses various sections as 
the sliding doors move one way or another. There is 
space for housekeeping service equipment, book shelves, 
bar, piano and visitors’ clothes closet. It is one of 


modern aspects of this house without a label. 


“In the case of my own house, the site dictated the solution. 
It’s a saddle of land with two good views. So I built a house 
with two wings to take full advantage of both of them. I put 
in glass where we wanted it for the view or the light. And I 
filled in the walls where we didn’t want glass. I joined the 
two wings by a sort of gallery or passageway [see pictures 
above] with a garden or patio between.” 

That long passageway was admirably turned to advantage 
for storage purposes. One entire wall is lined with compart- 
ments for a piano, book shelves, bar, visitor’s clothes closet 
and house-servicing equipment—neatly covered with sliding 
doors. The other wall, almost entirely glass, can be opened 
to the patio and turn the passageway into a garden room. 

The same fine rationality inspired the bedroom on the 
facing page. It’s an excellent example of a multi-purpose 
retreat for adults with grown children who might take over 
the living room with their young friends. It has its own access 
to the patio-terrace as well as to the deck outside the bedroom. 
It provides Mr. King with a private office and Mrs. King with 
plenty of space for her large loom. (She wove the upholstery 
fabric for the old English chair in the photograph above and 
to the far right on the opposite page.) 

Natural materials are naturally used and have a unifying 


effect throughout the house. The (Please turn to page 256) 
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The upholstery fabric of this old English 
chair was woven by Mrs. King on the 
loom below.

The bedroom is a world unto itself with 
all the facilities for relaxation and 
private pursuits.

timeless, undated design. It’s the key to versatile usefulness

ne sure test of good design is adaptability. You are perhaps most 
conscious of this when you observe how certain motifs of antiquity 
seem as compatible with contemporary design as they are with tradi- 
tional. But there is plenty of present-day design that exhibits this same 
versatility. The fabrics shown here are excellent examples of it. In fact, 
we prove the point by showing one of these fabrics in two different 


settings. Its adaptability lies in a quality you would do well to look for 





in any fabric you buy—a basically lovely but understated pattern, free of 


the design clichés of either past or present. Sound design is the catalyst

How to be the only house in town 


with a breeze 


This house ts so packed with know-how tt is worth a lot of your time. 


It shows how a house can work for you, not against you 
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This little green oasis is eloquent testimony to the climate- 
control superiority of this Oklahoma house. For the plants 
growing here are thriving when the surrounding country 
is brown and parched. The secret is more than watering. 
For no amount of water could make caladium. fern, di- 
centra, alocasia, fig or ginger do well if other conditions 
were not also right. The fig tree is normally a conservatory 
plant in cold climates; others are also tender. This outdoor 


room becomes part of the house in summer.

| ie July, when our editor and photographer took 
the pictures of this house in Yukon, Oklahoma, it was 
105 degrees outdoors but only 85 degrees indoors. 

Here lies the nub of this story. 

This house combines skillfully many knowledgeable 
ideas and tricks—both old and new—so many that we 
hardly know which to rate as most important. Perhaps 
it does not matter, for all of them taken together add up 
to fine working architecture. Yet the house does not 
look tricky, or weighted down with gimmicks. People 
could go through it unaware of these suave devices. 

To properly evaluate the merit of this house, you 
must realize that the climate of Oklahoma is truly 
tough. Temperatures range from 0° to 105°. Winter 
winds from the northwest blow from 10 to 65 miles per 
hour. Tornadic, dry winds blow from the southwest in 
the hottest part of the late summer. These two types of 
winds are not wanted, and must be turned away by the 
house and its exterior devices. Pleasant winds come 
from the southeast in late spring and early summer. 
East winds or no winds at all occur in July and August. 

So you see, a house in Oklahoma must be ready to 
solve all kinds of wind conditions at different times of 
the year: to bring in or turn away air movements from 
nearly every direction, with all stages of adjustment. 

Many things in the design of Architect Richard 
Kuhlman contribute to this solution. He used the wall 
masses of the house itself to control the winds: as 
baffles to turn wind away on the sides toward the bad 
winds, and to serve as air scoops on the sides toward 
the good winds. He made an H-shape floor plan with 
superb blow-through characteristics, so the house is

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How to be the only house in town only one room wide at every point. The south part of the 
| open H plan is a screened, partially roofed court or 
! with a breeze continued atrium. The court is open to pleasant breezes and looks 
out upon cool, shaded scenery. The rooms that group 
around two sides of this garden court (living, dining 
rooms and kitchen) have sliding glass walls that push 
almost entirely away, opening up 51 feet of space without 
a partition to break the breezes. 

The third wall of ‘this garden court is a bedroom, and 
it has high windows at the ceiling line to give the bed- 
‘room cross ventilation and to evacuate the hot air at the 
ceiling. Thus 65 feet or the whole width of the house 
opens toward the good breezes. 

But that is not all. Some savvy aerodynamic tricks are 
at work here. See in the cross-section sketch at bottom of 
this page how the breeze enters on the right. and is 


squeezed by the descending roof (Please turn to page 268) 


The look-through nature of this house also 
illustrates its blow-through characteristics. 
Yet these big open spaces close in winter, 
completely separating kitchen and distant 
living room from the outdoor screened court. 
At the right of the above picture, you are 
looking aown the ramp from the higher bed- 
room wing to the front entry. Two levels of 
house follow slope of hill it stands on.

Ys ty CREATE THE SAME GENERAL CONDITIONS THROUGH EXTENSIVE AREAS 
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The more perpendicular a site to the rays of the sun, the higher its 
ground temperatures. Each additional degree of slope is roughly equiv- 
alent to moving the site one more degree of latitude. The nine-degree, 
south-facing slope in St. Louis has the approximate ground tempera- 
ture of a flat site in New Orleans, while the eight-degree north slope 
approximates a Duluth flat-ground temperature. Spring can come 
weeks carlier on a south-facing side of a hill. 





CLOUD REFLECTION CAN INTENSIFY THE SUNS HEAT 


On a boat or at the beach, increased solar radiation by reflections from 
water or white sand may cause more sunburn than you expect. Bright. 
reflective cumulus clouds, forming in the updrafts over uneven terrain, 
can intensify the sun’s heat in the same manner. Hazy, cloudy skies 
also reflect heat. (See House Beautirut’s research in March, 1954.) 


OCEANS CREATE EVENER, MOISTER CLIMATES 


An ocean is one of the world’s best heat-storage reservoirs, absorbing 
95% of the incoming solar radiation. Land absorbs about one-third 
or less, reflecting the remainder and re-radiating some of its own 
stored heat as well. When night shuts off the heat source, the sea 
retains nearly all its absorbed warmth while the land radiates it away 
rapidly, causing a wide variation between day and night ground 
temperatures. Also, the low dense maritime sky ceiling reflects back 
any ocean heat loss; that lost from the ground. except in hot humid 
climates, is totally lost through the high ceiling. 

The close day-and-night heat balance within the water creates a 
relatively even ocean climate. which spreads to some extent over 
adjacent land areas. On flat terrain this maritime air may reach 
inland for miles before its final dissipation by the contrasting ground 
conditions. Or a mountain range may block this air mass. and the 
inland country may be dry with greater temperature extremes though 
only a short distance from the water. If you have flown along our 
western seacoast you may have seen the definite edge of a maritime 
climate, marked by banks of fog piled against the hills or stretching 
in long tongues up the valleys. 

Due to the general easterly air circulation of the United States. 
the effects of maritime climates are more evident and extensive on 
the Pacific coast than along the Atlantic seaboard. 


The home in one city may require more winter heating than those 

of a city a few miles away; a plant that does well in one garden may 

refuse to respond in the yard of a neighboring town. Microclimates 
: responsible for these conditions make it difficult or impossible to lay 
* down hard-and-fast rules for their behavior throughout any general 
“s. area. Foliowing are some reasons for these variations. 
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SOME MICROCLIMATIC FACTORS ARE IMPORTANT ENOUGH TO ‘

Temperature drops about three degrees for each thousand teet of 

elevation, enough to make a noticeable difference between the climates 

of suburbs at different elevations in mountainous cities. Though 

ground temperatures during the day may be about the same, the 

greater inflow of cool surrounding air and faster radiation of heat 

from the ground through the thinner air of the heights cause a cooler 

climate as well as greater temperature extremes.

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MOUNTAINS REGULATE MOISTURE AND TEMPERATURE 


An air mass cools as it is driven up a mountain slope by a prevailing 
wind, often to its precipitation point. By the time it reaches a high 
crest, all its moisture may have been “wrung out” and deposited on 
the windward slopes. As a result, leeward slopes receive scant rainfall 
from the descending air mass, which also warms as it drops. Arid 
“shadows” are formed along and behind the eastern slopes of the 
Sierra Nevadas. the Cascades, the Rockies. and many other ranges 
perpendicular to west-to-east storm tracks. while their western sides 
are green and humid. Appalachian slopes. more parallel to a major 
storm track. are more uniform.

PROPER ORIENTATION TO TERRAIN FEATURES 
PROVIDES YOUR NATURAL MICROCLIMATES 


The microclimates you should be most concerned with are those affect- 
ing your own piece of property in relation to your neighborhood. Chances 
are against your finding a lot with a microclimate ready-made for 
counteracting the disagreeable aspects of your big climate. Shop for 
conditions to take the sting out of the biggest microclimatic drawbacks, 
and take care of secondary faults with controls of your own device. 

Don’t expect the microclimates to change your conditions too radi- 
cally from your neighbor’s; if it snows on his property yours will 
probably receive the same treatment. But the difference of a few 
gained degrees of temperature may mean the saving of your plants in 
a radiation frost, and a strategic orientation to the sun may allow the 
shutting down of your furnace for more hours of the day.

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SURFACE CONDITIONS VARY EFFECTS OF RADIATION 


You may wonder why dew or frost forms earlier on one spot than on 
another, or lingers longer in the morning. The ground surface itself 
is one good reason. Heat-absorptive properties of substances vary from 
the ocean’s 95%, to 10% or less for a surface covered with grass or 
leaf litter. Granite, with about 70%, has a good heat-storage capacity. 
Size of arrows in the diagram indicates relative amounts of heat 
stored or reflected back to the atmosphere by other materials. 
Ability of a substance to conduct heat depends a great deal on its 
density. Grass, leaf litter, cultivated soil and snow are poor absorbers 
because of their many air spaces. The ocean, granite and damp soil 
are good absorbers because they lack air spaces. The more heat a sur- 
face can store during the day, the more slowly it loses warmth by night 
radiation. Dew or frost is postponed until sufficient cooling occurs. 


INCREASE OF RADIATING AND REFLECTING 
SURFACES INTENSIFIES HEAT 


Heat reaches you by radiation and 
reflection from ground and _ other 
surfaces as well as by direct sun 
rays. Boulders, rock outcroppings 
and other variations from level con- 
ditions increase total radiating 
area. In a hot country many radiat- 
ing surfaces can create furnace- 
like temperatures. But they also 
amplify feeble heat rays into pleas- 
ant sun pockets in colder sections. 
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CITY CLIMATES TEND TO BE EVENER THAN 
THOSE OF THE SURROUNDING COUNTRY 


The masonry and paving of the city absorb solar radiation more slowly 
than the country textures, causing the urban climate to lag behind 
in the general morning warm-up. Evening radiation is slower along city 
streets, causing them to retain their heat longer than the country lanes. 
This makes the city dweller subject to lesser diurnal temperature vari- 
ation than his rural neighbor, But averages in town tend to be several 
degrees warmer, due to the heat-holding capacities of the many sur- 
faces of stone, brick and concrete that abound in cities. 












SMOGS OR SMAZES CREATE MICROCLIMATES 
PECULIAR TO LARGE CITIES 


The great domes of haze covering many of our large cities alter their 
Benal climates. When incoming radiation prevails, and the amount of 
heat directed toward the ground is greater than the amount lost at 
night, the haze acts as a gigantic parasol to keep the ground cooler. 
Dust, soot, smoke and other foreign particles in the air absorb a por- 
tion of the sun and sky radiation. 

When the net radiation is mostly outgoing, the blanket serves in a 
reyerse manner to turn back and hold the heat generated below by 
fires, etc. The amount of cooling by a haze is slight. but its heat re- 
tention properties may keep the city a couple of degrees warmer than 
surrounding country. But you pay for the leveling off with smarting 
yes, grimy curtains.

[uch of the United States offers little natural topographical shelter 
Zainst the wind. You may have had to turn on your headlights in the 
aytime when driving through the dust stirred up by a fresh wind 
rough an open agricultural area. Trees and buildings offer shelter 
ander such conditions. The amount of protection increases with the 
amber and density of the objects in the path of the wind. as each ob- 
acle serves as an additional baffle to further reduce its force. Ground

irfaces of grass or low plant growth are effective brakes. Around 
xnard, California, or in the Rhone Valley of France, repeated rows 
tall trees effectively protect orchards, fields, homes from strong 
inds sweeping across flat, open plains.

A "CARPBACK’ RIDGE PROVIDES SMOOTHER

When you want to turn your back to the wind or storm, pick the proper 
shape of hill for your shelter. The rounded ridge passes the winds 
over the house in a smooth and even manner, like an airplane wing. 
Eddies swirl behind an abrupt ridge or bluff, causing dustiness, im- 
proper drawing of chimneys, and other annoyances. 


BREEZES CAN BE AMPLIFIED 
BY VENTURI EFFECTS 
INTO STRONG WIND- 


Mountain passes or narrow valleys 
may be as drafty as the high peaks. 
When a moving air mass is blocked 
by an obstacle such as a mountain 
range, it escapes through the handi- 
est opening rather than flowing 
uniformly over the crests. The wind 
speed-up from this factor is similar 
to that of the water of a pent-up, 
slow-moving river escaping through 
a break in a dam. You need not 
go to the Sierras or Rockies to 
notice this. Same effect to a lesser 
extent occurs through low hills or 
any uneven ground. You can pick 





a site to avoid or take advantage 
of these airstreams. 





SIMILAR VENTURI EFFECTS OCCUR ON CITY STREETS 


Wind variations are found on flat ground as wel. Here, the houses 
and gardens lining the street block the full force of the breeze from 
site No. 1. The wind is accelerated down the open street to give in- 
creased draftiness to site No. 2. The same effect is caused by a cutting 
through a grove of trees. In a hot, humid climate, where good breezes 
are crucial to comfort, site No. 2 would be the best lot to buy. 


STREET LAYOUT CAN MODIFY THE WIND ALOFT 


When the wind aloft flows across 
a street or a cutting. the effects of 
the houses or trees bordering the 
opening set up secondary currents. 
In these diagrams. the small arrows 
show their relative force and direc- 
tion according to the overhead 











wind. From some angles. dead air 
spaces are created along the bor- 
ders. an important factor in a 
muggy climate when you wish to 
take advantage of the slightest air 
movement.

SHADOW PLAY ?

a ardeners are well aware of shadows—but as something to avoid. 

When shade is deep. plants that must have bright sunshine just 

won’t grow. Non-gardeners often think of a shadowy place as a 

cheerless, dreary place to avoid. Why then deliberately introduce 

shadows into modern gardening? Because controlled and planned

fences too fussy in their own pattern and design to provide 
an area for other, richer shadows. To exploit shadow play 
you must provide: 

1. A simple shadow pattern. This requires thoughtful 
pruning of your plants so that branches are individuals, 
not tangled masses. Such pruning helps your plants too, 
not to mention how much it cuts down on the work of 
protecting them with pest-killing sprays. If your shadow 
pattern is man-made, such as from an overhead trellis, keep 
the pattern simple. as shown illustrated (page 189). 

2. Unc‘uttered display space to catch the shadows. These 
must be plain, whether they are flat or vertical. Lawn grass 
and pavings on non-obvious patterns are fine. So are simple 
board fences or plain brick walls, though they need a coat 
of white paint for greatest eflectiveness. 

Beginning gardeners and the “Saturday Carpenter” type 
of home handyman are ideally equipped to capitalize on 
shadow play. They do things simply. And you can’t keep 
your designs too simple when dealing with shadows. [very 
line you add to your garden—whether as an extra branch 
you leave in place or as a stick of lumber you add to what 
you are building—is doubled by its shadow. You see both 
the original and its shadow. Often the shadow is many times 
the length and width of the original. as when the shadow is 
caught on a distant wall (see top photograph on page 189). 

Shadows were once held in high favor by garden plan- 
ners. Think of the Old World patio or the Japanese gar.!en. 
Don’t let the search for flower color blind you any longer.

WEEDS 


Crabgrass: Today’s crabgrass killers contain either 
potassium cyanate or phenyl mercury compounds. 
The former costs less, and with one application 
gives quick control of average infestations; mer- 
cury treatments usually need repeating at least 
once. Mercury compounds, however, are less likely 
to cause tip burning of desirable lawn grasses 
and are easier on clover, too, but do poison ani- 
mals. Neither chemical should be used if condi- 
tions aren't favorable for growth of the preferred 
grasses. 

If your lawn has a light infestation, a late 
spring application just as the crabgrass seedlings 
appear may suffice. Discoloration is more preva- 
lent in dry periods, so don’t apply during a 
drought, unless you can water lawn thoroughly 
a day or two before treatment and continue reg- 
ular watering afterward, If the infestation is 
heavy, late summer may be the better time to 
curb crabgrass. Then you can follow up with 
aerifying, feeding and reseeding so your lawn 
appears brown with dead crabgrass for the short- 
est possible time. Spraying in time to prevent 
seed formation cuts down next year’s infestation. 
Don’t use these chemicals on a new lawn or one 
with much bent grass. 


Quackgrass: If this vicious weed defies your every 
gardening attempt, you'll want to be among the 
first to use its new chemical control, maleic hy- 
drazide. This formulation for killing quackgrass in 
the home garden will be available for the first time 
this season. It should be sprayed on the garden plot 
in spring as soon as all of the quack seems to have 
sent up leafy shoots. Then, after four to eight days, 
the grass is plowed under. Since maleic hydrazide 
has no residual effect in soil, the garden can be 
planted immediately. 


Dandelion, plantain: 2.4-D (alone or with 2.4.5-T) 
kills these and other broadleaf lawn weeds, Both 
liquid and dry forms are most effective if applied 
in spring or fall when weather is sunny and weeds 
are active—not when plants are stunted by drought 
or starvation and can’t absorb enough of the killer 
to be effective. Foliage, however, should be dry at 
time of application. 

Don’t use 2,4-D on new lawns until grass has 
built up a good root system. Bent grass is sensitive 
to this chemical, so any application to it is risky. 
Dichondra is not a grass, so do not treat it. 
Avoid mowing lawn for five days after application 
to allow chemical to move from leaves to roots and 
kill entire plant. Reseed and feed bare spots at 
once so new weeds won't (Continued on page 272) 
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BUGS 


Aphids: Abnormal curling or distortion of leaves or 
blossoms and sticky honeydew on foliage indicate 
aphids at work. The small, slow-moving insects 
cluster in curled leaves or buds and reproduce 
rapidly. Lindane and malathion are most effective 
controls, but nicotine dusts or nicotine-sulphate 
soap sprays are effective at high temperatures. 






Beetles: Badly chewed leaves and flowers indicate 
the presence of one or several beetles. DDD. DDT, 
methoxychlor, lindane or rotenone. alone or in 
multi-purpose sprays, give good control. 


Borers: These insects which chew inside green or 
woody stems are the larvae of beetles, grubs, 
moths. Sawdust in holes in tree trunks indicate 




















borers at work inside, Iris borers gnaw their way 







from the leaves down into the rhizomes. Other 
kinds work in the roots or stems. may cause a sud- 
den wilting of part of plant. DDT can be sprayed 
or dusted on plants likely to be attacked: tree 
trunks can be painted with a DDT solution. 










Bugs: Lacebugs suck from the underside of leaves of 
azalea, rhododendron and many shade trees. leay- 
ing a tell-tale “varnish” and causing stippling of 
upper leaf surfaces. Lindane is preferable to DDT 
since the latter increases the redspider-mite popu- 









lation. One application in late May should do the 
job. Several plant bugs stunt flower and vegetable 
plants, usually leaving tiny brown, white or green 





spots on leaves. Use DDT on ornamentals, pyreth- 





rum or methoxychlor on vegetables. 


















Caterpillars: These larvae of moths and butter- 
flies are sometimes spectacular in their destruc- 
tion of trees and shrubs. Cankerworm, eastern 
tent caterpillar and the brown caterpillar of the 





gypsy moth are particularly dangerous. can strip 





entire trees of foliage. DDT put on with a power 





sprayer is the best way to cope with them. Home- 





owners in the Northeast should be on guard this 
spring for an especially heavy gypsy moth out- 
break. As soon as the caterpillars have hatched 


the DDT spray should be applied by tree experts.

which quickly run together, cause flowers to wilt, 
but remain on plant. Spores spread disease rapidly, 
making mush of the petals. Most effective control 
is spray containing zineb or nabam applied as a fine 
mist two or three times weekly during blooming 
period. Ferbam also works well but discolors 
flowers. 


Botrytis blight: If brown rot areas appear on 


petals, leaves or stems of such plants as peonies, 
gladiolus, lilies and tulips. botrytis is probably the 
cause, particularly if weather has been wet and 
cool. Fuzzy mold may also appear on infected 
tissues. Remove and burn diseased parts of plant. 
In cool weather dust or spray weekly with zineb. 








Damping off: Sudden wilting or rotting of seedlings 


you've started indoors is due to seed- or soil-borne 
diseases. Treating seeds with dusts packaged for 
this purpose or with captan before sowing will 


help you avoid this exasperating experience. 











Leaf spots: Black spot of roses is one of most con- 


cern to gardeners. Areas up to a half-inch are 
black with fuzzy margins; leaves turn yellow and 
drop. Avoid overhead watering late in day and make 
weekly applications of a rose spray or dust con- 
taining captan, copper, ferbam, sulphur or zineb. 














Powdery mildew: This whitish powdery growth or 


mold on plants. sometimes with blackened or dis- 
torted tissues. attacks mature leaves of some 
plants. young growth of others. Roses, phlox. chry- 
santhemums and zinnias are particularly suscepti- 
ble and should be treated at first sign of mildew 
with copper or sulphur in a spray or dust. or with 
the new Mildex which is specifically for mildew. 
Treat weekly as long as infection exists. Lilac 
mildew is unsightly but has little effect on plant 
health. so may not be worth bothering about. 
Don’t use sulphur or Mildex during hot weather— 


either one may burn foliage or flowers.

b now, presumably, you’ve played The Taste Game 
yourself, and you’ve seen how a dozen or so others 
played The Game of freely choosing what they'd like to 
buy for their homes, if money were no object. 

Dozens of people went on this mental shopping spree 
with us. Unfortunately there wasn’t space enough to show 
them all. although their choices were extremely fascinating 


and revealing. 


Here’s what we learned. Perhaps it will also interest 


you and encourage your own free taste. 


I. People are a lot freer than you might think. They are 
less subject to the “fashions” of the moment than you 


might suspect. 


2. At the midpoint of the 20th-Century, the best of today 
for an alert, knowledgeable American means the best of 
all times and all countries. We coolly survey the products 
of the world when we shop for tableware, floor coverings, 
silver, furniture and everything we need, because to an 
extraordinary extent everything ts laid out for us in our 
own local shops or in the nearest big city. American chairs 
jostle Danish, French and English in the same store or 
next door. We can buy Persian, Indian or Moroccan rugs, 
American or Scandinavian, Navajo or Berber. Our tastes 


range widely in time and space. 


3. When freely choosing, people’s choices show a com- 


pletely individual taste but add up nevertheless to a 





harmonious whole. Without even thinking about it, their 
choice of silver combines beautifully with their china, al- 
though the first may be 18th-century English and the sec- 
ond, modern Austrian, Tlre same is true of the rugs they 
choose and of the furniture. The colors and patterns, the 
forms and textures that they like in one thing recur again 
and again in other things, and when everything is brought 
together there is a unity of one person’s taste—personal, 


independent yet co-ordinated. 


4. The main limitation is ignorance. You can’t know 
whether or not you like Moroccan rugs until you see a 
few first. One man played The Game before and after he 
made a trip to Mexico. His post-Mexican choices certainly 
showed that he saw and liked things that he never dreamed 
of before. However, some of the most widely ranging 
players had never left America! They had acquired their 
surprising breadth of taste and information from antique 


shops as well as import stores, catalogs and auctions. 
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| 5. Among informed people, there is a unanimity of taste | 

that is well worth examining. Repeatedly these things were 

chosen: (a) in accessories: ancient Chinese bronzes as | 

well as modern American ceramics (often by Gertrud and 

Otto Natzler); (b) in tableware: modern Austrian Arz- 

berg. 18th-century English, Chinese Lowestoft, Japanese 

lacquer and plain white French Limoges; (c) in silver: 

modern Danish and early American Paul Revere, modern 

Swedish and 18th-century English; (d) in glass: early 

American and modern Swedish, modern American, mod- 

ern Dutch and French Baccarat; (e) in floor coverings: | 

modern Moroccan, Swedish and American, and inevitably | 

French Aubusson, Chinese and Indian. | 
What does this unanimity prove? We are not sure, but 

there are two possibilities: First, that even the most 

widely traveled and experienced of us are subject to the 

taste of our time—that the agreement among us is due to 

our similar cultural background. Second, that there are 

objective, classical qualities in the things we like which 

have appealed and will always appeal to countless genera- 

tions of human beings, as long as we share our humanity. 

In other words, there may be an absolute beauty. | 
Then again the first and second possibilities need not be 

mutually exclusive. We can only choose the best things 


Copper has always been first choice 
for water pipes and fine cooking utensils.

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You can make 


Your Own Movies 
No. 2 


By CECILE STARR 


I f you followed my advice last month, you now have a 16mm 
motion picture camera and a home projector, preferably with 
sound, and you're ready to make movies. You may even have 
shot a few practice rolls of film. 

I hope your best shots were beautiful—to show what a 
source of pleasure and pride home movies can be. Don’t worry 
about the poor shots—out of focus, unsteady, off-balance, 
under-blurred or over-exposed “pans,” and short snips that 
characterize the beginner’s work. These are the shots you 
will learn from. 

But movie-making is more than a matter of shots, good or 
bad. It is good equipment, a good subject and a good amount 
of planning before shooting, careful editing afterward. 

The key words, remember, are subject, planning, editing. 

Subject comes first, and you have the widest possible range. | 
It may be your local Fourth of July or fishing in Colorado, 
winter scenes or this year’s chapter of the family album, 
making a garden or young Tommy learning baseball—any- 
thing in the world that centers around your life and your | 
interests. home, family or friends. No one can provide you 
with a ready-made subject, but I can give you personal | 
assurance that the more specific it is in your mind before | 
you start shooting, the more enjoyable it will be on the 
screen to your audience and yourself. 

Once your subject has been selected, stick to it as well 
as you can. In the long run this is more fun than pointing 
the camera at everything you run across. Subjects are plenti- 
ful, and they are free. Unlike Hollywood, which pays dearly 
for everything. you can have your subject, sets, costumes, 
props and cast for just the taking. Why not use them with 
the feeling of privilege? 

Planning is the next step. No matter how clever or attrac- | 
tive your subject may be, it cannot arrange itself inte 
enjoyable movie form. So before you start shooting, decide 
on the structure, mood and general content of the finished 


film. Plan the people and poses and places you will shoot,

This is not child’s play I am sug- 
gesting to you, it is an important 
part of the construction of a mo- 


tion picture. Preparation of this | 


sort shows you how your own eyes 
work to make things interesting. 
Use your camera similarly. 

The eye test will give you the 
secrets of many valuable movie 
techniques. For example, you will 
see that there is little or no place 
for the fast up-and-down, back-and- 
forth “pan” shot. (When you went 
to look at the car, you didn’t stand 
on the sidewalk and turn your head 
in a semi-circle to take in its lines 
and details.) Long shots, medium 
shots and close-ups are easier to 
use when you realize that they are 
only adaptations of the logical ad- 
justments your eye makes for you 
in every waking hour, to make see- 
ing a meaningful experience. 

In planning your film you need 
not prepare an elaborate script. 
This can actually be a hindrance to 
the beginner. A simple outline is 
best and, however sketchy it may

out careful editing of your films, I 
have the perfect cure for you. 

Just think what a Hollywood 
movie would look like if it were 
shown on the screen exactly as the 
reels are developed from the cam- 
era! You would sit through a film 
about ten hours long, full of repe- 
titions (many shots with incorrect 
exposure, unsatisfactory angles, 
“fluffed” dialogue), and arranged 
not in story or compositional se- 
quence but according to the day 
the shots were taken.

Is this the way you want your 
movies to look when you show them 
to family and friends? True, you 
may be only an amateur, but this 
does not give you license to bore 
your audience to tears.

edited out. If your film does not 
follow a story line, it still needs 
pruning and arranging. You can 
get a feeling for movie editing by 
thinking of your own still photo- 
graphs. You know that snapshots 
assembled in an attractive album 
in some sequence with notes about 
people, dates and places are much 
more enjoyable to look at than 
those left lying in a deep drawer. 

The album is the traditional way 
of presenting still pictures, but 
there are many others. I recently 
heard of a woman who collected 
snapshots of her sister, ranging 
from babyhood to parenthood. She 
pasted them here and there on a 
large piece of mounting board, then 
covered it with another piece of 
mounting board, on which irreg- 
ular openings had been cut, giving 
each picture its own frame. It was 
a distinctive idea for a “portrait” 
of her sister, and it made a won- 
derful present to the sister’s daugh- 
ter. In editing your motion pic- 
tures, use your imagination, as well 
as traditional arrangements. 

One more tip: You’re bound to get 
extra enjoyment from a hobby that 
other people also enjoy. As I wrote 
about my friend’s movie and the 
mounted still photographs, I was 
struck with the fact that both were 
designed as gifts. Perhaps you 
should plan your next movie as a 
present to husband or wife, par- 
ents, friends who live far away, 
cousins who have never met your 
children or seen your home. It will 
be a wonderful experience for you 
in learning to make movies that 
will be enjoyed, not by one genera- 
tion, but possibly by many. They 
will be a permanent part of your 
family log.

ways safe, however. An actual test 
of the soil is the only sure way to 
determine its status. Many times a 
plant which requires lime will ap- 
parently grow in an acid soil when 
actually its roots reach down below 
into a calcareous layer. Likewise. 
acid-soil plants are often found 
growing upon what is evidently 


| lime-bearing rock. But a closer ex- 


amination will reveal that the roots 
are confined only to an acid-soil 


layer above the solid substratum. 


Closely bound up with soil is 
moisture. Many soils that at first 
glance appear to be dry have an 
underground source of water. Con- 
versely, people often believe that 


because a plant inhabits bogs its | 


feet need to be wet all the time. A 
brief inspection usually shows that 
many bog plants actually rest on 
top of hummocks. 

Remember, too, that most wood 
soils are damper than those of open 
fields because they contain more 
humus, which contains a large part 
of the soil water and releases it 
slowly to plants. 


The trees, also, keep woodland | 


soils moister and cooler than those 
of open fields. The less chance the 


| sun has to penetrate, the less the 
| evaporation and the longer the 


moisture lasts. Some plants are 
wood-dwellers primarily because of 
the more even moisture supply. 
Frequently, the soil in which it 
is hoped to grow wild flowers is 


not of the proper quality. If this | 


is the case, the soil can sometimes 
be modified to suit the plants. Many 








soils are sadly lacking in humus | 


and can be improved by spading 
in several inches of leafmold or 
other organic material. It is some- 
times advisable to also work in a 
liberal quantity of coarse sand or 
fine gravel to improve the drain- 
age and discourage packing. Under 
no condition should manures be 
mixed into soils for wild flowers. 
They are too strong for most wild- 
lings and produce an unnatural 
and unhealthy growth. 

The correct time to move plants 
is important and should be kept in 
mind in all cases. Generally speak- 
ing, wild flowers are best moved 
when dormant or inactive. With 


early spring-blooming plants this is | 


usually after they have finished 
flowering, for then tops die down 


or become less active and still the | 


plants can be found readily.

Wild onion, wild garlic: Chemical 
control is the only effective means;

Apply 2,4-D as soon as growth 
starts in late winter, make repeated 
treatments at three- or four-week 
intervals. 


Weed seedlings: If you grow your 
own strawberries, asparagus. rasp- 
berries or vegetables, or if you 
have extensive plantings of gladi- 
olus, daffodils or evergreens, you 
may want to investigate the rela- 
tively new group of chemicals 
which kill weeds while they are 
still tiny seedlings in the soil. At 
least two of these chemicals—Crag 
herbicide and calcium cyanamide 
—have already been used exten- 
sively and with considerable suc- 
cess in home garden plantings. 
Others that are available to the 
homeowner have been found very 
useful as pre-emergent herbicides 
in certain crops, but need more 
testing before their full capacities 
are known. Among the compounds 
in this group are the Dinotros. IPC, 
Chloro IPC, CMU 2.4-D. It

But 
if ivy has grown up through tree 
branches, it’s safer to cut vines off 
near the ground, then paint the 
stubs with a concentrated ammate 
solution. 

If you haven’t enough poison ivy 
to make use of a sprayer wort 
while, or if vines run_ through 
plants you want to save, mix solu 
tion in a jar and dunk ends of vine 
in it. One way is to clip the end of 
the vine in a jar with a clothespi 
and leave 48 hours: then use solu 
tion en another vine. 

Never burn dead poison iyy 
plants. Smoke may carry the poiso 
ivy irritant to susceptible indi 
viduals over a large area. 

Poison ivy can be killed i 
winter as well as summer by wet 
ting lower stems with 2.4.5-T and 
fuel oil solution.

Leafminers: Irregular blotches or 
winding tunnels between upper 
and lower leaf surfaces are work of 
mining insects.

Mite injury is almost a certainty on 
evergreens and many shrubs in 
hot dry weather, but may occur in 
moist weather where plants get lit- 
tle breeze. If your plants look yel- 
low and sickly, hold a piece of 
white paper under a leaf or branch 
and tap it sharply—some of the 
practically invisible insects will 
drop off.

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Fabrics can cost as little 
or as much as you want, from 


a good, smartly colored denim 
at $1.49 a yard to a specially 
loomed gold lamé at $225 a 
yard. It’s hard to find a really 
bad fabric, but a paradox of our 
time is that low or moderately 
priced fabrics are likely to be 
the most durable. (Workman’s 
denim, for instance, is practi- 
cally indestructible.) You often 
find such added virtues as 
crease-resistant or water-repel- 
lent finishes on low-price rather 
than high-price fabrics. 








Think of the endless talents that fabrics have! They can 


remodel a room, cover a floor, or insulate a window 


Fabric can cure architec- 
tural faults, as for instance 


in the room at far left, where 
an awkwardly placed win- 
dow and useless door simply 
couldn’t be made to look 
compatible. By curtaining off 
this area with a drapery hung 
on a curving track, decorator 
Melanie Kahane obliterated 
the problem and gave the 
room an_ interesting fabric 
“wall” (left). She created in 
the meantime an appropriate 
semi-circular setting for the 
round dining table. Awkward 
area behind curtain is used 
for book storage. 


We love the way fibers are blended to 
give us fabrics that are virtually engineered 


for the job they are supposed to do. By using 
two or three fibers, a fabric can be given 
the outstanding virtues of each. An uphol- 
stery fabric may share nylon’s abrasion 
resistance with rayon’s soft silkiness, or 
Dacron’s resilient toughness with wool’s rich 
color. A curtain may blend silk’s opulence 
with Fortisan’s stable sheerness, or cotton’s 
creamy drape with Orlon’s sun resistance. A 
thirsty cotton terry towel may be edged in 
tough-wearing Dacron. Meanwhile every 
fiber, natural or man-made, is being con- 
stantly improved upon by the research of 
chemists and textile technologists. 


Many heavy fabrics are as useful for rugs as for upholstery. 
This is particularly true of firmly made weaves of wool or mohair, 


but certain very heavy textured cottons and nylon friezés could qualify 
for floor service, too. Fabric at left is a handsome striped wool 
“documentary” from F. Schumacher’s Farmers Museum Collection, 
and is actually no less sturdy a fabric than the old-time drugget that 
used to carpet farmhouse stairways. A latex backing which you can 
apply yourself keeps such upholstery-fabric rugs from slipping. 








The best of the world is literally ours. Silks 
from Siam, Italy, France, the wools of Britain 
and Australia, the cottons of Switzerland, India, 
and Egypt, handweaves of Haiti dyed with French 
dyes, North African goatshair woven by Berbers 
—with such choice and exotic bounty our shops 
are crammed, all wonderful extras that swell a 
selection already made rich by our native-born 
fabrics. We find American finishes on Swiss cot- 
tons, and Swiss finishes on American cottons. An 
American manufacturer can fly to Paris on Sun- 
day and return on Thursday with a French art- 
ist's designs to print on American cloth. He can 
engage the genius of British textile know-how to 
design machinery for American mass production. 
He can send artists around the world to bring 
back new design ideas, then sell the finished prod- 
uct for $1.75 a yard! See how lucky we are with 
the whole world to choose from?

Fantastic new effects are pos- 
sible with our new fabrics and 
new technologies, giving us types 
of fabric we’ve never seen before.

Its closest traditional 
counterpart would be embroid- 
ered tambour muslin, yet this 
washes in a quick bath and hangs 
dry at the window. Other notably

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New treatments of old favorites indicate 
that tried-and-true, old-fashioned fabrics are 
not getting lost in the shuffle, but simply swell- 
ing our choice of good things.

hemists know saran as vinylidene chloride. You know 

it also by the trade name Velon. But you are most 
likely to have had intimate acquaintance with it in the 
woven plastic seat covers of your car, or in the plastic 
scouring pads you use in the kitchen, or in clear plastic 
food-wrapping film. Or you may know it in resilient, lux- 
urious carpeting that laughs at moths and can be cleaned 
of virtually every stain with a soap-and-water rub-off. 


But now, thanks to remarkable development in yarns of 
this fantastically durable, soil-repellent, sun-loving fiber, 
you may hang it at your windows as sheer curtains or as 
draperies, or use it as upholstery on your finest furniture, 
for it can be sleek as silk or crisp as wool, capable of all 
sorts of wonderful weaves. 

Does it sound like the millennium? It isn’t. Chemists and 
textile engineers tell us this is only the beginning. 
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Fifteen years ago what designer would 
dare to put white upholstery into a 
play room, as Melanie Kahane has done 
in this all-scrubbable barbecue room? 
It’s perfectly feasible here because all 
the upholstery is tough, washable vinyl, 
from Gilford Leather Co. Terra-cotta 
floor and wall, Tile Council of America. 
“Surfwood” wall, U. S. Plywood Corp. 
Majestic barbecue grate and pit.

\ e saw the vinyls first as slick, shiny, often strange- 


looking materials, but they did a job—a hitherto un- 
dreamed job of giving us upholstery fabrics that could 
wipe clean with a damp cloth, that could take all sorts 
of spots and spills and scuffing. They gave us a new 
kind of filmy curtaining that needed no more launder- 
ing than a dunk in water, that never mildewed, that 
transmitted light as a lovely glow. 

So good a job have they done that now we see them 
everywhere and never stop to question them, for they 
have become as stylishly part of the scheme of things 
as old familiar materials. You'll find them on the most 
expensive as well as the least expensive furniture. Dec- 
orators and designers count on them, and no wonder, 
for they are now capable of such pleasant. warm-to-the- 
touch finishes, such varied textures. patterns and 
weights that they're like a small world of fabrics in 
themselves. In fact they can be so embossed or printed 
as to simulate any fabric weave. 

Technically and functionally, too, they are better 
than ever. more easily handled, thanks to such develop- 
ments as flexible. elastic fabric backing on coated fab- 
rics and to the increasingly high standards the plastic 


industry has set for itself in the quality of vinyl film. 
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We love the rugged good looks of the plastic films continued

pattern for your own spring decorating 


Dace Paul Granard, in our opinion, handles 
fabrics as well as anyone in America. To analyze his 
best work in detail, as here in the Marco Wolff house, 
is to learn a perfect lesson in the principles of 
professional decorating: 

Pattern—Study the extraordinary integration and 
harmony of the fabric patterns. See below, in graphic 
presentation, the way Granard took the basic form 
of a diamond-shape and used it as his key for pattern 
co-ordination. Look for other diamond or oval shapes 
in the pictures of this bedroom. 

Line, form and pattern—Not only are the 
fabrics related to each other, but they are also related 
to the lines of the room and the forms of the furniture 
and accessories. Compare the arch of the fireplace 
with the arching “sweeps” of the 18th-century bed, 
the oval-shape vases on the mantel with the ovals of 
the draperies and with the base of the table lamp. 
Note the sympathy of the fabrics with the Victorian 


armchair and with the bed. The lines of the furniture 





are thoroughly at ease with the (Continued overleaf) 


The masterpiece of a master decorator is well worth studying. 


Vhe key to the pattern harmony of this room is the basic diamond-shape form. 
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Study the harmony of shapes and forms here, the transition 
in color from chalk-white through pink to bright ruby red in the 
carpet. Note the sympathetic relationship of the oval-shaped mantel 
vases with the floral pattern in the draperies, of the arching fireplace 
with the curving “sweeps” of the bed and Victorian armchair. See 


again how the diamond is loosely repeated in fabrics and wallpaper.

figures of the fabric pattern. Note too how contrast is 
used to best effect: The flowing figured movement of the 
draperies is a foil for the plain fabrics; each heightens 
the other’s interest. The pattern of the wallpaper, while pick- 
ing up the dominant diamond-shape, becomes textural from 
a disiance and offers no pattern competition to the fabrics. 
Color—F ollow the transitions in color from chalky white 
to off-white. to pink, to ruby red, as you go from the wall- 
paper to the bedcover, to the pink faille used for shirred 
welt cords in the seating, to the pink in the draperies, finally 
to the bright red of the carpet. All these colors are brought 
together and unified by the color palette of the drapery 
fabric, which was used to establish the color scheme. 
Texture—The diamond-textural transitions are equally 
subtle. The damask-like flocking of the wallpaper relates to 
the quilting and tufting. which in turn seems to prepare the 
eye for the deep pile of the carpet and for the tasseled 
fringe attached to the converging ribs of the bed. 
Workmanship—Granard’s perfectionism is particularly 
remarkable in his fine details. Below you can see how easily 
the tasseled fringe snaps on and off the bed tester for 
cleaning. The quilting of the bedcover is matched by the 
quilting of the skirt. also easily removed: and note here how 
Granard solves the problem of the mattress corner meeting 
the bed post by means of a special quilted panel. 
No matter how large or small the decorating problem, the 


principles outlined here will greatly help solve them. 





Here are the details of professional decorating: 


harmony of flocked wallpaper. tufted headboard 
and quilted bedcover: tasseled fringe and dust 
skirt quickly snapped on or off (thanks to snap- 
tape) for easy cleaning.

iL you like the green coolness of the outdoors, but you are 
bothered by mosquitoes and flies and other insects, then this story 
about modern screening is for you. 

But, first, what do we mean by modern screening? it’s the screen- 
ing you dont notice. It’s the new feeling of freedom you get from 
(1) insects and (2) from the sense of even being enclosed! Thanks 
to modern screens and to slim, delicately scaled. light-weight framing 
members, you can have great expanses of virtually invisible screening 
that are as fully protective as any old-fashioned screened porch, but 
without a sensation of being caged. You can now have all the advan- 
tages of being outdoors with none of the disadvantages. 

With modern methods in mind. then. look around you for a place 
where you too can achieve the screened spaciousness shown on 
these pages. You can drop your screen from the roof overhang or 
build a completely new room outdoors with walls. as well as roof, 
made wholly of screens. The new screens can be sewed together almost 


as easily as fabrics, and extended over a remarkably wide area 





with a minimum of supports. These supports (Please turn the page)

or framing members are so reduced in size these days that they are 
barely noticeable. For the cumbersome framing that once blocked 
your visual pleasure is no longer needed to hold screening steady 
and secure. And as a result, since screening is now so unnoticeable, 
you no longer have to take it down in the winter and store it. You 
can leave it up throughout the year. : 

The cost of modern screening is not higher, and the upkeep is 
much less than the old type. Screens that come in 100-foot rolls of 
6-foot width can be sewed together vertically in 12-foot sections or 
horizontally to a maximum of a 12-foot height. You can have a roof 
spanning 30 feet by 30 feet (where winter is no problem), and walls 
of 10 feet by 40 feet, without a single intermediate framing member 
to spoil your view. However, with such expanses, extreme care must 
be taken in sewing your seams and in joining the screen to the end 


supports. The screen must be made taut at the top and bottom to 


minimize sag and to permit proper sewing. Detailed instructions 


will be found on page 154.

It’s cooking by contract! You hire 
a good cook by the hour 
and then freeze the many meals 


she makes for days of eating to come 


L.. not news that the truly accomplished full-time cook 
has become another Vanished American. She who prepared 
everything from Johnny’s prunes to a Baked Alaska has 
been gone for quite some time. We’re all too aware of it. 
What does make news is her return. 

She’s coming back to the same kitchens she left, but in 


a different way. While she’s given up full-time, round-the- 


clock cooking jobs, she has not given up cooking. She’s 
found she can make a cood living “doing” for parties, 
baking in her own home, working in tea rooms or helping 
with a catering service—all jobs that have freed her from

the grind of three meals a day. But now she’s returning to 
do the same kind of wide-range family cooking she used to 
do—on a strict hourly basis. 

Just as you have a housekeeper and a laundress by the 
hour, you can now have a cook. The home freezer and new 
ways of using it make it possible. Dishes your cook-by-the- 
hour prepares for you can be done in quantity, chain style, 
and packaged in convenient-size containers for freezer 
storage. Thus you can contract for your time-consuming 
cooking jobs. The dishes prepared, combined with what can 


be bought ready-to-serve and with foods which need only

very quick and simple cooking, will leave you with very little 
kitchen work to do yourself. 

The best thing about having hourly help is the high 
quality of service that is received. By choosing people to 
do the jobs they like best, you can have a laundress who 
loves to iron ruffles, a housekeeper who methodically and 
happily makes the house shine, and a baby-sitter who wins 
cheerful smiles from the children. To this list you. can now 
add a cook who is perfectly willing to cook exactly what 
you want, to be used when you want it, to make her best 
recipes or yours. All you have to do is to master-mind the 
set-up. In return you get far better results than when you 
spent the same amount of money on a full-time “cook-general- 
housekeeper” who was far too pressed to do her best at 
any one of these jobs. 

This is particularly true of a cook. Even when you have 
a part-time cook for a party, compare the number of hours, 
for which you must pay top prices, that go not into cooking 
but into pot washing and serving—menial jobs which don’t 
require a skilled hand. Besides, in that particular situation 
the time and money are spent on just one meal. And the 
cook finds herself still washing the dishes at 10:00 P.M. 
Consequently she’s likely to be enthusiastic about a new 
regime which allows her to work during the more convenient 
daytime hours, do nothing but cook, and depart without 
having the deadline pressure of a party or even of getting 
a meal. 

The best way to find a cook-by-the-hour is to advertise 
or approach some of the “one woman” cateresses in your 
neighborhood, which is what I did. After a little hunting 
around among the people who cook for parties in our part 
of the world, I found a woman who is not only an excellent 
cook but who saw the great possibilities of our experiment. 
For the first session I engaged her to come from ten to four 
one day and to cook main dishes in enough quantity to 
serve three or four parties of eight to twelve people. This 
she did so successfully I’ve regretted ever since that I hadn’t 
tried it long before. I now plan to have her two or three 
times a month to do various kinds of cooking which I will 
merely supervise. I’ll give her some of my recipes to try, and 
she'll do some of her own specialties. Each session will be 
concentrated on a particular kind of cooking: entertaining 
dishes, heart-of-the-menu family dishes. or perhaps baking. 

By having such a system for cooking, it soon becomes 
possible to leave the key under the doormat for your jewel,

her if you’re going to be busy. You can arrange what she’s 
to cook ahead of time or leave her a note and, of course, 
provide all the ingredients and recipes she’s to use. 

For this first whirl, my cook and I planned what we’d 
make by telephone, and I had everything in the house when 
she arrived. We chose chicken dishes, since they freeze so 
well, and are so versatile and convenient to cook in quantity. 
To speed things up I cooked three whole roasting chickens, 
4-6 pounds each, the night before, so they'd be ready for her. 
This was really very simple; I just put them on to simmer 
in enough cold water to cover and with parsley, salt and 
pepper and an onion in each pot. When they were just 
tender, I let them stay right in their covered pot and put 
them in the refrigerator. 

Here is what my cook made in her first session: 

Chicken Curry (enough for 12) 2 quarts 

Chicken and Sweetbread Velouté (enough for 14-16) 
2 quarts and 2 pints 

Chicken in Cream with Nutmeg (enough for 12) 

2 casseroles 

Besides these ready-to-serve dishes there were also these 
useful by-products: 

Chicken broth (the natural broth from the pots, 
strained) 3 pints besides what was used in cooking 
Cooked minced chicken, 1 pint 

Ground ham hors d’oeuvres, 3 dozen 

1 Hambone and at least 1 cup of meat for soup 

When my cook arrived she checked the pots and pans 
and the other things she’d need including ingredients and 
seasonings. We discussed the recipes and then she got to 
work. First she put a three-pound center-cut slice of 
processed ham in a 300° F. oven to bake for about an hour. 
Then she cleaned and blanched the sweetbreads. 

The biggest job of all was to remove the chicken from 
the bones—at least it seemed to take longer, but she got 
every shred and carefully segregated the nicer pieces from 
the bits and scraps which we froze to use in chicken salad 


or hors d’oeuvres. Next. she browned and prepared the 
creamed chicken with nutmeg and after it was all ready 
to cool and freeze she prepared the curry, then the chicken 
and sweetbreads. Last of all she ground up some ham 
that remained and combined it with enough crumbs and 
beaten egg to shape into little balls. In the center of each 
she put a dab of Dijon mustard. These were then ready 
to freeze and when used would be thawed, sauté in butter 


and served hot on tooth picks. (Recipes on page 186)

of the marks of a thoughtfully put together room. The 


linkage of china and fabric, for instance—seemingly a small 
detail—can bring fresh pleasure from both and a very satis- 
factory feeling of having made the most from something one 
already admires. China calls for an element of showmanship; 
fabric gains more strength if it’s very much a part of the 
over-all plan. If you have a china pattern pretty enough to 
stand on its own, emphasize that beauty by picking up the 
theme with the fabrics accompanying it. Similarly, a favorite 
curtain material can be importantly flattered if the dinner 
service subtly underscores its mood. Look past the limit of 
what each purchase offers in itself, and choose each accord- 


ing to how it contributes to the other and to the whole.

Even 
the walnuts, with the shape and color 
of the plate’s leaf, are part of this casual- 
looking, carefully thought-out scheme.

How to have flowers in a paved terrace 





Are you tired of fussing with terrace flowers in pots and tubs? 


Here's how to get the same color with less work 


PY] \he big modern terrace needs flowers, lots of them. 
Vases of cut flowers are impractical because of sun 
and wind. Tubs and pots of flowering plants are 

fine. but you may not want to take time for the daily 

watering they require. Then growing flowers in the paving 
is for you. It’s practical. It’s easy. It’s a sure thing. Trick 
is to omit paved “squares” (or whatever the unit of your 
paving pattern is) and fill them 18 inches deep with rich 
soil. Then mass these new little gardens with plants almost 
ready to bloom. Water weekly, feed monthly—and sit 
back to enjoy a fabulous flower garden in your terrace. 

You can grow any flower that does well in your climate. 

Try spring bulbs, sturdy, ground-hugging perennials like 

alyssum (upper, opposite), any summer flowers from seed 

that thrive in sunny exposures, especially petunias. mari- 
golds, zinnias: and chrysanthemums for autumn. Or you 
can let colored leaves be your “flowers” (see lower photo- 


graph, opposite page and also page 209).

Use your imagination. For example, you 
must allow expansion joints in your paying 
or a hot summer sun will make it buckle.

No need to cook beforehand or make a purée 
or a roux.

IF the tools of toil now supplanted by the blender were 
assembled, what a tale of weariness they would tell! Mortars 
and pestles, crushers and pounders, “beetles,” choppers, 
graters, sieves, strainers and whips, swizzle sticks, muddlers, 
mills and molinas, not to mention damp wads of muslin and 
soggy wisps of wet cheesecloth. 

Far too many of the great dishes of the past have almost 
disappeared from our American home scene in this era of 
vanished kitchen help—when you do it yourself, or else. 

Let’s face it. Many of the treasures of high cuisine are 
fearsome to any amateur, no matter how enthusiastic, and 
taxing to the skillful, too. Even reading some recipes brings 
a reminiscent ache to your arms, a crick to your shoulders, 
a remembered sting to the knuckles. But now the blender 
can change your whole outlook. translate hours and minutes 
into seconds, hard labor into fun, jitters into easy confidence.

Poach or steam whole trout in water witl 
a little Spice Islands White Wine Vinegar, 
basil-lavored. Cool; drain. Cover with may- 
onnaise: Place 1 egg. 6 spinach leaves. 2 
tablespoons white wine vinegar. 1 teaspoon 
salt. 14 teaspoon dry mustard. 14 cup olive 
oil in “Waring Blendor” (Waring Products 
Corp). Blend about 5 seconds. While “Blen- 
dor” is running, gradually add °4 cup salad 
oil. Stop as soon as all oil has been incorpor- 
ated. Here the trout nestles on crisp spinach 
leaves in a fish-shaped platter set in its own 
attractive basket.

A green pea soup—gloriously kin to 
one served to us years ago in the eerie dusk of twilight by 
the sea close to Elsinore—emerges in moments. A gently 
poached mountain trout wears a veil of Mayonnaise Verte— 
homemade, with matching wine and herbs, requiring only 
30 seconds. A pale, rose-colored caviar spread, like that 
rubbed together most laboriously with bowl and pestle on 


the Isles of Greece, requires two minutes—no work at all.

new ways to landscape with iris ?

Framed by picture window, Japanese iris become a vital 
part of your indoor decorating scheme in June and July as the 
flat, fragile, richly hued flowers ruffle in breeze like swatches of 
silk brocade. Flowers of new Higo strain are especially lovely, 
and, given rich, acid soil and abundant moisture from early 
spring until blooming time, may measure one foot or more across. 
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Iris seen through a window while dining or relaxing are a 
real delight. Why not plant a special group te enjoy as you eat 
breakfast? Clear blue Chivalry or the deeper-toned Danube 
Wave would be lovely set against smail-leaf evergreens with a 
crushed-rock mulch on the ground to provide pleasant contrast 
as you look down at the plants. 


Poolside plantings of Siberian iris, denizens of moist 
meadows, are appropriate here. Try three or more large divi- 
sions of either pansy-purple Caesar’s Brother. wine-colored 
Eric the Red or glistening white Snowcrest at waters edge. 
Clear-toned Perry’s Blue would be wonderful with yellow 
Vespers day-lily. Set plants in pocket of rich soil outside pool. 
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Planting-pockets in the terrace make wonderful places to 
display your most prized iris varieties. Grow choice plants in 
utility area, then remove paving stones and insert a fully 
budded plant in each. You'll make your terrace colorful before 
the usual container plants bloom. Loosen and enrich soil in 
bottom of hole before moving in iris, keep plants watered.

Iris varieties chosen for colors which play up the colors 
in structural features of the garden can have great appeal. For 
example. a black bird bath might be circled with tall, creamy 
Desert Song and the shorter, inky Black Forest. Or. you might 
try flaring wine-red Garden Glory with the translucent pink 
Spindrift if bath or other garden feature has red_ tones. 


Rock outcroppings are ideal settings for dwarf iris. Since 
plants are small, at least three of a kind should be planted 
together: five to nine are better if you're trying to create an 
“always grew there” effect. Consider rock color when selecting 
iris—blue April Morn and white Schneekuppe usually har- 


monize with gray stones. golden Tiny Treasure with yellow rocks.

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The miracle 
of the 


Recorders 


[t's a modern miracle that brings three 


generations together to play music on these 


simple instruments and. to 


have the time of their lives doing it

“ry he miracle of the recorders! As long as I live, Ill never 
get over the miracle of the recorders!” my mother 
exclaimed. Playing recorders, triangle and drum, my 

husband, our five children, and I had just delivered a lively 

“British Grenadiers” to her as a birthday offering. 

But my mother and father didn’t applaud for long, because 
they too are recorder players. and, like all recorder players, 
they would rather play than listen. They brought out their 
own recorders, and all together we attacked “Greensleeves,” 
then “Early One Morning.” then “Willow, Willow.” then on 
and on. Recorder players. once started, are hard to stop. 

Here is the miracle of the recorders: a family group, three 
generations in age, from five to seventy, getting together to 
play good music; and all having the time of their lives. 

It is the miracle of a wooden flute. whose “clear sweet dig- 


nity of tone” and quick response to playing effort have made

it loved for centuries by those who wanted to make music. 
And now the recorder is offering our own generation its an- 
swer to the longing of each of us to make music ourselves. 
Just watch a group of people hearing recorders for the first 
time—not even well-played recorders, because the performers 


may have been playing only a year or two. But the music is 





always the best—Mozart, Bach, Purcell, some folk dances 
and the listeners can never wait until the last number is over. 
They want to handle the instruments. Each question shows 
how directly they have thought of the recorders in terms of 
their own need. “I can’t even hum a tune,” they remark, “do 
you think I could play?” “These would be just the thing for 
Daddy and me in the evenings.” “Could we really play music 
like this after just a few hours’ teaching?” “What if you 
can’t read music?” “Oh, come on, show me now where to 


put my fingers on this thing!” 











From five to seventy, with recorder, triangle or drum, each shares the miracle of making music 


Recorders are simple woodwind instruments that come in 
different sizes. The sizes vary in pitch, and the five most com- 
monly played (you can see them opposite) are the bass. tenor, 
alto, soprano, and the still higher sopranino. Each of the five 
has a range of a little over two octaves, fully chromatic, and 
each has its own distinctive quality of tone. Fingering on 
all five sizes is so similar that most players quickly learn 
them all. 

Recorders are remarkably easy instruments to learn to play. 
Fingering is done on a system of eight holes; and the mouth- 
piece requires no specialized technique of lipping. You blow 
as into a whistle. 

However, although the beginner can play tunes from his 
first session, it does not mean that recorder playing ends there. 
The recorder has no limit to its possibilities as a musical in- 


strument. Among our recorder-playing friends we number 


beginners contentedly tooting their first “Polly’s Bonnet”; 
but we also know professional musicians who have played re- 
corders as a hobby for many years with increasing delight in 
their scope as solo and ensemble instruments. The recorder is 
by no means to be regarded with condescension as a toy or as 
a pacifier for those who can’t play other instruments. 

The name “recorder” is unfortunate, since it is confused 
with records or tape-recording. But “recorder” takes on a 
happier sound when its meaning is considered. In times past 
the English verb “to record” meant “to warble like a bird”: 
and when you play recorders you do indeed “sing like the 
birdies sing.” 

Flutes, of which the recorder is one type, have been played 
in most ages. Archeological diggings all over the world have 
yielded many kinds of bone or ceramic flutes. The recorder

You can spend 
anywhere between $250 for a stripped-down unit of low 
capacity to $500 for a big job with all of the de luxe features, 
and get thoroughly lost in a maze of technicalities trying 
to decide which is better for your purse and purpose along 
the way, unless you become reasonably familiar—as familiar, 
say, as you are with the works of your car—with what room 
coolers do and don’t do, and how they do it. And, since one 
or another of the de luxe features may be especially important 
in your particular case, it behooves you to learn just what 
they offer in the way of added comfort and utility. 

Basically, the operation of all room coolers is much the 
same, and fairly simple. The part of the unit projecting 


into the room draws in air (Please turn to page 161)

ABOUT COOLING 


Wou may start out to buy a room air conditioner and end up 
examining your house or apartment as you never did before. 
Since different brands and models of room coolers have dif- 
ferent capacities and features, and differing rooms present 
widely varying cooling needs, getting machine and room 
together calls for close thinking, as well as the necessary 
money. What size unit? Which room should be cooled? In 
which window should the installation be made? How should 
the cooled-air be directed? Is special wiring needed, and if so, 
how can it most easily be run? Most important, is your cool-

ing problem a “normal” one, where you can rely on the manu- 
facturer’s recommendations and the advice of the salesman in 
your selection of a unit, or does it present special problems 
which make such rule-of-thumb guidance unreliable? 

Some rooms present cooling problems which must be solved 
before buying a room cooler, and cannot be solved by a room 
cooler alone. Attic bedrooms under hot, unventilated roofs 
are an example. So is the apartment house bedroom which just 
“happens” to be located over the boiler room, where the boiler 
runs all summer long to provide hot water. The boiler you 
can do nothing about (except move), but if your bedrooms are 
under a story-and-a-half roof with no means provided for 
trapped air to escape, you can and should solve this problem 
before attempting cooling. And if your living room has a pic- 
ture window facing west which turns it into a hot-box every

You hear these names everywhere, but do you 
know what they mean in terms of perform- 


ance? This list tells you what to expect 


Acetate—\A_ partially man-made fiber of cellulose and 
acetic acid. Fabrics woven of it have soft hand, fine 
drape. It is specially notable for its quick drying and 
dimensional stability, has good wrinkle recovery, and 
is resistant to moths, mildew and mold. Pressing 
must be done with a cool iron. Two problems of 
acetate—gas fading and difficulty of dyeine—have 
been met recently with the development of dope-dyed 
acetate yarns. Color is added to liquid cellulose 
acetate before it is forced through microscopic holes 
of the spinneret to form yarn filaments. Thus the 
color is an intrinsic part of the yarn and will not 
fade from sunlight, washing, dry cleaning, gas fumes. 
salt water, chlorine or perspiration: nor can it rub 
off. Celaperm (made by the Celanese Corp. of Amer- 
ica) and Chromspun (by Tennessee Eastman) are 
both dope-dyed acetate yarns. All acetate is available 
in many weaves, many textures, often combined with 
other yarns. It is not recommended for use by itself 
where great toughness is needed. Uses: curtains, 
draperies, bedspreads, lampshades, pillows, up- 
holstery, apparel. 


Aecrilan— An acrylic fiber with a high degree of dimen- 
sional stability. Fabrics resist shrinking, sagging and 
stretching. It is bulky but lightweight and may he 
cooling or warming, depending on how the yarn is 
spun and the fabric woven. Easy to wash. quick to 
dry, needing little or no pressing, care is facilitated 
still more by its crease- and soil-resistant properties. 
It is strong, mothproof, and resistant to mildew. sun- 
light and chemicals. Acrilan is generally blended 
with other fibers in many fabrics from sheer to deep- 
pile. Made by the Chemstrand Corp. Uses: chiefly 
apparel; in home furnishings—cushion, quilt and 
pillow stuffing. 


Bemberg Rayon—Rayon yarns and fibers produced 
by the cuprammonium process. Filaments approxi- 
mate the fineness of silk, have a silky luster. Can 
be woven in blends with other fibers. Unlike viscose 
rayon. can be ironed with hot iron. Uses: sheer 
curtaining, draperies and upholstery (in blends). 


Dacron— A polyester fiber, which is the most resilient of 
the man-made fibers, and has inherent wrinkle re- 
sistance and remarkable shape retention and dimen- 
sional stability. It is resistant to bleaches. common 
solvents and other chemicals as well as to soil, sun- 
light, moths and mildew. It may be washed or dry 
cleaned. Dries quickly. Very strong and with good 
abrasion resistance, its fine qualities are brought out 
to their best advantage in blends. Made by DuPont. 
Uses: curtains, towels. pillow stuffing, comforters, 
some upholstery, apparel. 


Dynei—A polyester fiber that is notable for its fire-resis- 
tance.

Renaissance and_post-Renaissance 
England. In this golden age of Eng- 
lish music, sets of recorders were 
regular home equipment. Henry 
VIII's collection of 76 recorders has 
become famous. Shakespeare’s char- 
acters played recorders, and Sam- 
uel Pepys mentions several times 
how he has been transported by 
their angelic music. 

Attacked by 17th-century Puri- 
tans as popular frivolity, and dur- 
ing the 18th Century replaced in 
concert orchestras by its extensively 
developed rival, the transverse flute, 
the recorder fell out of use both 
in home and in concert, and for 
many years remained forgotten. 

Then 40 years ago in England, 
Arnold Dolmetsch, a German mu- 
sician-craftsman who was recreat-

“Come on up,” I said. She came 
that night and for many Tuesday 
nights thereafter. 

Our neighbors came to invyesti- 
gate the strange new sounds. They 
too joined us in our Tuesday-night 
sessions. Then other friends came, 
and almost immediately we had our 
full group of a dozen who have 
played together every week for a 
year and a half. 

Soon after starting, we all re- 
placed our plastic sopranos with 
good wooden recorders of various 
pitches; so we now have a well- 
balanced group for part playing. 

None of us are musicians. We 
still play with more gusto than 
finesse, but we have learned a great 
deal about pitch and time by the 
trial-and-error method. We have 
even come to understand something 
about counterpoint and chords. 

We are learning that essential of 
part playing, “Listen to each other,” 
which not only has as its reward 
better sounding group music, but 
also is the basis for the emotional 
satisfactions of playing music with 
others. 

No one seems to get bored with 
the regularity of the group sessions. 
Usually a rather fagged dozen as- 
sembles at 8 o’clock. By the time 
we break up, faces are relaxed, 
conversation is lively, and our only 
worries have become whether we’re 
playing in tune and keeping our 
volume down. 


EVEN groups, at this point, have 
\¥ combined to form the Southern 
California Recorder Association 
which meets five times yearly so 
that all the groups can play for 
each other and play together under 
a professional conductor. These 
meetings are shared by many indi- 
vidual recorder players from the 
area who, though not regularly 
piaying with groups, enjoy the 
Southern California get-togethers. 

The children are growing in mu- 
sic appreciation by the best means 
—that of playing themselves the 
best of all music. Children who 
play the recorder from the begin- 
ning play the world’s folk tunes, 
Handel, Purcell, Byrd, Mozart, 
Bach.-Even Mark and Craig at five 
and six have their favorites and 
know which books to bring when 
it is their turn to choose what we 
should play. [If you listen to their 
casual humming, you may catch a 
tune from the Beggars’ Opera or 
a l6th-century dance, because they 
have learned them on their own 
percussion instruments, 


Besides playing the recorder 


with our own children, we have had | 
a great deal of pleasure from a_ 
group of eight neighbor children — 
who have played recorders with us 
every Monday afternoon during the 
past year. These children range — 
from nine to twelve years old and, 
being neighbors, are accustomed to 
playing together. i 

You can also get a great deal of 
satisfaction out of playing alone. 
Although ensemble playing is re- 
sponsible for many of the enjoy-— 
ments of recorder playing, it is not } 
essential. You needn’t hesitate to 
go ahead, even if you feel there are 
no prospective fellow-recorder-play- — 
ers in sight. But don’t be too sure 
your friends won’t be interested. —

N OUR circle, more than 40 have — 

so far become interested enough 
in recorders to buy instruments of 
their own. Some of them played for 
a short time and then lost interest. | 
Others have continued to play, — 
making many converts of their own. — 

Your first concern is choice of — 
instrument. Many begin on the 
cheapest available (around $6) and 
these are all right for beginners. 
Only be sure you don’t stay too 
long with them, and don’t inflict. 
them on a group of more. experi- 
enced players who have already 
graduated to better instruments. 

Get an instrument with “English 
fingering’ (some have “German 
fingering”) because English finger- 
ing is fairly standard among Amer- 
ican groups, and the two systems 
of fingering, while not varying 
much from each other, are not too 
easy to play in tune together. 

One of the beauties of recorder 
playing is that even in assembling 
a set of the very top quality, you 
are not called upon to spend very 
much money. Three excellent makes 
—the American Koch, the English 
Dolemetsch, and the Swiss Keung 
—cost only about $20 for the so- 
prano, $30 for the alto, $40 for the 
tenor and $75 for the bass. 

Give some thought to choosing 
one of the lower-pitched ones. The 
alto and tenor are both fine solo 
instruments, easier to make melo- 
dious than the soprano, and with 
them you will be more welcome in 
any group you might wish to join. 
A group’s success depends partly 
upon having its strongest players 
on the soprano parts since the so- 
pranos are so often in the lead. 

Now pick out an instruction man- 
ual. Erich Katz’s “Recorder Play- 
ing” is good, shows finger place- 
ments in diagram, and should be 
used in conjunction with Ruetz’s

If you play in a group, you will 
have the example of more experi- 
enced players to show the way to 
better tone and phrasing. If you 
play alone, it will help if you listen 
to some recording of good recorder 
players. Carl Dolmetsch and Alfred 
Mann have made several, and the 
“Music Minus One” series will give 
you an opportunity to hear good 
recorder tone as well as a chance 
to play along with the records, fill- 
ing in yourself on the recorder part. 

In a national news weekly’s re- 
cent discussion of the stresses and 
tensions of modern life, surgeon 
Sir Heneage Ogilvie was quoted as 
saying that only leisure could break 
the chain. And not mere idleness, 
he said, but leisure filled with some 
occupation that “makes a call on 
the intelligence and restores self- 
respect.” 

The recorder offers us an outlet 
of this kind—a means of self- 
expression in which we can not only 
mark our daily progress in skill 
with satisfaction, but also find a 
fresh, uncomplicated basis for old 
and new human _ relationships. 
Above all. with our recorders we 
share the miracle of recreating the 
world of song.

From then 
on he was his own cameraman. 


| ECENTLY I spent an afternoon 
at Princeton with James Davis in 
his third-story apartment-studio di- 
rectly across from the university 
campus. What was once a living- 
room is now his main workshop, 
where the indoors photography is 
done. Despite the experts who ad- 
vised lots of fancy lighting effects, 
he generally works near an open 
window using a mirror to catch the 
natural sunlight and reflect it onto 
the area to be photographed. He 
does use special lights, however, to 
illumine his plastics. 

The kitchen in Davis’s house is 
bare of everything except dark- 
room and editing equipment. In the 
sitting room (formerly for dining) 
a 16mm Kodascope sound projector 
sits on a low table. 

Not all the Davis films are of 
his abstract color plastics. He has 
made a great deal of out-of-doors 
footage on the nature of phenomena 
which he says are “so obvious and 
commonplace that usually they are 
unnoticed.” As yet these films have 
not been released. “Taliesin West” 
and “Taliesin East” are far more 
ambitious productions, filmed with 
the barest skill and almost typify- 
ing the amateur photographer.

homes by Frank Lloyd Wright;

Davis’s film on the painter John 
Marin suffers from the photogra- 
pher’s lack of experience and from 
the inherent difficulties of creating 
a film to do technical and esthetic 
justice to the great artist.

professionals. “Analogies” is a vis- 
ual comparison of water reflections 
and his own plastics reflections, 
perhaps his first precise statement 
on film.

| ear a film released, Davis 
finds, is considerably more satis- 
fying than having a show of paint- 
ings at a 57th Street gallery. The 
reason is primarily that films are 
popular. When we see the public 
reject the so-called modern art. and 
flock instead to the movies, we are 
witnessing what Davis considers an 
instinctive voicing of their under- 
standing that change is universal 
and that motion is the basic expres- 
sion of our times. “I refuse.” he 
says, “to make anything that does 
not move.” 

Davis feels strongly that the mo- 
tion picture is the creative medium 
of the arts today. In a recent article 
in Films in Review, he has given 
a detailed explanation of his opin- 
ions.

Without Corelli there would be no 
Copland, and without contempo- 
rary composers there would be no 
Corelli. We dig, even in the jazz 
sense of the word dig, from the 
present to the past. If our interest 
in the present is dead, we bring 
only a dead interest to the past. 


Toscanini, in some ways the

Sun heat absorbed by a patio 
or terrace during the day is re- 
tained longer at night if radiation 
is blocked by a cover. 


WIND 


Canvas as a wind protection gives 
you a chance to experiment with 
the material in installations you can 
make up by yourself or with a little 
help from the awning maker. 


Screens may be laced into place 


| On permanent structures, or they 


may be portable to block the breeze 
in one spot or to deflect it for in- 
creased circulation in another. You 
can use a heavy-duty weave for full 
protection, or lightweight, porous 
fabrics that allow some air circula- 
tion while giving you privacy. 





You might want to experiment 
with woven strips which give a par- 
tial windbreak and good ventilation 
while creating interesting light pat- 
terns against the sun. 

As the material is suspended all 
along its top edge, spacing of 
framework members is not as im- 
portant in a vertical screen as in 
an overhead shelter. It must be 
strong and rigid to withstand the 
force of the wind. however, and the 
weight and surface of the canvas 
must be chosen to stand up to your 
prevailing wind conditions and the 
degree of exposure it will receive. 





Large canvas expanses need vent- 
ing to relieve wind pressure. If a 
screen is six or more feet high, air 


outlets should be provided at least 


| every 50 feet. A crescent-type vent, 


9” to 12” in diameter, protects your 
privacy but is free to swing with 
the wind in either direction. Bind 
edges with tape to prevent raveling 
or tearing.

For most pleasing effect, plant in irregular drifts of one or 
more varieties of the same color Choose those which have slender 
flowers. This is a good place to use some of the inexpensive older iris 
varieties which have good clear color, but don’t compare in size and 
form with today’s spec*acular innovations. 





Continued color in a large bed of iris can be maintained by inter- 
planting with a showy annual, say marigolds, which have finely cut 
foliage in contrast to the bold iris leaves. Space iris 12 to 18 inches 
apart, and, before iris are fully open, set out seedlings. In this 
way youll avoid bruising iris flowers as you work and the annuals 
will be good-size plants by the time iris have faded.

Consequently, the effect of light 
and shadow is vastly more compli- 
cated than their effect on architec- 
ture. The transparency of leaves 
and flowers also allows the sun “to 
produce a whole series of different 
effects from the same material.” a 
fact well-known to observant stu- 
dents of Thomas Church’s gardens 
and likely to be more noticeable 
in the future as plastics are used 
more widely in garden screens. 
Shepheard makes a good case 
against quick-growing plants “for 
quick effects,” but I would like to 
qualify his remark that “most plant- 
ings which look mature after 3 or 
4 years are in decay or rampant in 
10 or 15 years.”
